TOON LAKE, N. Y., Sept. 16.—Drs. Gard- 
mer aud Doughty visited Mrs. Harrison at 
10 o'clock this morning, and again resorted 
to tapping to draw the fluid from the pleuric 
eavity. The physicians returned to the hotel 
from Mrs. Harrison’s cottage about 1 o'clock, 
and each expressed himself as gratified at the 
result of the morning’s operation. 

Dr. Doughty said that atthe previous opera- 
tion the entire amount of fluid was not re- 
moved, as it was then feared that she could not 
stand the ordeal. Though there has been no 
appreciable increase in the amount of fiuid 
since the last operation, Mrs. Harrison’s con- 
dition this morning was such as to warrant 
the removél of the remaining fluid, which was 
successfully accomplished with less shock than 
before. 

After the operation the patient rested quiet- 
ly, and, on the whole, her condition was some- 
whatimproved. There is no immediate danger 
ofa fatal termination of the disease, and Dr. 
Doughty will go to New- York. 

The previous operations were performed 
under the most alarming conditions, and were 
resorted to only as extreme measures. On both 
occasions the paticnt’s system sustained the 
shock withdifficulty, and her recovery was slow 
and tedious. 

One of the physicians present at the last op- 
eration remarked to-day that he would not have 
been surprised if she had succumbed during its 
progress. It was therefore resorted to to-day with 
considerable misgivings, and the great success 
attending it caused corresponding gratification. 
While the danger of a fatal termination of the 


case is not altogether removed by the success- 
ful treatment oi the pleuric complication, the 
latter circumstance of course adds considerably 
to the ultimate prospects of the patient. 

The attack of pleurisy may be overcome, but 
then it will still be necessary to clear the system 
of the destructive bacilli before hope of recoy- 
ery can be reasonably entertained. 

Itis an open secret that none of the physi- 
cians who have attended Mrs. Harrison will 
venture a prediction that she will certainly re- 
cover. The best that the most sanguine will 
say is that cures are recorded in cases where 
the same symptoms were present. Drs. Gard- 
ner and Doughty are each on record, however, 
as saying that there is no danger of immediate 
dissolution, except in the event of unlooked-for 
complications. 

The President was so much encouraged by 
the success of to-day’s operation that he went 
for a short walk in the mountains with Mrs. 
Dimmick. This is the tirst time for several days 
that he has left the cottage except to get his 
meals. He received a large number of tele- 
grams and letters to-day from all over the 
country, suggesting all sorts of remedies for 
Mrs. Harrison, and turned them over to Dr. 
Gardner. Itis safe to say that none were of a 
character to change the present course of 
treatment. 

Telegrams of sympathy and inquiry were re- 
ceived from Vice President Morton, Marquis 
Imperiali of the Italian Legation, and Gen. 
Palmer, Commander in Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The latter expressed the 
sincere hope that Mrs. Harrison’s condition 
would improve sufficiently to permit the Presi- 
dent to attend the encampment in Washington 
next week. 

There is, however, no possibility of his being 
able to leave here for a week at least. J. R. 
McKee, the President’s son-in-law, arrived here 
this morning from Boston by special train from 
Plattebure. 

At 11 o’clock to-night it was reported at the 
President's cottage that there had been no 
change in Mrs. Harrison’s condition.

COLORED REPUBLICAN BOLTERS MARCH 
IN HIS PROCESSION. 

RALEIONn, N. C., Sept. 16.—There were 3,000 
people here to-day to greet Mr. Stevenson. A 
large number were on horseback, and clubs 
from ajl parts of the State were well repre- 
sented. The speaking wasin the grove at St. 
Mary’s School. An unusually large number of 
women were present. Senator Ransom, Gov. 
Jarvis, and a number of other prominent Dem- 
ocrats occupied seats on the platform. Gen. 
Stevenson discussed the Force bill, the tariff, the 


affairs of reconstruction days, and referred 
feelingly to his North Carolina ancestry.

JOINT DEBATES ENDED. 


IF WATSON HAS GAINED NEGROES, 
BLACK HAS GAINED WHITES, 


ATLANTA, Ga., Bept. 16.—The joint debates 
between Tom Watson and his Democratic com- 
petitor, Major J. C. C. Black, is atan end. Now 
the voters of the Tenth Congressional District 
will be left to stuay over what they have heard 
untilelection. The result of the joint debate does 
not come up to the expectation of either of 


the principals. It was admitted in the opening 
of the campaign that it would be a battle royal 
as to which would carry the white majority, 
but it was contidently expected that Major 
Black would make strong inroads upon the 
colored vote. 

The responses to the first few meetings 
seemed to justify this hope. Finally Watson, 
in order to preveut the threatened defection of 
blacks, began appealing to them especially. So 
violently did he work the negro propaganda 
that at his Sparta appointment the negroes 
took possession of the town. As the negroes 
became more solid for Watson his white sup- 
porters went to Black, and it now looks like a 
race conflict, in which Watson wdli get the ne- 
groes and Black the whites. 

The Democrats fee] contident that Black will 
win, even under this new order of things, but 
they do not like the idea of a race contilict. It 
would mean trouble probably on election days, 
as in several counties the negroes are very tur- 
bulent, and, acting under the excitement of a 
man whom they believe can save them from 
punishment, they will invite an antagonism 
which is only too easily aroused.

Guilty of Misbehavior. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 16.—In the Assize

EFFECTS OF A WEALTHY MAN 
LEVIED ON FOR RENT. 


CHARLES W. HAVEMEYER’S FURNITURE 


IN HIS PRIVATE OFFICE, TOGETHER 


WITH VALUABLE PAPERS, SOLD FOR 


A SONG — PHILADELPHIA MILDLY 


EXCITED OVER THE AFFAIR. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 16.—Charles W. 
Havemeyer, the millionaire son of the President 
of the Havemeyer Sugar Refinery of New-York, 
walked into the Bingham House to-night. He 
was considerably excited. In his hand was 4 
copy of a newspaper of to-day relating the sale 
at Mr. Havemeyer’s private offices in the Sibley 
Building, at 1218 and 1220 Filbert Street, 
whereby Mr. Havemeyer’s private effects were 
disposed of by a constable to the best bidders. 

Mr. Havemeyer is one of the best-known men 
about town. His word and his checks were 
never questioned. His father is in the first rank 
of New-York City financiera. He rented the 
oftices in the Sibley Building for professional 
purposes. He went to Cape May for the Sum- 
mer, and, forgetting that his lease with Mr. Sib- 
ley called for the payment of $35 a month in 
advance, he neglected to settle with his land- 
lord during his non-occupancy, believing that 
his credit was good for any amount. 

Yesterday afternoon Constable Turner of 
Magistrate Clement’s office sold the furniture of 
Mr. Havemeyer’s offices. One of the purchas- 


ers, J. 8. Hilliard of the Hilliard Cyclometer 
Company, who has an office in the same build- 
ing, vought Mr. Havemeyer's desk for $16. The 
desk was locked when it was sold, and when Mr. 
Hilliard opened it he found a number of papers 
relating to Mr. Havemeyer’s property. These 
papers in their financial and social aspects rep- 
resented to Mr. Havemeyer values to an incal- 
culable extent. The sale created intense ex- 
cltement among Mr. Havemeyer's friends, and 
the elder Havemeyer, in New-York City, was 
telegraphed in relation to his son’s where- 
abouts. 

The sale was the prime topic to-day of discus- 
sion among lawyers. James H. Heverin, one of 
Philadelphia's most famous attorneys, said: 

‘While a landlord has the right to enforce the 
stipulations in a lease, however severe they 
may be, he should also exercise a wise discre- 
tion. Mr. Havemeyer was kuown to Mr. Bibley 
to be a man of means, thoroughly respon- 
ble, and was away on his Summer 
vacation. Instead of giving him per- 
sonal notice of his intention to enforce the 
covenants of his lease, he gets a constable 
to levy upou the contents of an office which 

ossibly he never saw. He levied upon a locked 

esk and knew nothing of its contents. Cer- 

tainly the contents of this desk were never 
levied upon and were not subject tosale. A 
person only buys what is levied upon and 
is offered for sale. As to the contents of the 
desk and other ivclosed values, they were never 
levied upon, never offered for sale, and no other 
person than the original owner has a lawful 
claim upon them. 

«“ [ never heard of so gross an outrage on the 
partof a landlord as in this case. If other 
landlords should actin the same manner those 
occupying offices might be compelled to under- 
go @ similar experience if they absented them- 
selves fora montb’s vacation. Furthermore, if 
the man’s ofiice had been open and he had been 
there when the constable went in, then the 
constable could have had no right to examine 
his private papers and levy upon them. Sup- 

ose they had been in a safe! He couldn't 

ave forced that open. 

“Ifthe landlord had walked down to my 
office and sald,‘ Havemeyer is in arrears for 
four months’ rent,’ I would have advanced the 
money simply on my knowledge of the family.’’ 

Soon after Mr. Havemeyer reached the Bing- 
ham House he was met by his attorney, Logan 
M. Bullitt. Mr. Bullitt held a consultation with 
Mr. Havemeyer, after which he said: 

“Mr. Havemeyer has not been in this city 
during the Summer and did not know that 
there Was any rentin arrears,as he had sup- 
posed that that matter had been attended to by 
Mr. 8. C. Rogers, who owns a half interest with 
him in some patents. He had no notice that 
there was to be any sale. Aseverybody knows, 
he is perfectly able to pay his rent and all he 
might owe. He willat once take steps to re- 
cover his property. The proceedings by Mr. 
Sibley he considers a high-haaoded outrage and 
entirely unwarranted.” 

Among Mr. Haveieyer's friends it is intimat- 
ed that conspiracy proceedings will be entered 
against Landlord Sibley, the constable who con- 
ducted the sale, and the purchasers of the prop- 
erty.

Last evening a circular 
printed in the Slavish, Hungarian, and Polish 
languages was distributed among the repre- 
sentatives of those nationalities of the locked- 
out men announcing that a meeting was to be 
held at 9:30 this morning at the corner of Third 


Avenue and Heysel street, when addresses 
were to be made by leading slave submitting a 
proposition trom the Carnegie Company to the 
men. 

The purport of the circular was quickly nade 
known to the members of the Advisory Commit- 
tee, Who at once went to work among the Slave 
to bolster up their courage and prevent any 
desertions from their ranks. Their eiforts were 
snecessiul. Long before the hour set for the 
meeting ‘Third Avenue for squares around was 
thronged with idle workmen. it was evident, 
however, that they were not in a spirit to re- 
ceive any proposition from the company, but 
had gathered simply to learn just what the com- 
pany or its representatives had to say. ? 

The men who were to address the meeung 
were diffident about giving their names, but 
linally imparted this information and also out- 
lined the proposition they had from the com- 
pany. They gave their names ua Aleck Wis- 
loski of South Seventh Street, Pittsburg, and 
Arnold Frank of Leisenring. Both are Slavs. 
Wisloski, according to his own admission, came 
here two weeks ago, and has been engaged 
as clerk for the company at the will 
Frank is # veterinary surgeon for the H. C. 
Frick Coke Company in the Connellsville region. 
Since the recent trouble in the Homestead mill 
he has been brought here to act as interpreter 
for the company, and has been used as go-be- 
tween between the company and the Slavish 
locked-out men. 

Wisloski admitted that the circular that haa 
been distributed last evening had been pre- 
pared and circulated by him at the instigation 
of the Carnegie people. He stated that sev- 
eral of his countrymen had made applicaton 
to the firm for their old positions, but were 
afraid to return singly, and that the company 
then decided it would be a judicious move to 
call a public meeting of the Slav and Hun- 
arian workmen and announce to them that 
their old positions and wages were awaiting 
them should they decide to return. Wisloski 
made the following statement, which he as- 
serted was on the authority of the company. 

“The places of the men of my nationality are 
open to themif they wish to return, and they 
will receive their old rate of wages. The com- 
pany will also drop the prosecution against the 
three Huns who are under arrest for the murder 
of Quinn at Braddock during the recent trouble 
there.” 

After running around a considerable length 
of time, Wisloski finally withdrew without mak- 
jing a public address. Frank, his companion, 
who speaks English fairly well, contirmed Wis- 
loski’s pledges, and stated tuat the promises 
would be taithfully kept if the men returned to 
work. No meeting took place, and Mr. Curry, 
who was announced to appear in behalf of the 
company and address them, failed to put in an 
appearance. Afterremaining about the scene 
neurly two hours longer the men gradually dis- 


persed. 
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HONEY WRITES TO THE GOVERNOR.

IDEAS ON THE ELECTION 
CONTROVERSY. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 16.—Mayor Honey has 
taken the wind completely out of the sails of 
the so-called citizens’ meeting held the other 
night by fowarding to Gov. Brown an oflicial 
letter on the situation. 

After calling the Governor's attention to the 
fact that no municipal election was held on 
Wednesday, he says: 

“The precise cause of this failure was a difference 
of opinion which arose between the Board of Alder- 
men and the City Clerk in regard to the duty of the 
Board of Aldermen in relation to the designation of 
voting places, the Board of Aldermen helding thai 
votng places need not be designated within the 


geographical limits of the wards, and the City Clerk 
that they must be.” 


After dealing with the action of the board 
and his personal ruling as Mayor, Mr. Honey 
continues: 

** Kither one of two methods is admissible: First, 
the citizens of Newport who have asked you tod call 
an #xtra session of the Legislature can be informed 
that it is their right to use the name of the State for 
the purpose of commeucing proceedings in the su- 
preme Court fora mandamus against the Board of 
Aldermen to comioand the board to designate voting 
places, each of which shall be within the geogra- 

»hical limita of the wards to which they respective- 
o belong. And in such a proceeding the relators 
can, if they choose, claim that the wards of Newport 
are the wards which have been recently laid out by 
the so-colled Ward Division Commission. 

“If the Supreme Court should issue the writ, the 
Board of Aldermen would be compelled to designate 
voting places in accor:/ance with the plan which the 
City Clerk claims ought to be adopted, and such a 
decision by the court would also settle the other 
questions to which I have herein reterred, namely, 
the constitutionality of the act andthe duty of the 
Board of Aldermen to prepare voting lists for the 
wards marked out by it. 

“Tf, however, the court should refuse the writ, ua 
doubtedly the City Clerk wouid issue his warrant in 
due course of law, designating the present polling 
places as the places at which the electors shall cast 
their votes on the 8th of November.”

RATES INCREASED. 
ea Sas 
THERE HAD BEEN NO PROFIT IN RIVER 
INSURANCE ON COTTON, 


NEW-ORLEANS, La., Sept. 16.—There has been 
an increase in the rates of river insurance on 
cotion. A leading insurance man said last 
night: ” 

“The increase was very simple and was 
brought about by the fact that river insurance 
on cotton has not proved profitable for the past 
two years, and the underwriters found them- 
selves confronted with the choice of either rais- 
ing the rate or abandoning that branch of the 
business. The increase consists of the addition 
of 5 cents per $100 value to existing rates—that 
is, if the rate at present to a given point on the 
river is 30 cents, the new rate will be 35 cents. 

“The change haa given rise to the belief that 
there will be an increase of 5 cents per bale. 
That is not the vase. Personally, t hardly think 
it is an equitable increase, for the greater the 
relative risk the less the relative increase. In 
other words, if the present rate to any point is 
20 cents, the increase ls 25 per cent, whileitf 
the rate be 50 cents the increase is but 10 per 
cent. The proportion of increase does not cor- 
respond with the relative risk for the distances 
of shipment. . 

“Irrational as the change appears it was the 
result of a compromise. Representatives of 
some of the companies nade an etfort for an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. over present rates, which 
was successfully combatted by some of the 
local companies.”

Ordnance Inspectorship Change, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Capt. W. T. Sampson, 
who is allowed to wander about, in the im- 
agination of the gossips, without any definite 
duty, has at last been formay assigned to the 
Inspectorship of Ordnance at the Washington 
Navy Yard.

WAS PLACED UNDER ARREST 
LAST EVENING.

CHARGED WITH HIRING A JANITOR 
FOR TWO DOLLARS TO DESTROY 
RETURNS ON WHICH GIS REPORT 
WAS BASED—VERY CURT TO THE 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, Sept. 16.—While Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics Charles F. Peck was acting in 
an unofficial and ungentlemanly manner this 
afternoon to the special committee of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, sent nere to look 
over the data on which Mr. Peck based his high 
wages report, District Attorney James W. 
Eaton was weaving a chain of evidence about 
him that may possibly send him to State prison, 

Together with Norton Chase, Mr. Eaton has 
extracted from the ash barrel at the apartment 
house, 27 South Hawk Street, charred remnants 
of official papers which Mr. Peck had hired the 
janitor, William J. Dennison, to burn. 

Enough of some of these partly burned papers 
has been secured to show conclusively that 
they were the replies to-the tariff circular sent 
out by Mr. Peck. The answers to the questions 
and the names of firms could be made out 
easily on some of thefragments. These are the 
documents which the special committee of the 
National Democratic Committee have en- 
deavored to get sight of by process of law. 

They were consumed on Sunday night by Jan- 
itor Dennison, for $2. The papers were taken 
from the Capitol to Mr. Peck’s house in an ex- 
press wagon last week. Albert Rogers, a clerk 
in Mr. Peck’s office, made the contract with 
Dennison to burn “a lot of papers that Mr. Peck 


did not want any longer."’ Mr. Dennison started 
in at 6 o’cloc k in the evening and did not finish, 
according to his own testimony, uatil 3:10 
o’clock the next morning. 

The streetin the vicinity on Monday looked 
as though it had snowed burned paper during 
the night. The roofs in the vicinity were also 
covered, and the strong draughi of the furnace 
had carried some of the papers but partially 
burned to these roofs. This was the clue which 
was given to Norton Chase, and upon which he 
and District Attorney Eaton acted. 

Mr. Eaton had the option of presenting the 
matter to the Grand Jury or taking it before a 
Police Justice. He chose the latter as the most 
expedient. Therefore to-day he and Mr. Chase 
went to Police Justice John Gutmann and stated 
the facts. 

An investigation to ascertain whether a crime 
had been committed was then conducted behind 
closed doors. The clerks in Mr. Peck’s office and 
the employes in the house at 27 South Hawk 
Street were examined, and finally, upon the 
affidavit of William J. Dennison, a warrant was 
issued by Justice Gutmann, charging Charles F. 
Peck with the destruction of records relating 
to his report. 

Mr. Peck would say nothing to-night. His ex- 
amination will take piace to-morrow. ‘The 
warrant was issued under Section 94 of the 
Penal Code, making Mr. Peck's acts a miade- 
meanor. Mr. Peck’s defense will be that the 
papers were of a personal character, and not 
othoial in any sense. 

The committee sent by the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, comprising Nelson Smith, J. 
Schoenhot, E. Ellery Anderson, and Edward F. 
MeSweeney, called on Commissioner Peck of 
the State Bureau of Labor Statistics this after- 
noon and labored with him for over an hour to 
secure the names of the manufacturers report 
ing to him the effect of the tariff on their re- 
spective industries. 

They also asked to see the individual returns, 
but Mr. Peck held to his original statement that 
he would show nothing but what was contained 
fn his full annua! repert, Which was hardir 
what the committee was after. Mr. Smith acted 
as spokesman, and when Mr. Anderson inter- 
rupted Commissioner Peck said thatif Mr. An- 
derson did not keep quiet he would refuse to 
have anything to do with the committee. He 
would not recognize Mr. Anderson in any way. 

The croas-tire between Mr. Peck and Mr. An- 
deraon at times was very hot, the latter telling 
the former not to be insuiting. Finally Mr. 
Smith read a list of questions regarding the 
preparation of the tariff report, which if an- 
sawered, he said, would satisfy the committee. 
Mr. Peck said most of the questions could be 
answered by areference to his report, but he 
himself volunteered no answer to any of the 

uestions, 

Then followed numerous questions regarding 
individual industries, which had been prepared 
in typewritten form. When Mr. Smith had fin- 
ished Mr. Peck said: 

‘*[ don’t know by what right you come here to 
catechise me."’ 

“We came herein the interest of the Demo- 
cratic Party,” auswered Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Peck—“I wish to God you had.” 

Then Mr. Anderson tried to get in a question. 
Mr. Peck grew red in the face and said: 

“1 don’t want any of your questions at all; I 
don’t want anything to sayto you. I will have 
nothing todo with you. No one can question 
my fealty to the Democratic Party. I have 
never bolted a nomination, consorted with Re- 
publicans, por failed to vote the Democratic 
ticket.” 

After further talk of this kind between the 
two, Mr. Anderson said: “You appear to have 
been weil brought up.”’ 

Mr. Peok—I was brought up not to snoop into 
otber people’s business. 

Mr. Anderson—If you wish to be insulting in 
the discharge of your oflicial duties, ali right. 

Mr. Peck asked: “If my report had been dia- 
metrically different, would you lave come here 
to question my figures {” 

Mr. Smith—No, not personally; then the Re- 
publicans would have been hunting you. 

Mr. Peck—Then they would have been treated 
worso than you have been. 

Mr. Anderson endeavored to interject a re- 
mark, but was shutoif by Mr. Peck. This called 
from Mr. Anderson tbe remark that Mr. Peck 
was an “impertinent cuss.’’ 

Mr. Peck then asked: **‘ What has created so 
much interest in my report? Is it because of 
the great prusperity of the State that you wish 
to decry the tigures in it!” 

Mr. Smith answered that it was not the tariff, 
but the *“‘ingenuity of the people of the State,”’ 
that was responsible for the great prosperity. 
Here Mr. Anderson spoke again, but Mr. Peck 
placed his thumbs in his ears, refusing to listen. 

“Do you think it oreditabie to 6,000 business 
pouses 1n this State to say that the figures they 
have given me are lies!” asked Mr. Peck. 

Mr. Smith—We don't come here with any in- 
tention of charging any person with lying. 

Mr. Peck—But your principal organs have. 
There are too many fresh men running the 
campaign. Mr. Whitney ought to be called 
down. 

Answers requested to a great many pertinent 
questions put by Mr. Smith were not forthcowm- 
ing, and the committee became convinced that 
it could not get what it was after, and left for 
New- York late this afternoon. 

Before leaving, Mr. Peck told the committee 
that, as he had promised, he expected to have 
the first transcript from his figures ready for 
the committee by Monday. 


Chairman Nelson Smith, E. Ellery Anderson, 
J. Schoenhof, and Edward F. McSweeney, the 
members of the investigating commits:e, 
reached the National Headquarters late last 
night from Albany, and were informed there 


as to the action which had been taken in se- 
curing the arrest of Peck after their departure 
trom Albany. 

Zhe committee made a full report of what 
took place in Mr. Peck’s office during the day, 
and a summary of it follows: 

“Mr. Smith as Chairman acted as spokesman 
for the committee in its endeavor to elicit in- 
formation from Mr. Peck. He began by asking 
to see the communications received by Mr. 
Peck from the various persons and firms on 
whose returns the report was based, and Mr. 
Peck in reply declined positively to allow the 
communications to be seen. 

**Mr. Smith then read a series of questions 
which the committee thought it necessary that 
it should have answers to in order to enable it 
to understand the basisof the report. Mr. Peck 
replied that this seemed to him a very superfiu- 
ous piece of business, as he had agreed to fur- 
nish a written transcript of the tables that 
were to zo into the fullreport. Mr. Peck was 
then asked how long it would take to prepare 
the transcript, and replied that it was impossi- 
ble to fix the time. 

“Mr. Smith expressed regret that Mr. Peck 
received the questions with a hostile spirit, and 
called his attention to the fact that he was a 
public officer of the State, appointed to investi- 
gate the great subject of labor and to gather in- 
formation and Keep it as public property. Mr. 
Smith further stated that the only object of the 
committee was to tind out whatevidence was 
furnished to the Commissioner from which he 
made his report and drew his conclusions, and 
that they did not mean to discredit anybody or 
charge anybody with having lied; that the com- 
mittee was present, in the interest of truth, to 
i'nd out just what the facts were and to enabie 
the people to draw inferences from thero, 

**Mr. Peck replied that he had issued the sum- 
mary of the report and that the people could 
draw their own inferences from it. 

“Mr. Smith then sald that, instead of drawing 
inferences trom the summary, the committee 
had come to get the datafrom whbich the sum- 
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it a misdemeanor for any person from whom he 
asked information to make a false statement. 

“Mr. Smith then urged that this very fact 
showed that the communications from manu- 
facturera were public records, to be kept in the 
Commissioner’s oftice as such, as otherwise it 
would be impossible to convict any person of 
making such a false statement. 

**Mr. Peck was again asked if he would make 
any answer to the special questions put to him 
by the committee of which the copy was hand- 
ed to him, or whether he would give general an- 
swers in his report, to which he again replied 
that he would give certitied transcripts of the 
papers and materials in his office which are to 
go into the report.” 
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COUP OF THE ELEVATORS. 


FIGURES AS TO RECEIPTS 
MENTS WILL NOT BE SUPPLIED. 


St. Paut, Minn., Bept. 16,—Nothing has 
stirred up business men of the Twin Cities so 
much inmany a day as the coup of the eleva- 
tors in unanimously refusing to give out figures 
any longer as to weights, shipments, and stocks 
in store. Itis well known that for years the 
elevator men of the Northwest have been fur- 


nisning Bradstreel’s and other commercial pe- 
riodicals statements of the amounts of wheat 
in store in the terminals and in the country 
elevators. 

The feeling for a year or more past has been 
that this was about parallel toa whist player 
showing his opponent the cards in his hand. 

To be plain, it must be remembered that 
the interests of the producer and consumer, 
the seller and the buyer, are opposite. Where 
one gains the other loses. The wheat men of the 
Northwest have been in effect showing the 
agents of the consuming populations of Europe 
their hands, and the consumers have profited 
thereby at the expense of the grain men and the 
American farmers. 

Telegrams were received by several of the 
managers of the elevator companies asking why 
the elevator companies refuse to furnish the 
stocks of wheat on hand, which they have given 
regularly for years. One telegram says: 

‘““We cannot believe you will insist on this—this 
interrupting furnishing totals of domestic stocks to 
grain exchanges on two continents.’ 

The reply of the manager of one of the largest 
elevator companies is significant. He said: 

“ The furnishing of stocks of wheat in this country 
by your concern, and also by the Government re- 
ports, is absolutely detrimental to the agricultural 
interests of the country, and we have deemed it best 
to withhold this information. 

“ The fact of the matter is, America carefully col- 
leots statistics as to its breadstutis aud furnishes 
them gratis tothe Old World, which is a buyer of 
our property, and in so many words telis her to hold 
ot! from purchasing her supplies, as we have ample 
and more than enough to take care of her, and that 
by waiting and tiring out the holders of the stuif in 
this country she can get it at her own figures. 

“We believe that this whole system is radicaily 
wrong and inagreat measure responsible for the 
terrible depression of our markets and as a result 
detrimental to the agricultural interests which are 
our support. Russia keeps all sach information to 
herself; she awaits her opportunities, and when for 
whatever reasons prices advance§ she sells her 
products, and we believe it would make a difference 
of many millions of dollars to this country were we 
to adopt the same policy. 

“It is the only line of business thatI know of 
where we people who have goods to sell practically 
depreciate the same by saying to the buyers, ‘ Hold 
off and you can get our property cheaper than if you 
buy now.’” 

Cc. A. Pillsbury takes the same position as the 
elevator managers. He said this morning that 
he had long been of the opinion that the Gov- 
ernment reports and the newspapers in their 
roseate accounts of the splendid crops have 
hurt the farmers millions of dollars yearly. All 
of these reports are taken as evidence of abund- 
ant harvests and the bears onthe exchanges 
use them as clubs to beat down the price of 
grain and thus give the farmers much less than 
is justly their due.

NEW-HAVEN, Sept. The sub-committee 
on speakers of the Democratic State Committee 
has been arranging this week for a flood of 
oratory, to begin in earnest next week. 
Among those who are to expound Demo- 
cratic doctrine from the rostrum are Gov. 
Russell of Massachusetts, ex-Congressman 
McAdoo of New-Jersey, and ex-Gov. Waller. 
A good start is to be made at the meeting of the 


State Democratic Club at Pleasure Beach, near 
Bridgeport, next Monday night. The Demo- 
cratic candidates for State offices are expected 
to be present, as also a large number of promi- 
neut Democrats from ali over the State. 

At the State Democratic Headquarters in this 
city all is activity, and good reports are daily 
received of the progress of the canvass through- 
out the State. The State Headquarters of the 
Republicans are to be in Hartford, which will 
be very convenient for Gov.

The Democrats are to push the 
fight on the State issue and on the 
ery for free raw material for Connecticut 
industries. They are making converts on both 
issues. The most notable accessions are from 
the Swedes. This class of voters has hitherto 
voted the Republican ticket. Now there are 
Swedish Democratic clubs in this city and in 
Bridgeport, and more are to be organized else- 
where in the State. 

The Democratic Congressional Convention in 
this district, the Second, is to be held in this 
city next Wednesday. ‘The probable nominee 
will be James P. Pigott of this city. Indications 
now point to Col. Doherty of Waterbury, Post- 
master of that city,as Mr. Pigott's opponent. 
Over in the Third District there is a move- 
ment on foot to match ex-Gov. Wall- 
er against Congressman Russell, If the 
ex-Governor can be persuaded to make the 
race, there is a likelihood that the majority for 
Russell, which has been dwindling at each suc- 
cessive election, will disappear, and that 
Connecticut's delegation in the House of Rep- 
resentatives will be solidly Democratic.

When her lawyers went to 
serve it to-day they found MoKinney had de- 
camped and was then on the way to New-York 
with his furniture. A constable was sent to 
Jersey City to try and head off the absconding 
debtor before he could get out of New-Jersey.

Private advices state 
that the American Bering sea cruisers have 
orders on the way from Washington that will 
keep the Bear and Adams there until Dec. 1, by 
which time the seal rookeries will have little 
need of guatding. The other cruisers will leave 
on the lst prox. and will make directly for San 
Franciseo, except the cutter Corwin, which has 
been ordered to Sitka.

Dr. Jenkins was much pleased at the report 
which oame to him yesterday concerning the 
state of affairs on the quarantined ships and on 
Hoffman and Swinburno Islands, which was 
that there had been no death and but one new 
case. He ssid that he was much encouraged 
by the outlook. He announced last night that 
the cabin passengers of the Wyoming, Rugia, 
and Scandia would be transferred to Fire 
Island to-day and placed in separate buildings. 
He also announced that the Normannia, Wie- 
land, and State of Nevada would be released to- 
day. 

“I think, too,” said Dr. Jenkins, “ that these 
steerage passengers will be discharged from 
Camp Low ina few days after their arrival. [I 
really believe that they are now free from con- 
tagion. The Moravia passengers, all steerage. 
I shall send up to Ellis Island withina few 
days. They will not goto Camp Low. The re- 
port from the steamers, I think, is very good. 

“The Heligoland is 0. K., but I will hold her 
for several days. 

“As for the condition of the Bohemia, I am 
agreeably surprised. 

‘I do not think that Fire Island will be used 
permanently as a quarantine station. The State 
may sell it again or put it to other uses. There 
will be plenty of quarantine facilities on the 
two islands, Swinburne and Hoffman. If ad- 
ditions were made to them on stone piles we 
could accommodate 4,000 people and separate 
buildings would be erected for cabin and steer- 
age passengers in case of epidemic.” 

The dally report of the condition of the ships 
at lower Quarantine, and of the hospital at 
Swinburne Island, filed by Dr. Walser last 
evening, gives the only authentic account of 
the number of sick and dead on the Hamburg 
steamer Bohemia, which arrived Thursday 
night, with a corrected list of their names from 
the purser’s books. According to this report 
there was but one new case of cholera yester- 
day, and that was on the Bohemia. No death 
took place, and no new case was discovered on 
Swinburne Island, nor on the quarantine ship. 
The new case developed yesterday was that of 
SUSEL GROSSMANN, aged eighteen, steamship

Dr. Nash has been left on board the Bohemia 
to complete the fumigation and disinfection. 
The staerage passengers are stillon board. Dr. 
Walser says that he found the only disinfectants 
used by the officer of the packet company at 
Hamburg were carbolic acid and chrysoline or 
ereolenue, compositions weak and ineflicient and 
of little value for the purpose. He left with 
Dr. Nash twenty pounds of bichloride of mer- 
cury to make the disinfection complete. 

The sanitary condition of the other steamers 
is excellent. On the Moravia ail is well, and 
there is but one case of sickness, and that is of 
measles. 

Dr. Walser and Dr. Jenkins deny positively 
that any of the passengers have left this ship. 
The story of thetwo women, Engliemann and 
Sornoski, who are reported as having left Ellis 
Island, from the Moravia, and who are said to 
be at Greenport, L. L, is utterly without founda- 
tion. The women did not get away from the 
Moravia. The passengers of that ship are 
awaiting to be transferred to Ellis Island in 
two or three days. They willnot goto Camp 
Low. 

On the Scandia all is well. The fumigation 
and disinfection are being continued. 

On the Normannia the baggage waa disinfect- 
ed yesterday. 

The Rugia will be thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected. There is one cabin passenger who re- 
mains on board. He is a consumptive, too weak 
to be removed. 

Dr. Walser says the Rugia’s cabin passengers 
are contented with their: quarters on the New- 
Hampshire. They are supplied with everything 
that is needed, food and bed clothing and other 
necessities being there in abundance. 

Dr. Jenkins held a long consultation with the 
Advisory Committee of the Chamber,of Com- 
merce yesterday. The question discussed was 
the best means of disinfection. Three cases of 
boots, ready-made clothing, and hats are to be 
shipped to Camp Low to-morrow for the steer- 
age passengers of the Rugiaand Normannia, 
who are to be sent there. The passengers are 
now at Hoffman Island. This is the first of a 
large consignment. These goods were bought 
by the Chamber of Commerce. The emigrants 
wilt be washed and disinfected and then given 
their new clothes. The Arabs on the Rugia 
have been supplied with Mother Hubbards, as 
they object to wearing male Christian attire. 

The cabin passengers of the Wyoming, the 
Rugia, and the Scandia, who start to-day for Fire 
Island, will make the journey on the Cepheus. 
It is understood that they will be detained but 
a few days and then given their quittance. 

The Wyoming’s steerage passengers will re- 
main on the ship until Monday, while the 
Rugta’s and Normannia’s will, as already stated, 
go to Camp Low. 

At1l o’clock last night Dr. Jenkins received 
@ dispatch from Dr. Byron in which it was 
stated that Dr. Abbott had just returned from a 
visit to the ships in quarantine. All on board 
were getting along well, there being no new 
cases or suspects. 

Dr. Byron spoke and visited the steamship 
Suevia, which arrived last night from Ham- 
burg. He reported that the ship was in first- 
class condition. She oarrid 82 cabin passen-

uring the voyage and no one was sick on board 
last night.

There was not a new cage of cholera in this 
city yesterday, as the official bulletins show. 
The case of Edward Hoppe developed on Thurs- 
day. There is every reason to believe the man 
died from cholera, although the bacteriological 
examinations have not yet so proved. Mary 
Conerty, who was stricken with the disease on 
Thursday, is still the only patient under treat- 
ment, and late reports last night stated she was 
on the high road to recovery. 

The health authorities are as busy as they can 
be, but the major part of the work is purely of a 
precautiouary nature. Reports of cholera cases 
in the city are reaching them hourly. Every 
such report is most carefully investigated, but 
no cases have yet proved to be cuolera except 
those ollicially reported. Vive deaths trom 
choiera iu this city since Sept. 6, (those of 
Charlies Melvoy, William and Sophia Wieg- 
wann, Churivtte Leck, and Minnie Lovinger,) 
two deaths suspected to Lave resulted from 
cholera, (those of Veter Caliahan aud kdward 
livppe,) and ove cholera paticnt under treat- 
meul (Mary Conerty) record absolutely all that 
the plagzue has accomplished in this city up to 
lulls dute. 

‘True,” said Dr. Cyrus Edson of the Health 
Board yesterday, “rosy prophecies may be mwis- 
leading, but there is certainly justification tor 
i liopes and Opinious tor the future on, 
the conditions we have to Iace As to those 
conditions, the holding of the cholera in check 
up to this thme has been wonderiully success- 
ful, we have the precautionary machinery tor 
the prevention of the spread of the disease in 
the best working order, and cold weather is 
coming. Why, then, should we not expect that 
the worstis ever! If our expectations fall, as 
they way, it will be time enough then to draw 
long taces and raise the ery of danger.” 

VYhe Health Board was in session nearly all 
day yesterday. The sessions were largely given 
up to discussion and to the reception of reports 
frum the various heads of departments. At 
evening there was littie to announce that was 
not told by the bulletins. The folluwirg resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

Whereas, ‘Che presence of cholera in this city and 
ite relation to diurrheal diseases make it extremely 
important that all diarrheal discharges be at once 
disiufected, as many cases Of Cholera take the form

The tioors, benches, textile fabrics, articles, and 
surfaces soiled with cholera discharges should be 
flooded with the disinfectants, and, after being left 
for a few winutes, the discharges may be wiped up, 
and al! clothes and other textile fabrics burned, or 
piaced in disintecting solution. The carbolic acid is 
preieravle for disinfection of cholera discharges. 
he corrosive sublimate solution is eificieut for dis- 
infection of surfaces by sprinkling, scrubbing, &c 

The water ciosets and urinais should be kept con- 
etantiy aud thoroughly cleansed and disinfected. 

The tioors of ferryboats, ferry houses, railroad 
cars, Stations, &c., should be scrubbed daily, after 
thorough disinfection. They should not be swept 
until after thorough sprinkling with a disinfecting 
solution, and the sweepings should be disinfected 
again before being thrown into the sewer or river.

The above reguiatious are issued for the govern- 
ment of railroads, ferries, fac.ories, &c., in tis city 
ouly, as regulations will doubtiess be issued upon 
tis subject by the State Board of Health and by the 
Health Boards of other cities.

So many wild stories are circulated as to sus- 
pected cases of cholera of which no public re- 
port is made by the authorities that Dr. Rob- 
erts, Chief Sanitary Inspector, was asked on 
what basis these stories rested. 

*“ We lave,” be said, * since 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning received about thirty notifications 
of cases of sickness suspected to be cholera. 
They tome from physicians, nurses, and, in fact, 
from all sources. We investigate each case at 
once. Of all those thirty reports which we 
have looked into, the suspicions of cholera have 
only been justified after examination in the 
cases of Mary Conerty and Kdward Hoppe. 
There have been no other cholera cases, or even 
eases in which suspicions of cholera were justi- 
fied, during that period. I do not say this to dis- 
courage the sending of reportsin tous on sus- 
peeted cholera cases, for we are giad to ook into 
them, but merely to show that the authorities 
are concealing nothing.” 

President Wilson of the Health Board said 
last night: ‘‘We have devoted most of our at- 
tention to matters of precaution and preven- 
tion, there being little elee to consider. We 
ave decided that Kast Sixteenth Strect, from 
Avenue O, must be closed to the public until 
this cholera business is allover. The St. John’s 
Floating Hospital is now moored atthe wharf 
on the north side of that street. We aretrylug 
to get a building on the opposite side of the 
street for convalescents. The Reception Hospi- 
ta) is on the wharf where the Floating Hospital 
ig moored, and the Willard Parker Hospital 
ja on the adjoining property. Our intention 
is to use the Reception Hospital and the Floar 
ing Hospital for real cholera patients, the Wil- 
lard Parker Hospital for suspects, and the 
building we hope to secure for convalescents.

The body ot Edward Hoppe, the man who 
died on Thursday of suspected cholera, was 
buried’yesterday morning in the Lutheran Cem- 
etery. Hoppe was a German who had lived in 
this country for twenty-two years. He was @ 
carpenter, fifty years old, and lived with his 
wife and married daughter, Mrs. Croft, at 1,625 
Madison Avenue, The house is a five-story 
brownstone fiat house, between One Hundred 
and Eighth and One Hundred and Ninth Streets, 
and its sanitary condition is very good. 

fo faras can be learned, Hoppe had no oon- 
nection with any one fromthe infected ships, 
nor did he handle any goods or receive mail 
from them. He had been suffering from dysen- 
tery for nearly a week, but his trouble ceased a 
few days ago. He was not strong enough to go 
to work, and Tuesday afternoon he sent for 
Dr. Alfonsus Fitzgerald of 1,668 Madison Ave- 
nue. Dr. Fitzgeraid called about 6P.M. He 
found Hoppe vege from diarrhea, and after 
giving him some medicine he left. 

AtY P, M. the doctor was again called, and 
this time he found Hoppe's condition so serious 
that he told the family the man must die. 
Hoppe did die at 2:30 A. M. Thursday, and for 
some minutes after his death a spasmodic 
twitching of the extremities was noticed by Dr. 
Fitzgerald. There were other indications of the 
genuine Asiatic cholera, and a few blotches ap- 
peared on the face. 

The case was at once reported to the Board of 
Health aud Dr, Alexander Abrams was sent to 
stay at the house. He quarantined Mrs. Hoppe 
and her daughter. They have not been allowed 
to go outside of their rooms, which are on the 
second tioor, and no one has been allowed to 
visit them. Dr. Abrams was atthe house last 
night and said his instructions were to allow 
none of the families to move out of the house 
without a permit from Dr. Roberts and to look 
<sred any cases of diarrhea which might occur 
there. 

‘Yhe neighbors did not think the case was one 
of Asiatic cholera and looked upon the matter 
asa bhuge joke. They realized that it was not 
when they saw the bedding and clothing of 
Hoppe taken away ina wagon to be burned. 
The house has been thoroughly disinfected. its 
present tenants are declared in good health. 

It was learned yesterday morning thatCharles 
Solmidt, the butcher, of 579 Second Avenue, 
who supplied the boarding house of Mrs. Finn 
at 221 East Thirty-first Street with meat, did 
not buy his meat from Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger. Schmidt formerly dealt with that firm, 
but since Jan. 20 he has dealt entirely with 
Pwift & Co. . 

There were rumors of a couple of cases of 
cholera in the General Post Ollice yesterday, 
and fora time the tendency among the clerks 
and other employes was towarda scare. The 
rumors, however, resolved themselves into 
simple cases of indisposition common to the 
Summer season and the present spellof warm 
weather. 

As @ precautionary measure, however, a thor- 
ouch cleansing and disiufevting of the building 
from top to bottom was ordered, aud the work 
proceeded under the direction of the janitor 
from the top downward. Many of the ofiices 
of the Unite i States Government officials in the 
upper stories of the structure could hardly be 
recognized after being divested of their cus- 
tomary coatings of dirt.

CAMP LOW 


SURGEON HUTTON ASKS38 TO BE RELIEVED 
—THE NEW-JERSEY QUARANTINE. 


Camp Low, SANDY Hook, N. J., Sept. 16.— 
No cholera refugees were received at Camp 
Low to-day, though everything has seemingly 
been ready for them since 6 P. M. yesterday. 
The reason given for the non-arrival of the 
passengers by the surgeons in charge is that the 
supply of disinfectants and fumigatiyes had 
not been received. 

Blame is placed on the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey, which had promised Dr. Hamilton 
that all of his stores would be promptly deliv- 
ered. Therailroad gives the excuse that the 
authorities in Middletown Township, N. J., re- 
fused to permit trains loaded with stores for 
Camp Low to pass through the township unless 
the promise was given that they would remain 
there in quarantine. Consequently the disin- 
fectants did not arrive until 2:30 this afternoon, 
and then by the tug Chandler, 

‘This was the statement made, but that immi- 
grants were hourly expected was shown by the 
fact that Dr. Hamilton remained in camp all 
day, aud the marine guards were on duty. 

The stores are here and Sanitary Officer Dr. 
John Rauch has everything in readiness, but no 
passengers are expected till late in the day to- 
morrow. The camp has been thoronghly fumi- 
gated and 1,600 strangers could be comfortably 
accommodated. 

A surprise came to-day when it was an- 
nounced that Surgeon Hutton had requested 
br. Hamilton to have him relieved of duty here. 

Dr. Hutton came to take the position of 
Surgeon in charge at Camp Low with the dis- 
tinet understanding that the only refugees to 
be received were first cabin passengers. Dr. 
Hutton has been in the Marine Hospital Service 
for upward, of twenty years. He is a native 
Ohioan, a_ citizen of Illinois, and served 
through the war as a private, and 
has passed through every yellow fever 
epidemic from 1867 to 1888 as an army Sur- 
geon. He is an expert and recognized in scien- 
tific circles as an authority on contagious and 
infectious diseases. 

Dr. Hutton has been a very busy and active 
man since the camp began, and, though a dye- 
peptic and not at all stout, could be seen every 
hour in the day not only directing, but 
actually assisting in the mechanical work. 
To-day for several hours he was quite sick, and 
Dr. Hamilton thought he had a chill, but a few 
hours later Dr. Hutton, hammer in hand, was 
driving nails in one of the long tables in the 
dining room, 

Pressed for a direct answer why he had asked 
to be relieved, Dr. Hutton said: 

“T came here with the distinct understanding 
that none but cabin passengers were to be re- 
ceived. Now I understand none but steerage 
passengers are to come. [have been too long 
in this kind of business, and if the scum of Eu- 
rope is tobe handled I think that some of the 
younger men in my profession should be given 
achance. Iam not at all well and prefer to be 
relieved. 

“If lam not, and immigrant passengers alone 
are sent here, Iwill resign my position in the 
corps.” 

Dr. Hamilton sent a telegram to Secretary 
Foster requesting an immediate reply to Dr. 
Hutton's request, but did not receive any reply 
to-night. Dr. Hutton expects to leave in the 
morning. Passed Assistant Surgeons Stoner and 
Wadsden are here. Dr. Hamilton will remain 
here for several days till quarantine is in effect 
and see that everything is in order. 

What is to be the status of Camp Low is a 
question which will be developed probably to- 
morrow. 

Dr. Hamilton sept word to Dr. Jenkins to- 
night, after the arrival of the disinfectants, to 
send on his detained passengers, but none were 
received during the night. 

br. Rauch, sanitarian, says that he will have 
Inspectors who will constantly visit the closets 
and thoroughly disinfect them, meaning thereby 
not only fecal matter, but the entire place. Dr. 
Rauch says he fears no epidemic of cholera in 
the camp, though he fears that there may be 
sporadic cases from the Bohemia’s passengers 
and incoming steamers, which will continue 
the quarantine for two montha at least. 

At the latest, boats bearing immigrant refu- 
gees from Hoffman Island are expected by 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning.

CITY OFFICERS CONFER. 


MAYOR GRANT ASKS THE PRESIDENT TO 
PREVENT FURTHER IMMIGRATION. 


An important conference was held in the 
Mayor's office yesterday forenoon between the 
Mayor, President E. P. Barker of the Tax De- 
partment, Commissioner Thomas F. Gilroy of 
the Department of Public Worke, President 
Wilson of the Health Board, and President 
Martin of the Police Board. It was understood 
that the advisability of the proposition that the 


Mayor should request the President to probibit 
immigration to this port until the cholera scare 
was over was discussed. 

The continued arrival in this port of immi 
grants from infected porta was declared to be 
the greatest source of danger to the city. 

Mayor Grant mailed an autograph letter to 
the President, of which the following is a copy: 

CITY OF NEW-YORK, 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, Sept, 16, 1892. { 
The Hon. Benjamtn Harrtson, President, Executive 
Mansion, Washington, D. C.: 

PEAR SIR: As Mayor of the City of New-York I 
deem it my duty to call your attention to the present 
condition of sanitary aflairs in this city. While 
there is no cause for alarm in the present condition, 
and while everything is being done by the authori- 
ties to prevent the spread of the cholera, every rea 
sonable precaution should be taken to preveut its 
further introduction into this community. 

I therefore request that you, as President of the 
United States, exercise all the authority you possess 
to prevent further immigration to this country until 
all tear of the introduction of cholera shall have dis- 
appeared. I am, with great respect, very truly, 

HUGH J. GRANT, Mayor. 

At the same meeting the subject of a wise 
general flushing of the streets was considered, 
and as a result the following letter was dis- 
patched to Commissioner Brennan by the 
Mayor: 

DEAR SIR: After a consultation on the subject 
with the Commissioner of Public Works, I am able 
to notify you that there is a sufficient supply of Cro- 
ton water to enable you to use it freely for the pur- 
pose of flushing the streets, 

In doing this work you will be careful to place 
suitable soreens over the openings through which 
the waste water escapes into the basins in order 
that solid matter may not be washed into and ob- 
struct the sewers. 

In the vicinity of the river front the work of flush- 
ing the streets may well be done with river water. 
This will require the co-operation of the Fire Depart- 
ment, to whom you should apply for the assistance 
they can furnish with men and engines. In this case 
care is necessary thatthe water used be taken from 
the rivere at the ends of the piers instead of in the 
slips between the piers in order that it should be the 
cleanest and clearest available. I have directed the 
Fire Commissionersto co-operate with you as far as 
possible in this matter. 

The following was sent to the Fire Commis- 
sioners: 

“Ithas been deemed advisable as a sanitary pre- 
caution to farther clean the streets of the city by 
tiushing them with water. To save as much as pos- 
sible the supply of Croton, it is advisable to use 
river water for this purpose wherever practicable. I 
have directed the Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
to apply to you for co-operation in this particular, 
and request that whatever assistance with men 
and engines can be afforded him without detriment 
to the Fire Department's regular service be prompt- 


ly accorded.”

TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


BROOKLYN’S PROSECUTION OF NEW- 
TOWN CREEK FACTORY OWNERS. 


There are no cases of cholera in Brooklyn 
and no suspected cases, according to the report 
of the Health Commissioner. The house 526 
State Street, where a servant girl died of 
cholera morbus on Thursday, was quarantined 
all day yesterday, and will continue to be-until 
the report of Dr. Sternberg’s bacteriological ex- 
amination of the dejecta of the deceased is made 


known. This is done as a matter of caution, 
and not because there is any suspicion that the 
case is one of cholera. 

The Health Committee of the Brooklyn Board 
of Education will meet to-day for the purpose 
of taking whatever steps may be found advis- 
able to guard against infection in the schools. 

Justice Pratt, at a Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday heard the 
argument on the preliminary injunction granted 
last week by Justice Barnard restraining An- 
drew Wissel from carrying on his fat-rendering 
factory on Newtown Creek, it having been de- 
clared a nuisance by the Health Board. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Gilbert of 
Brookiyn moved to continue the injunction. 

Counsel for Wissel said that his client had a 
contract with the Board of Health of Brooklyn 
and the Board of Health of Newtown for remov- 
ing dead animals from both places toa place 
approved of by both boards. He held that both 
the Boards of Health approved of Newtown as 
& piace for disposing of the carcasses. The de- 
fendant, he contended, could not be prosecutea 
civilly, but oriminal proceedings for misde- 
meanor must be instituted. No other remedy 
Was apparent, 

Justice Pratt denied the motion to continue 
the injunction on the defendant's mons Soap to 
serve his answer before nexc Tuesday and ac- 
cept notice of trial for Sept. 26, either before 
the court or a referee. 

Wissel sent a letter to Mayor Boody of Brook- 
lyn yesterday to notify him that he was willing 
to remove his objectionable factory, and had al- 
ready secured asite on Barren Isiand. Mayor 
Boody said he had given the police orders to ar- 
rest all the offenders on the Brookiyn aside of the 
creek, and the order would be carried out to- 
day. Corporation Counsel Jenks has come to 
the conclusion that the local authorities have 
power to proceed against the nuisances. 

Reports of three suspicious cases were made 
last night to the Brooklyn Board of Health, 
One at 52 Fulton Streetand another in Mc- 
Kibbin Street were found to be cramps, and 
the third, that of a girl named Meyer, living at 
291 North Eighth Street, was diagnosed as 
cholera morbus. Dr. Webber, whois attending 
her, thought his patient’s symptoma were sus- 

iciously like cholera. Physicians from the 

Jealth Department say she has cholera mor- 
bus, but are watching the case closely for 
further developments.

GUARD AGAINST NEW-YORK. 


PHILADELPHIA AND OTHER CITIES TO 
INSPECT ALL TRAINS, 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 16.—The Committee on 
Sanitary Supervision of Passenger Traffic met 
this afternoon at the office of Dr. Benjamin 
Lee, Secretary of the State Board of Health, to 
arrange the details on inspection work on the 
State board, especially the inspection of imm1- 
grants. It was found that there was a quorum 


of the board present, and a special meeting of 
the board was held. 

The tirst problem that confronted the board 
Was the necessity for undertaking a large 
amount of work which it is entireiy without the 
meuns to prosecute. In regard to the Railway 
Inspectors, it was decided that they shouid all 
be reputable physicians, of wide and extended 
experience, and that each should be provided

He was to-day given 
autbority also to destroy personal effects, cloth- 
ing, bedding, &o., in transit, which, by their 
filthy condition, might prove a breeding place 
for cholera germs. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—A meeting of the 
Board of Health and the Advisory Board was 


held to-night, at which it was decided to inspect 
all trains and steamers coming into the city as 
@ precautionary measure against the introduo- 
tion of cholera. Steps were taken having in 
view the improvement of the sanitary condition 
of the city. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 16.—The action of the 
Health Officer in declaring quasantine against 


peesenae from New-York has awakened in- 
rest among the traveling public. Already 
passenger agents are saying the rule is affecting 
travel to a considerable extent, as paseengers 
dread the risk of a quarantine detention. 

The arrangement made by the Cincinnati 
health authorities in connection with local 
health officers at the points named is this: At 
Maysville, Ky., and Loveland, Ohio, a physician 
and several assistants are stationed for the pur- 
pose of an inspection of all trains from the East. 
Trains on the Chesapeake and Ohio will be 
boarded by these officers at Vanceburg or some 
point beyond, and the passengers will be 
examined between there and Mayaville. If 
all are found well the train will not be detained, 
but if any symptoms of cholera are found 
among the passengers the train will be putin 
quurantineforanumberofdays. The Baltimore 
and Ohio trains will be boarded at Blanches- 
ter, and the Little Miami at Morrow or Xenia, 
No ey ree has yet been made for trains 
coming rough Dayion. Provision will be 
made for the detained passengers. 

All this is in addition to the regulations made 
some days ago prohibiting the bringing into 
Cincinnati of any rags, bedclothing, or second 
hand clothing from any foreign portor city. {t 
is expected that there will be no occasion for 
detaining anything except trains carrying im- 
migrants. 

CoLuMBUS, Ohio, Sept. 16.—The State Board 
of Health has decided to establish a quarantine 
against all Eastern cities as soon as possible— 


not later than next Sunday. The stations will 
be at Ashtabula, Latimer, Leetonia, Youngs- 
town, Belpre, Bellaire, [ronton, Cinciunati, and 
Toledo, No immigrant will be permitted to 
come into the State unless he has a full bill of 
health from the national authorities or the 
local officers of the port of entry. Other _— 
sengers with the disease will be quarantined. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 16.—The Indiana 
Board of Health is now in session preparing 
instructions which will empower the county 
and city boards to —— against all trains 
coming from New-York. A system of train in- 
spection is already golng on, and has been since 
yesterday morning. 

Officers will now be sent out to meet and in- 
apect all trains from New-York, and if any sus- 
picious cases may be found the victims wiil be 
placed in ambulances and removed to the House 
of Detention, and the car side-tracked and dis- 
infested. The boards wiillfrom this time exer- 
cise this power over all trains coming from in- 
fected points. The roads aifected at present 
are the Pennsylvania, Lake Erie and Western, 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and the Big 
Four. 

FaLL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 16.—The town of 
Somerset, just across the river from this city, 
has served notice on the Mayor and on the Old 
Colony Steamboat Company to restrain them 
from landing any cholera-infected passengers 
from the Fall River Line boats. 

Newponrt, R. I., Sept. 16.—For the prevention 
of the introduction of cholera, Mayor Honey 
has had leading citizens, all the regular medical 
practitioners aud army and navy doctors, with 
the Board of Health, the Common Council, and 
the Board of Aldermen, in @ general consulta- 
tion. A house-to-house inspection is already 
well advanced, not asingle place being missed 
throughout the city. Over 600 dwelling houses 
have already been searched. 

The wautof a pesthouse was badly felt, and 
at tirst a floating hospital was advocated. Then 
Fatner Coyle said he would venture to oifer 
Eagle Crest, which is on topof Tammany Hill 
and the property of the Roman Catholic Diocese 
of Providence. This was gladly accepted, and 
Father Coyle went to Providence to confer with 
Bishop Harkins, who wires that he heartily in- 
dorses the offer mudein his name by Father 
Coyle. A full staff of nurses and male help is 
already organized to combat the scourge,

CANADA TAKES 


TRAINS FROM NEW-YORK TO BE IN- 
SPECTED AND MAILS FUMIGATED. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Sept. 16.—Measures have 
been taken by the local and provincial boards of 
health, in view of the possibility of cholera be- 
ing introduced from New-York. For the past 
two weeks a staff of twenty specially-appointed 
Sanitary Inspectors has been at work intbe 
city, and, as aresult, the sanitary conditions 
here are a8 favorable as possible, 

The Provincial Board of Health, authorized 
by an order in Counoil, bas secured the appoint- 
ment of Sanitary Inspectors who will board all 
trains and vessels from New-York, anda will 
have full power to deal with any case of chol- 
era Which may be found. Dr. Allen, the medi- 
cal Health Otticer, has advised the Government 
to have a disinfecting apparatus placed at Clif- 
ton touse on people coming from the United 
States, as he considered that there was more 
danger from that direction than from Canadian 
ports. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 16.—All mail matter 
arriving here to-day from the United States is 
being fumigated. The same rule has been en- 
forced at ail the exchange ollices In Canada. 

The following instructions were to-day for- 
warded by telegraph by the Customs Depart- 
ment to all customs oflicers on the frontier be- 
tween the United States and the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec: 

“Be on the lookout and report to the Department 
oT Agriculture any suspicious imports from infected 
localities, and act promptly andeiliciently as quaran- 
tine officers, according to the instructions which will 
be sent to you by the Department of Agriculture ac- 
cording to law.” 

MONTREAL, Sept. 16.—Medical health officers 
have left here for Island Pond, Lacolle, New- 


port, and St. Armand to board all trains com- 
ing from New-York and make a thorough in- 
spection. 

Yesterday afternoon a& message was received 
by the Central Board of Health from the Hon. 
John Carling stating that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment proposed issuing immediately a proc- 
lamation extending the quarantine regulations, 
making them applicable to unorganized mari- 
time ports and to all inland ports. The effect 
of this will be to make Customs Collectors 
quarantine officers, with power to employ med- 
ical men and to refuse entry for adequate cause. 

HALIFAX, N. &, Sept. 16.—An emergency 
meeting of the Provincial Board of Health was 


held this afternoon, Steps were taken with a 
view to ee ull passengers from the 
United States, and a telegram was sent to the 
Minister of Agriculture asking him to in- 
form the board whether regulations will be 
made for the protection of the ports of Nova 
Scotia.

Papers there it is thought that one or two cases 
of cholera have occurred in Havana. While no 
positive statement has been made to that effeot, 
this is easily accounted for by the fact that the 
Spanish Government exercises a very strict 
censorship over the Cuban press, and the news- 
pa “ would not dare to make suoh a statement 
until it was officially announced.

present cholera trouble, Messrs. Vernon H. 
Brown and Gustav Schwab, as a committee 
representing the steamship companies, have 
written as follows:

with them by the steamsiip companies: 

Steamer 
State of Nevada from Glasgow, with 6U in the steer- 
age, has arrived, and is the last ship to carry steer- 
age. 

“* American Line.—Steamer Indiana, Liverpool, for 
New-York Sept. 11, witn 675 in the steerage, is the 
last ship to carry steerage. 

“Anchor Line.—All steerage etopped. Steamer 
Ethiopia, Glasgow, Sept. 1, 150 in the steerage, and 
to exrive, is the last ship to carry steérage. 

“Cunard Line.—Stopped all steerage to New- York. 
Steamer Marathon from Liverpool Sept, 7, for 
Roston, is the only shipment on the way and brings 
a taken ontof the steamers Aurania and 

‘avonia. 

“ Fabre Line.—Steamer Massilia, Naples Sept. 13, 
400 in the steerage, is the last ship to carry steerage. 

“French Line.—All steerage stopped. 

“Guton Line.—Steamer Nevada from Liverpool 
Sept. 14, has the steerage passengers shut out of 
steamers Alaska and Wisconsin. Stopped booking 
Continental passengers ten days ago. 

*“ Hamburg-American Packet Cumpany.—Stopped 
booking steerage passengers of its own accord Aug. 
26; had to forward passengers booked up to that 
date, the German authorities compelling the com- 
pany to fulfill the contract entered into. As an- 
nounced by the company Aug. 27, the last steamer 
from Hamburg carrying such immigrants already 
booked is the Bohemia, app inted to sail Aug. 31, 
with 682 in the steerage. ‘The last steamer of this 
company's Baltic line, carrying immigrants from 
Stettin, is the Polaria, appointed to sail Aug. 30, She 
was, however, de'ayed in the River Oder, and could 
not sail until Sept. 8; has 146 in the stecrage, 
Many of these steerage passengers are not im- 
migrants, but holders of steerage excursion tickets. 

“Inman Line.—All steerage stopped. 

** Netherlande Line.—All steerage stopped. 

“ Navtgazione Generale TJialiana.—All steerage 
stopped. 

** Norddeutacher Lloyd.—All steerage stopped. 
Steamer Hermann, bremen, Sept. 6, 300 in the steer- 
age, is the last ship to carry steerage. 

“Red Star Line,—All steerage stopped. 

“Thincvalla Line.—All steerage stopped. Steamer 
Norge, Copenhagen, Aug. 30, is the last ship to ar-

He prescribed for 

the woman, who recovered during the day. The 

unreasoning fears of neighbora led, however, to 

the calling in of an officer, and hence the report 

which was printed in the newspapers.

EUROPE'S PEST PLACES

CHOLERA IS AGAIN IN- 
CREASING IN HAMBURG. 


THE 


LITTLE SIGN OF DECREASE IN RUSSIA— 
CONDITION OF OTHER INFECTED 
PLACES—FRUIT FROM HAMBURG DE- 
STROYED IN ENGLAND—RELIEF FOR 
SUFFERERS. 


HAMBoRG, Sept. 16.—The cholera is again in- 
creasing here. The official tigures of yesterday 
give 222 new cases and 98 deaths. This is 18 
new cases in excess of those reported for 
Wednesday, and an increase of 17 deaths. 

A public kitchen for the relief of the poor and 
to furnish them with thoroughly-cooked food 
has been erected in the Hansa Platz. The places 
of public amusement are so poorly patronized 
that the managers are in despair. The employes 
of the Circus Kenz have already been dis- 
charged owing to the loss of business. 

L NDoN, Sept. 16.—For to-day Brussels re- 
ports 4 cases of cholera, Rotterdam 2 new 
Gases and 1 death, and Dordrecht 5 new 
oases and 2 deaths. 

A cargo of fruit from Hamburg, consigned to 
dealers in the Covent Garden Market, arrived 
here yesterday. The officers of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board were warned of its arrival, and 
atonce went to examine it. They found most 
of the fruit loaded in vans going toa factory in 
the East End where cheap jams are manufact- 
ured. Though it is known that the fruit was 
gathered in districts that are being ravaged by 
cholera, the officials decided that, as it was 
sound, they could not confiscate it. Twenty- 
six hampers of plums, part of the same cargo, 
were sent to Exeter, where they were promptly 
seized and burned by the health authorities, 
who are less fastidious over the interpretation 
of legal enactments when the health and lives 
of the community are threatened. 

The Pall Malt Gazette has been making in- 
quiries as to the date when the Hamburg 
authorities issued their first warning that 
cholera was present in that city. To-day the 
Gazetie publishes a fac simile of a clean bill of 
health granted on Aug. 23 to a British vessel 
lying at Hamburg. This vessel was detained 
until Aug. 27, taking on board some extra 
cargo, and during the interval between the 
date of her clean bill of health and Aug. 27 
two of her crew were attacked with cholera, 
and one of them died. Hamburg correspond- 
ence of Aug. 23 announced that there had been 
126 cases of cholera in the city. : 

The representative of the Associated Press 
has sought to gain information from the Lon- 
don agents of the Hamburg-American Packet 
Company concerning the statements in Ameri- 
can papers, that written engagements were 
given to some of the Normannia’s cabin pas- 
sengers that that vessel carried no emigrants. 
The agents decline to speak one way or the 
other, but said they might controvert the state- 
ment, though, if they did, it would only lead to 
hewspaper controversy and do no good to auy- 
body. 

Since the first outbreak of cholera in this city 
14,894 oases and 6,506 deaths have been re- 
ported. The epidemic has entirely died outin 
the harbor quarter. Artesian wells are being 
sunk in the city and in the suburbs, and a sup- 
ply of pure water is expected in a few days. 

St. PETERSBUKG, Sept. 16.—Fifty-nine new 
cases of cholera were reported in this city yes- 
terday, against 55 the day before. The deaths 
a were8, 9 less than occured Wednes- 

A the Lieutenancy of Caucasus there were 477 
new cases and 204 deaths on Tuesday. The epi- 
demic is still virulent in the Provinces of Sara- 
tot, Samara, Simbirsk, Tambof, Kazan, Voro- 
nesh, Lublin, and the Don territory. 

It is reported here that cholera has broken 
out among the Russian troops stationed along 
the River Pruth. 

Paris, Sept. 16.—There were forty-one new 
oases of cholera and eighteen deaths in Paris 
and ita suburbs yesterday. 

Mr. T. Jefferson Coolidge, the United States 
Minister here, has gone to Cherbourg to investi 
gate the sanitary condition of that port. If he 
finds the place uninfected he will ask the Wash- 
ington authorities to abolish the quarantine at 
New- York against the steamers of the General 
Transatlantic Company. 

HAVRE, Sept. 16.—The number o7 new cases 
of cholera in this city yesterday was fifteen, two 
more than were reported Weduesday. The 
deaths yesterday numbered three, four less 
than occurred the day before. 

THE HaGuege, Sept. 16.—One death from cholera 
was reported yesterday in Zwartsluis, and two 
deaths from the disease occurred at Branduyr. 
At Bieskensgraaf one case of cholera is re- 
ported. 

LISBON, Sept. 16.—The Héalth Committee here 
has proclaimed Boston, Baltimore, and Phila- 
delphia suspected ports. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—The Standards Hamburg 
dispatch says: “There were reported to-day 
687 new cases of cholera, 213 deaths, and 3-46 
interments. The epidemic has caused the death 
of about 3,000 children and has left 2.400 
orphans. An inspection of workmen's dwell- 
ings at Hammerbrook, Hamm, and EPforn, sub- 
urbs of this city, has disclosed a shocking state 
of sanitary aftlairs.”’ sie 
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Mr. John L. Anderson, whose home is in 
Plainfield, N. J., but who does business in> this 
city, spent fifteen years in China and has somo 
interesting recollections of a cholera epidemic 
through which he passed in that country. Mr. 
Anderson says: 

“Ten ortwelve years ago, while I was living 
in Amoy, in the south of China, news came 
from the Straits that there was cholera in Sin- 
gapore. A few days later it had reached Saigon. 
Coming further north in its irresistible march 
it soon reached Hongkong, Swatow, and Amoy. 

“Its arrival being expected we were prepared 
forthe worst. The foreign residents took the 
matter coolly. There was nv panic. A meet- 
ing was held atthe British Consulate to devise 
measures Of safety, and, it being known that I 
had no fear of cholera, I was, with full powers, 
male Health Inspector of the foreign portion 
of the Chinese city, (where our offices were and 
where many of us had our sleeping quarters.) 

‘*T demanded that the streets should be paved 
in the vicinity of the foreign hongs, (business 
houses,) that the drains be covered, sand that all 
mavure boats should be banished from the 
neighborhood of the foreign settlement; all of 
which requests were acceded to. _ 

‘The first victim of the fell disease was an 
old Manilamap. Manilamen and Chinamen aro 
bitter in their hatred of eavh other, and we em- 
ployed one class to watch the other for our own 
pragection. The Manilaman was a weak, miser- 
able fellow, even when well. 

* | dosed him with brandy and red pepper and 
he got over his cholera, but a day or two later 
died of congestion of the liver. I issued orders 
that any boy (we call @ personal servant 
in China “boy,” though he is almost always 
married avd the father of a family,) who had 
the least suspicion of sickness should report at 
once, and that very day, while we were at din- 
ner, one of the boys was said to be attacked 
with cholera. 

** Put bot bricks to his feet, stomach, and arm- 
pits,” I directed, ‘‘ and give him this,” ‘ This” 
was half a tumblerful of brandy with a table- 
spoonful of cayenne pepper init. The boy was 
put through this rather heroic treatment and 
got better. 

‘“‘News from a native town now began to 
come in of sundry deaths among the Chinese, 
so our doctor, an excellent and able Scotchman, 
issued the following builetin to the residents: 

~ * Drink no well water unless first boiled. 

“+ Stop all fruits, 

“* Drink sherry, port, brandy with soda water, tea, 
or congee (boiled rice) water. Avoid beer or claret. 
The latter were avoided because of their acidity. 

** Do not go through the native town. 

“** Keep a bottie of cholera mixture (chalk, opium, 
&c.,) by you. Use it promptly if any dangerous symp- 
toms present themselves, and send at once for the 
doctor.’ 

“The natives were now dying at the rate of 
300 to 400 a day, and the supply of coffins 
was exhausted. The bodies were therefore 
buried in a hap-hazard way, often with too lit- 
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tle dirt to cover them properly. 
“Business went on as usual, however, but the 
death rate was increasing and occasionally a 


| nan would be found dead.ordying in the streets 


near our offices. As the weather got hotter the 
deaths increased to about 500 aday, and the 
Lund (a terrace or bluff on the sea beach) was 
never without one or two dead bodies lying on 
it. Indeed, no one thought much about it, as 
these bodies were not allowed to remain in the 
sun.

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the street behind our offices, and I ordered its 
immediate removal, as it had been lying there 
one night. No one would touch it. I soon 
found out that the headman of the district 
would not let the body be removed, as he wished 
itto become so putrid and otlensive that the 
natives would pay him a good sum to bury it. I 
soon settle’ the scoundrel, however. I called 
two beggars, one of them a leper, and, getting a 
box, had the body carried down to the Man- 
darin’s Yamun, (official residence,) and deposit- 
edthere with my official eard, a piece of red 
paper about the size of one’s hand bearing wry 
name upon it in Chinese. This was a vary 
strong step to take, for to carry a dead body toa 
house is to bring it the worst kind of bad Inek. 

* The Mandarin, Hai Fung, (sea and winl,) 
to whom I sent the body, returned his card 
with the characters, ‘ Pat sep see,’ or * Fighty- 
four,’ upon it. I thonght this rather a funny 
pame for even a Chinaman, but if was ex- 
plained to me that his father was eighty-four 
years of age when he was born, a circumstanee 
which afforded the natives much amusement. 
The result of my action was very speedily 
shown. The herdman got a tremendous bam- 
booing, and every dead body was at once re- 
moved from our neighborhood. At all the 
foreign hongs and at all the better class of 
native houses great bowls of tea were kept at 
the doors for the use of the soolies and others 
working or passing by in the streets. 

“Only one foreigner died, and he a mission- 
ary, Dr. Donglas by name, a strictly temperate 
man. He would not obey the doctor's orders 
and take a little brandy in his water, and insist- 
ed on going into the native town and, besides, 
drinking some of the impure water there. 

‘‘Butthe northeast monsoon was now due, 
and its coming was hailed by millions. The fell 

lague in its northward march only reached 
oo-Chow, and after that was driven back by the 
fresh northerly wind. Right glad IT was when 
all danger was over and we could return again 
to ourregniar way of living, without having 
the shadow of death always hovering round

HEALTH DEPARTMENT, NEW-YORK, Aug. 30, 1892, 
PREVENTION OF CHOLERA EASIER THAN CURE. 
How CAvuGnHar. 

Healthy persons ‘“‘catch” cholera by taking into 
their systems through the month, asin their food or 
drink, or from their hands, knives, forks, plates, 
tumblers, clothing, &c., the germs of the disease, 
which are always present in the discharges from the 
stomach and bowels of those sick with cho'era. 

Thorough cooking destroys the cholera germs, 
therefore: 

Don’t eat raw, uncooked ariic'e3 of any kind, not 
even milk ™ 

Don’t eat or drink to excess. Use 
some, digestibie food, as indigestion 
favor an attack of cholera. 

Don't drink unboiled water. 

Don’t eat ordrink articles unless they have been 
thoroughly and recently cooked or boiled, and the 
more recent anil hotter they are, the safer. 

Don't employ utensils in eating or drinking unless 
they have been recently put in boiling water; the 
more recent the safer. 

Don’t eat or handle foolor drink with 
hands, or receive it from the unwashed 
others. 

Don’t use the hands forany parpose when soiled 
with cholera discharges; thoroughly cleanse them at 
once. F 

Personal cleanliness and cleanliness of living and 
sleeping rooms and their contents and thorough 
ventilation should be rigidly enforced. Foul water 
closets, sinks, Croton faucets, cellars, &¢., should be 
avoided, and when present shoul be referred to the 
Health Board at once and remedied. 

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES OF TREATMENT, 

The successful treatment and the prevention ot 
the spread of this disease demand that its earliest 
manifestations be promptiy recognized and treated, 
theretore: 

Don’t doctor yourself for bowel complaint, but ge 
to bed and send for the nearest physician at once 
Send for your family physician: send toa dispensary 
or hospital; send to the Heaith Department; dena 
to the nearest police station for medica! aid. 

Don’t wait, but send at once. 

If taken ill inthe street, seek the nearest drug 
store, dispensary, hospital, or police station, and de 
mand prompt medical attention. 

Don't permit vomit or diarrheal discharges to come 
in contact with food, drink, or clothing.wjrhese dis. 
charges should be received in proper vessels ané 
kept covered until removed under competent direc- 
tions. Pour boiling water on them, put a strong 
solution of carbolic acid in them, (not less than oné¢ 
part of acid totwenty of hot soapsuds or water.) 

Don’t wear, handle, or use any articles of clothing 
or furniture that are soiled with cholera (lischarges. 
Pour boiling water on them or pnt them intoit, and 
scrub them with the carbolic acid svlution men. 
tioned above, and promptly request the Health 
Board to remove them. 

Don't be frightened, but do be cautious, and avoid 
excesses and unnecessary exposures of every kind.

end. Addie, Sonora, and Knapsack made all the 
running until the horses were turned well into the 
stretch for the final struggle. Then Taral sent Vic- 
torious up with arushand won the dash by three 
lengths from Sonora, who lasted long enough to beat 
Addie out for the second money. The Morrises’ filly 
Anna B., who was well played to win, was never 
prominent in the race, and could do no better than 
Upish in the sixth place. 


Seven went to the post for the fifth race,which was 
a heavy-weight handicap at six furlongs. Tormentor, 
with Garrison up, was made an even-money favorite, 
with Evanatus and Adelbert the next fancied in the 
speculation. The light-weighted Beimont tilly Belle- 
garde cut out the running for a half mile and then 
died away to nothing. At her col/lapse Evanatus 
went to the front, and under the whip and in a hard 
drive managed to stall off Taral’s rush with Adel- 
bert at the finish, winning in a pretty finish bya 
bose from the gray horse that carried the colors, 
the hopes, and the money of the Preakness Stable 
and its followers. Tormentor, Roller, and Dalsyrian 
finished in a bunch a couple of lengths in the rear, 
and the judges placed them in the order named, 
though from the stand it looked as if Roller beat 
Tormentor in the last jump.

Masterlode was the “ good thing” for the last 
raco of the afternoon, a run of a mile and a sixteenth, 
and he was well played all over the ring as the 


surest of sure things, though the bookmakers, who 
feared John Cavanaghand Joe Carter, laid as good 
ae8toSagainst him at the close, though he had 
opened an even-money favorite. Joe Carter and 
Warpath were the leaders for the party to the head 
of the stretch, where Warpath “cut it” and fell to 
the rear. Joe Carter kept the lead until within a 
dozen yards of the wire, when Taral brought Mas. 
terlode up witha rush, and just beat the Western 
horse home. John Cavanagh and Ha’penny were 
so close together atthe eud that the judges could 
not separate them, and they,made it a dead heat for 
the third place. 

After the race Joe Carter’s owners bid Master- 
lode, who was entered to be sold for $1,800, up to 
$2,600, the owner saving Masterlode by another 
bid of $5. This gave the Carter party $600 for sec- 
ond money, which probably reimbursed them for 
the money they had bet on their colt to win the race.

NEW FOUR-YEAR-OLD RECORD. 


MOQUETTE TROTS A MILE AT RICH- 
MOND IN 2:10—OTHER FAST FEATS. 


RICHMOND, Ind., Sept. 16.—The track here was at 
its best this afternoon, and was probably faster than 
any regulation course in the world. When the 
horses were called for the third day of the circuit 
meeting only one of the fourteen heats was slower

A world’s record for age was made by the four-

BIG PRIZE AT SPRINGFIELD. 


SPRINGFILED, Massa., Sept. 16.—The second day of 
the bicycle races hore, despite the postponement, has 
fully realized all the hopes of the promotors of the 


meet.

Zimmerman 


is the hero of the bicycle world an oved i 

by his riding to-day. " veh enedar tiie 

for several hours previous to the running of the 

races a perfect stream of poor made their way to 
Hamden Park, until all the seats were occupied, and 
then the centre of the field had to be thrown open to 
accommodate the constantly-increasing crowd. The 
Colt Club had a band of its own, and, in addition to 
the one provided by the managers, musio in liberal 
quantities was provided. Gov. Russell and his stait 
occupied a part of the judge's stand. The sport was 
good —aeas aud if it had not been for the high 
wind which prevailedvat intervals during the after- 
noon severa would surely have 
been broken. 

In the 2:25 class race the men failed to make the 
limit of 2:36 and were ordered to run it over, and as 
on the second trial they only made 2:57, a palpable 
loaf, the referee declined to give them another trial. 
Rumors had been scattered abroad during the morn- 
ing that Zimmerman was unwell and would not be 
able to ride. This was belied in the secend race, 
which he won easily, beating out George Taylor. 

The whole interest of the day, however, centred in 
the mile record race, and when the men approached 
the Starting poin’ they were each one wildly cheered, 
Tyler's, Zimmerman’s, and Windle’s names receiv- 
ing the most attention. There wasa deathlike atiil- 
ness as the referee announced the limit of 2:25 and 
the starter said, “ Are you ready !” A moment after- 
ward the pistol was tired, and the race the wheelmen 
have been looking forward to for months was under 
way. Tyler shot out and got the pole, then 
George C. Smith made a terrific spurt and let some 
seventy-five yards of daylight in between himself 
and ‘i’yler. This did not worry the old heads in the 
bunch, ag they knew Smith was alter the quarter 
prizes, as in order to secure fast time adiamond was 
hung on each quarter. Smith was nearly caught at 
the half mile, but got there in time to secure another 
diamond in 1:12 4.5; then Dorntge shot out for the 
three-quarter brize and picked it up. All this while 
Tyler, Zimmerman, Windle, Taxis, Lumsden, Taylor, 
Wheeler, and Hess were bunchea, with Tyler in the 
lead and everybody yelling himself hoarse. At 
the three-quarter, however, Zimmerman pulled up 
alongside of ‘l'yler, and the race passed out of ‘Tyler's 
hands through a faint heart.

Overconfidence is, no doubt, the weak- 
ness and bane of the professional politician. 
Two weeks ago the politicians at the Re- 
publican Headquarters in this city 
were the victims of overconfidence. 
They were exultant and sanguine. 
The election returns from Vermont 
and Maine have completely cured this 
complaint, We are informed that a most 
uncomfortable feeling of gloom and de- 
pression has settled upon the politicians at 
Republican Headquarters, and where joy 
lately prevailed apprehension is now dcmi- 
nant. The plain meaning of the Vermont 
and Maine elections is that the spirit that 
prevailed among the voters in the Congres- 
Jional elections of 1890 still prevails in 
1892, and even the least intelligent of the 
Republican politicians know that their 
candidate for the Presidency is certainly 
doomed to defeat if the feeling of opposi- 
tion tothe McKinley tariff as manifested in 
1890 shall assert itself in this Presidential 
contest. 


It now appears that the offense for which 
the schooner Hattie Maud was seized by 
the Dominion cruiser Curlew was not, as 
had been reported, fishing within the 
three-mile limit, but shipping a seaman at 
Shelburne. This is no great crime in itself, 
but it is a violation of the treaty of 1818, 
which does not enumerate this among the 
exceptional purposes for which ‘an Ameri- 
ean fishing vessel may go into a Canadian 
port ‘The offense of the Hattie Maud is 
said to have been committed last year, and 
her arrest is the first, so faras we remem- 
ber, that has been made during ‘the pres- 
ent year under the charge of violating the 
treaty of 1818. The contrast with the con- 
dition of affairs five or six years ago, when 
such arrests were frequent, is only brought 
more vividly to mind by this incident. 
Under the present license system those 
fishing vessels that need port privileges 
can obtain them at a not very extravagant 
vate, while the remainder arrange not to 
enter the Domivion ports. 


The condition of Mra. HARRISON is very 
evidently serious. We are all American 
citizens, and, more than that we ave all

human; and there is thus no reason why 
any American should forbear to express 
his sympathy with the man who is, by 
force of circumstances and for the time 
being, the first of American citizens. 
Mr. Harrison has had, so far as his 
countrymen know, a singularly happy 
life in those relations upon which the 
happiness of any man’s life depends so 
much more largely than upon public pre- 
ferment. Thereis not one of his politic- 
al opponents who will not join the most 
fervid of his political friends in the hope 
that his domestic happiness may remain 
unclouded. 





The Arab outbreak on the Upper Congo 
may give another temporary setback to 
the progress of commercial development in 
that region. Some uncertainty seems to 
exist as tothe precise extent of the trou- 
bles, but they appear to involve a large 
part of the region between Stanley Falls 
and Lake Tanganyika. They have already 
had a melancholy result in the destruction 
of several trading stations on the Upper 
Congo and its tributaries and the killing 
of anumber of Europeans, as well as the 
blacks who were engaged in operating 
them. The greatest loss probably is that 
of Mr. HOopistTer, was consid- 
ered to have specially friendly  re- 
lations with the Arabs and some 
influence among them. ‘Exactly why 
this sanguinary outbreak has occurred 
seems to be still a matter of conjecture, 
but the supposition is that some of the 
Arab slave dealers found that the exten- 
sion of trade settlements in that region, 
under the authority of the Congo State, 
would break up their own operations. It 
is possible, also, that agents of the Congo 
State made the mistake of levying forced 
contributions or the Arab 
traders. The disasters, at all events, show 
that there isa bitter conflict between the

forces of civilization seeking to open the 
Dark Continent and the merciless Arabs 
who have so long made a business of the 
slave traffic. The triumph of the former 


may cost much, but it will come in time. 





The detention of the steamship South 
Portland by the Collector of the Port of 
New-York was not only due to the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela, whose Minister had 
requested it, but became necessary for the 
eake of our own authorities, lest the offense 
charged against ber, that of intending to 
violate the neutrality laws, should be 
proved. Still it is not surprising to learn 
that the evidence thus far submitted has 
failed to convince the Collector that any 
violation of those laws had been committed 
or could be inferred. The clearance asked 
for was to Port of Spain, in Trinidad; and 
although this island is close to the coast of 
Venezuela, it is British. Very likely her 
eargo of arms and ammunition may be 
used in the Venezuelan revolution, and on 
the insurgent side. The steamer herself is 
an old hand at her alleged kusineas, being 
the Caroline Miller, of Haitian revolution 
notoriety. But while thelaws forbid using 
one of our ports for fitting out an armed 
expedition against another country, ordi- 
nary commerce in firearms, which are a 
legitimate article of trade, is not stopped 
simply because an insurrection or civil war 
exists somewhere, and arms are exported 
as a commercial venture to a neighboring 
country. The evidence, therefore, against 
the South Portland must apparently go a 
little further, and time is to be accorded for 


presenting any additional facts. 





INDIANAPOLIS, NEW-YORK, AND 
CHOLERA. 

The latest “ item” in the cholera scare is 
the announcement that Indianapolis pro- 
poses to quarantine New-York. All passen- 
gers from this town who visit the capital of 
Indiana are to be subjected to some exam- 
ination in order to assure the sanitary 
authorities that they are not of acontami- 
nating kind. There could not be anything 
funnier than this. In the first place, Indian- 
apolis is a “railroad centre,” and, in the 
second and third places, it is nothing else. 
Itis one of the townsin the United States 
that owe their being and development to 
the railroad system of the country. When 
its authorities propose to suppress, or 
baifle, or thwart communication with the 
world outside its gates, it is obvious that 
they are layiag the axe at the root of Indi- 
anapolis itself, and that if they succeed in 
their endeavor, there will be no Indianap- 
olis, 

All the same, the announcement has a 
certain significance. New-York is the 
chief and, speaking broadly, we may say 
that it is the only, port in the country. 
When an inland town like Indianapolis, 
even though the inland town happens to 
be the residence of the President of the 
United States, proclaims a quarantine 
against New-York, the proclamation has a 
meaning. It means that the inhabitants of 
Indianapolis, and, presumably, of every 
other inland town in the country, have 
made up their minds that New-York is “ in- 
fected” and that they do not mean to have 
anything to do with it until the cholera 
has passed away. In other words, Indian- 
apolis is prepared to efface itself by cutting 
itself off from communication with the out- 
side world until it is established that there 
is no cholera in New-York. 

Asamatter of fact, there is cholera in 
New-York, just as there is typhoid fever 
and just as there are other diseases far 
more dangerous than cholera to the well- 
being of New-Yorkers. There have been 
some five or six deaths in a population ofa 
million and three-quarters due to Asiatic 
cholera. That does not make the cholera 
a formidable disease. This is just the 
time of year when the female and juve- 
nile population of New-York is returning 
from the country, and just the time 
of year when anything like a “panic” 
would be most dangerous. The women and 
children have made and executed their ar- 
rangements without the slightest reference 
to the “cholera scare.” They have come 
into town, or they have staid in the coun- 
try, without considering the advent of the 
cholera in the lower bay, or the appearance 
of cholera, to the extent of half a dozen 
cases, in the tenement-house district, as a 
reason for changing their plans. In other

it an implication injurious to the citizens, 
aud especially to the sanitary authorities, 
of Indianapolis. We are sorry forit. If 
the Indianapolitans could declare and en- 
force an effective embargo upon all out- 
siders, it is evident that Indianapolis 
would languish and die, The “cholera 
scare” in Indianapolis is much like the 
cholera scare in New-York. It is based 
upon the highly ridiculous assump- 
tion that man is not mortal, ex- 
cept in “cholera years” and _ that 
if there were no cholera people would live 
forever. As a matter of fact, the * dan- 
ger” from such cholera as prevails is less 
than the danger from any one of a dozen 
diseases that might fairly be classed as 
“endemic.” New-Yorkers, in a word, are 
not making fools of themselves about the 
cholera, and they will not be induced to 
do so, even though. the cholera should take, 
as it has not yet taken, a leading place 
among ‘‘zymotic diseases.” No insurance 
company that knows its business has yet 
added, or is in the least likely to add, a 
cent to its premiums by reason of the 
“cholera risk.” Itdoes not seem, we admit, 
that Indianapolis is as sensible in this 
respect as New-York, but there is room for 
hope that when the Indianapolitans dis- 
cover what geese they have been making 
of themselves they will relax the restric- 
tions imposed by their sanitary authorities. 














WHERE THE TAX “CAME IN.” 

Some weeks ago the New-York Tribune 
sought to discredit the Aldrich report on 
prices in some remarks about carpets, Now 
the Cleveland Leader gives that report 
another kick. In its issue of the 12th 
inst., the Leader said: 

‘When the McKinley tariff law went into op- 
eration, the Bourbon free traders made a great 
outcry over the increased duty on carpets, 
and condoled in pitying tones with consumers 
over the. increased ‘tax’ they would have 
to bear. Like all similar Democratic dec- 
larations, this now proves without foundation. 
The well-known protection principle of in” 
creased home production under an adequate 
protective tariff has forced down American ear- 
pets 10 per cent. below the prices obtained 
when the McKinley bill went into operation.”

Two 
months after the higher duties were im- 
posed the prices had risen from 98.60, 
98.76, and 100, to 106.72, 105.42, and 
103.90, respectively. One month later the 
prices of the selected varieties were still 
higher, and were represented by the num- 
bers 109.48, 107.72, and 106.28, 

We ask the Leader and certain other 
high-tariff journals that are publishing 
similar remarks about the prices of carpets 
not to overlook the fact that, according to 
the tables of the Aldrich report, these in- 
creased prices of January, 1891, (109.48 
for Brussels, 107.72 for ingrain, and 
106.28 for tapestry,) were maintained 
without variation throughout the last nine 
months of the period covered by the com- 
mittee’s inquiry, or throughout the year 
1891, so far as the committee’s investiga* 
tion went. 

It is shown, therefore, by the Leader’s 
own witnesses, by the report which it pro- 
fesses to regard with great respect, by the 
report prepared for use in the campaign by 
the leaders of its party in the Senate, that 
the increase of duties on carpets and 
carpet wool was followed by an in- 
crease of the prices of carpets, and 
by the exaction of a ‘‘ MéKinley tax” rang- 
ing from 6 to 919 per cent. throughout the 
last nine months of the period covered by 
the investigation. Does the Leader really 
believe that the Aldrich report is incorrect 
and misleading, and that it was prepared 
with intent to deceive the people?

QUARANIINE. 

As everybody knows, the word quaran- 
tine implies a detention of forty days. The 
term was probably derived from the nature 
of the forty days’ fast of Lent. When the 
observance of quarantine came into use, in 
the fourteenth century, some mystical sig- 
nificance of sanitation was doubtless at- 
tached to the suffering of suspected travel- 
ers. It was vaguely imagined that the 
wrath of the supernal powers would be 
appeased by the sufferings of these wretch- 
od persons if it were made sure that they 
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had a “bad time” for forty days, and that 
the supernal powers would relent toward 
the people who offered this vicarious sacri- 
fice. 

What the medieval feeling was with re- 
gard to quarantine we may still see in the 
procedures of the tribes bordering the 
Great South Bay. It was proposed to land 
upon the shores of this bay, at a distance 
of some miles from the encampment of any 
one of the tribes, some hundreds of perfect- 
ly healthy people, whose ‘good health had 
been proof even against the presence of 
cholera in the same ship with them. There- 
upon the tribes took up arms and pro- 
cured an injunction and swore great oaths 
that their neighborhood should not be pol- 
luted by healthy voyagers. 

This relic of mediwval superstition would 
be highly comi¢, if it had not a very tragic 
side in the sufferings of these passengers. 
Nothing is better known about Asiatic 
cholera than the rapidity of its infection. 
The voyage from Europe to America, much 
as it has been shortened, is still longer 
thanthe usual periodof incubation of the 
disease. It is reasonably certain that a 
traveler from Europe, if he reaches this 
country in good health, had not the germs 
of choler in him when he started. The 
passengers of the Normannia and of 
several other ships now detained have 
been in this port long enough to 
makeit absolutely certain that they did 
not have the germs of cholera in them 
when they arrived. Nevertheless, these 
passengers have been detained upon the 
theory apparently that they might have 
been infected withcholera by the proximity 
of sufferers from cholera since they have 
been in these waters. They have been de- 
tained so as to be exposed to the very dan- 
ger to which it is imagined that they may 
have succumbed. 

Now, this ordeal is scarcely less disgrace- 
ful to our civilization than the conduct of 
the tribes of the Great South Bay, who 
were afraid that the cholera germ might 
leap a distance of from seven to ten miles 
to death.

It must be owned 
that what has been fransacted in the Bay 
of New-York during the last fortnight 
much more strongly resembles the mediie- 
val method, which was known to linger in 
Spain and Portugal, but had been supposed 
to have become obsolete in all more modern 
countries. Although cholera is a very ter- 
rible disease, the manner in which it is 
propagated is very well understood. If all 
articles that have been used by a patient 
are destroyed, the cholera simply cannot

RUSSIA AND BEKING SEA.

fortnight ago, news came of the confisca- 
tion of the Jiosie Olsen, the Ariel, and the 
Willie McGowan of Victoria, and the C. H. 
White of San Francisco there seemed to be 
a chance that, although seized forty miles 
and more from Copper Island, these vessels 
might yet have been pursued and over- 
hauled for the offense of raiding upon that 
island itself. But now we hear of addi- 
tional seizures by the Russians, The Amer- 
ican schooner Kate and Ann was boarded 
and her catch and a quantity of surplus 
provisions were carried away. The British 
schooner Vancouver Belle was seized, and 
the Captain of the Agnes McDonald, who 
reported the affair, says that other schoon- 
ers were taken. The Triumph, the latest 
arrival at Victoria, saw the Russian cruiser 
steaming after four schooners about forty 
miles from Copper Island, some of which 
must have been captured. It is believed 
that at least six British and two American 
vessels are in custody. 

This activity over so wide a zone around 
the Kormandorski group is very striking. 
In former years Russia has seized and con- 
demned vessels for poaching on her islands, 
but that is another matter. Perhaps the 
great number of the intruders this year 
has driven her to adopt a decisive policy 
about pelagic sealing. Up to last Summer 
the visits of Victoria schooners to Cop- 
per Island were of less importance. The 
enforcement of the modus vivendi in 1891 
drove a good many of them to the western 
side of the sea, and yet the only vessel 
seized there was, we believe, the J. H. 
Lewis of San Francisco, which was one of 
a fleet whose boats had landed at Copper 
Island and killed seals. That craft seems 
to have been overhauled five or ten miles 
from the island. But now it is stated that 
nearly fifty British Columbia schooners, 
perhaps still more, had instructions this 
year to go over to the Russian and Japan 
coasts during the latter part of the sealing 
season. If there is anything in the argu- 
ment that the seals from the rookeries 
swim out long distances in search of food 
for their young, the hovering of all these 
vessels and all the American vessels around 
the Russian islands must have seriously 
threatened the herd that frequents them.

Certainly the quarter of a century 
that had elapsed since the treaty seemed 
bare of evidence that Russia was setting 
much store, in practical action, by her sup- 
posed share in theclosedsea outside of the 
customary marine league. 

But now, at length, the seizure of ves- 
sels scores of miles from any land owned 
by her has been carried forward with 
most suggestive vigor. The change, as has 
been intimated, may be partly due to the 
greatly increased number of sealing vessels 
in that region, but perhaps also there is a 
purpose to worry England by backing up 
the contention of the United States as to 
jurisdiction, If so, the aid comes rather 
late, not only because our Government has 
so palpably weakened on the theory of 
ownership of half of thesea, but also because 
the whole matter is now in the hands of 
arbiters. The interest that our country has 
in the present development of Russian 
policy is one of curiosity to see where it 
out.

| 4 FIGHT WITH CATTLE SMUGGLERS, 
_— 


COWBOYS DEFEND THEIR HERDS AND 
DRIVE THE INVADERS BACK. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Sept. 16.—Thomas Lin 
ton, a ranchman, living near Ogo de Veranda, @ 
few miles north of Presidio,in what is known 
as the Bloody Peninsula, has arrived here. 
He brings the news of a conflict between cow- 
boys and a band of Mexican smugglers which 
occurred Monday night, fifteen miles north of 
Presidio. 

An organized gang of desperate outlaws have 
been making war on the steckmen for some 


protection afforded the latter the losses of cat- 


| tle have been heavy. 


The smugglers are led by Solis Mendoza, and 
their plan of operations has been to make a 
raid upon some ranch on this side of the border 
under cover of night, and before morning have 
the stolen cattle safely smuggled across the 


into the mountains and later on tind their way 


Monday night Mendoza and ten men reached 
the ranch of Michael Lendover, twenty miles 
north of vVresidio. They started to drive olf 
about 500 head of cattle which they took from 
@ herd of 5,00v. 

A Mexican herder saw the marauders and 
gave the alarm tothe cowboys o! the ranch, 
twenty-five of whom started in pursuit. The 
smugglers were pushing rapidly toward the Rio 
Grande, and were about ready to cross over 
when the cowboys came up and opened fire on 
them with their Winchesters. The smugglera 
returned the fire, and the battie was kept up in 
the early morning light for thirty minutes or 
more. 

Charles Thomas, the Superintendent of the 
ranch, and Juan FPelaseos, «1 cowloy, were 
killed, while the smugglers lost three men. The 
cattle were stampeded by the tiring, and many 
of them crossed into Mexico and will never be 
recovered. 

The surviving smugglers retreated across the 
river and took refuge in the mountains, where 
they make their rendezvous. 





ART NOTES, 


—The study ofa crannog in County Antrim, 
Ireland, covering a period of five years, has 
been reported to the Koyal Society of Anti- 
quaries in Dublin. Mr. Buick had but two 
weeks ineavh Summer in which to excavate, 
owing to the marshy vature of the spout. Bone 
and deerhorn pins, needles, and handles, a small 
lead cross, an axe of the sort used by the mer- 
cenary soldiers of Irelandin the Middle Ages, 
bracelets of glass and jet, and other objects re- 
warded the excavator. The lead cross was as- 
signed to the ninth and tenth centuries, when 
crannogs formed places of refuge trom the 
Baltic pirates then infesting all the seas of 
kurope. 


—The equestrian statue of Henri Quatre on 
the Pont Neuf in Paris has had extraordinary 
vicissitudes. On Aug. 25, 1792, it was pulled 
down and made into cannon for the Revolution. 
A public subscription replaced it in 181s, un- 
der the Restoration, the bronze from a colossal 
statue of Napoleon I, on the column of the 
Place Vendé6wme being used for its casting. The 
sculptor, Le Mot, is said to have inclosed a 
statuette of Napoleon in one of the legs of the 
horse a8 & reminder of the desecration, ‘The 
Statue now slows sigus of age, and demands 
immediate restoration. 


—Charles Sumner Hinton, son of a stone 
carver now at work on the grand staircase at 
the Albany Capitol, has been commissioned 
with the statue of Henry Hudson for the New- 
York headquarters at the World’s Fair. He is 
a pupil at the Academy schools in this city, 
where he has taken the gold medal for compo- 
sition, a silver and a bronze medal, a prize of 
$100, and a scholarship prize bearing $750. He 
Was about to sail for .urope on the strength of 
this prize when he received the home order. 

—The retired actress, Dinah Félix of the 
ThéAtre Frangais, a sister of the great Rachel, 
had two portraits of the tragedy queen, one of 
oil on her wall, another in miniature among 
her Rachel relics. A few weeks ago thieves 
ransacked her house and stole mary of these 
relics, including the miniature, which is enam- 
eled and reposed in a jeweled box. But they 
left the much more valuable picture on the wall. 

—In Greece the members of the French School 
at Athens are very busy. M. Jouvin is excavat- 
ing on the site of Stratos, where he has opened 
up the temple and market place. M. Chamonard 
is delving in the Temple of Delos, where he has 
found abundant inscriptions, which will allow 
of a complete restoration of the theatre as it 
used to look. 

—The Portfolio for August offers in the way of 
etchings a plate by C, O. Murray after the paint- 
ing by MacWhirter, A, R. A., called **Over the 
Border,” a desolate landscape with the fizure 
of arider at full speed. Herbert Railton sup- 
plies an etching of Lincoln’s Inn, London. 

—A scientific General named Perrier was hon- 
ored lately by a statue at Valleraugue, in the 
Gard department of France. The sculptor 
Morice shows him in bronze standing with the 
left hand resting on surveyors’ instruments and 
with the right holding a compass, 


Huckleberry Road May Lay Its Tracks, 

The Huckleberry Road is now at liberty to lay 
its tracks in the South Westchester Turnpike 
and inthe West Farms Koad from the broux 
River to Westchester. 

The right to lay tracks in these thoroughfares 
without permission from the local authorities is 
claimed under an amendment to the company’s 
charter. When tracks were laid, they were 
torn up by the local authorities. An appeal to 


the courts by the company resulted, and an in- 
junction was issued preventing further interfer- 
euce with the track laying in the meantime 
Judge Dykman granted an injunction, on ap- 
plication of property owners, particularly the 
Watson estate, restraining the company from 
proceeding with the work.

FOREIGN 


—An instance which illustrates the foresight of the 
English bluejacket and his cuntidence iu the Admi-. 
raity isrecordedin British service journals. Une 
of the functions of the Accountant General of the 
Admiralty is to actas custodian of the wilis made 
by seamen in the Koyal Navy. These documents 
were all stored in aroom set apart for the purpose. 
About six years ago, it is said, all available space 
being exhausted, the question arose whether some 
of the documents might not be destroyed. It was 
therefore decided to overhaul the contents of the 
boxes with the object of weeding out everything 
that was useless. The result was that over a hup- 
dred tons of paper were sent to ths mills to be re- 
pulped. The amount is vouched for by the United 
Service Gazette, which says that though the same 

rocess ia constantly going on 3he authorities tind 
t difficult to keep pace with the demands for stor- 
age room. 


—British naval officers are elated over the success 
of the experiments inade with carrier pigeons during 
recent combined mantuvres of the fleets. By means 
ofthe winged messengers information of the capture 
of the Thames and Thetes of the Red Fieet by the 
Blue cruisers was successfully and expeditiously 
conveyed from the Arethusa to the senior officer at 
Belfast, who was thus placed in possession of im- 
portant facts much earlier chan was possible by any 
other available method. The pigeons used were of 
the best Belgian strain, and high opinion has been 
expressed of the utility of the birds for the purpose 
for which they were tried. It has beeu suggested 
that the Government shoald take the matter up and 
authorize the regular breeding and training of 
pigeuns for this service. 

—The United Service Gazette (British) says the 
opinion is gaining ground in naval circles that there 
is @ strong probability that tie firet few months’ 
hustilities between modern naval powers will in. 
volve so much destruction to the fleets first sent 
into action that the couniry which possesses the 
strongest reserve of ships, even though of a com- 
paratively obsolete type, will have the best chance 
of ultimate victory. The journal commends Lord 
Brassey's contention that prudent expenditure in 
refitting comparatively obsolete ships with effective 
engines and guns will yield good results. Atany 
rate, it is argned, it woul not bea very costly ex- 
periment to thus modernize two ships of the Mino. 
taur class. 

—The armor-clad Capitan Prat, which was built in 
France for the Chilean Government, has undergone 
a successful speed trial. The Capitan Prat was not 
long ago a shining mark of popular attention ou this 
side of the Atlantic, but since the adjustment of the 
trouble with Chile little has been heard of the ship. 
On her speed trial 8,500 horse power was develope 
which gave a speed of seventeen anid one-lialf knots, 
in place of the seventeen knots which the contract 
called for. The vessel will soon be turned over to 
the Chilean Government. 


--The projected sale of the o!d line-of-battle ship 
Foudroyant, which is the only vessel except the 
Victory now remaining of those in which Lord Nel- 
son served, ias caused much regret among those 
who cling to the traditions of the British Navy.

BIG OFFER 
FRANCHISE—CABINET 


HONOLULU, Sept. 10.—The Louisiana Lottery 
has presented itself for public favor bere, anda 
bili was read in the Legislature Aug. 30 grant- 
ing an exclusive franchise to D. H. Cross of 
Chicago, W. LB. Davenport of St. Louis, and 
Jobn Vhillips, J. J. Williams, and Dr. Gilbert 
Foote of Honolulu to establish a lottery in 
Honoiulu for a term of twenty-five years. 

The company is to pay for the franchise 
$500,000 each year in quarterly installments, 
the Minister of the Interior to disburse this sum 
for the following purposes: Ocean cable be- 
tween Honolulu and any port on the North 
American continent, connecting with the Amer- 
ican telegraph system, $100,000 per annum; a 
subsidy tor the construction of a railroad 
around the Island of Oahu, $50,000 per annum; 
@ subsidy for a railroad through Hilo and Ham- 
akua, Hawaii, $50,000 per annum; roads, 
bridges, landings, and wharves iv the Hawaiian 
Kingdom, $175,000 per annum; improving Hon- 
olulu Harber, $50,000 per annum; encourage- 
ment to industries in the kingdom, $50,000 per 
annum. If, however, the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States is abrogated, the last 
two items are to be applied to building dry 
docks. ‘he last item is $25,000 for the en- 
couragement of tourist travel and immigration, 

lhe capitai stock of the company is fixed at 
$5,000,000—50,000 sbares—which may be in- 
creased to $10,000,000. The vill provides that 
two Conimissioners shall be appointed by the 
Queen on # salary of $0,000 a year to preside at 

il drawings of thelottery. The grantees are to 

e exempted from all taxes and license fees and 
to have the use oi the Hawalian mails. The bill 
has caused much discussion, and, though there 
ig strong Opposition, present appearauces are 
in favor of the passage of the bill. 

There is a dead-lock in the Legislature rela- 
tive to the question as to who shall fill the now 
empty seats in the Cabinev. The vacancies were 
caused on the evening of Aug. 30, when Minis- 
ters Parker, Widemann, Spencer, and Neu- 
mann were retired by a resolution of want of 
coutidence being carried against them by a 
vote of 31 to 10. Neumann had been in oltice 
about a dozen hours, and by the action of the 
Lesislature not only lost his position in the 
Cabinet, but bis seat as a nobie in the Legislat 
ure. 

From Aug. 30 to date there has been no har- 
mMonious action by the three parties which exist 
in the Assembly, and a consequent dead-lock en- 
sues. (Queen Liliuokalani has called upon the 
Hon. Arthur Petersen to form anew Cabinet, but, 
although nearly a week at work, he has not yet 
psuceceded. In the meantime, no work is being 
lone by the Legisiature. a 

There is some probability that Marshal Wil- 
son may have to resign his position upon the 
formation of a new Ministry, and rumors are 
rife as to the position he would succeed to, those 
of Chamberlain and Crown Land Commissioner 
being mentioned. From a reliable source, how- 
ever, it is intimated that he would be appointed 
Hawatlian Consul at San Francisco.

Prof. Brooks’s Observations of Mars. 

GENEVA, N. Y., Sept. 16.—Prof. Brooks, Director 
of the Smith Observatory, has recently made 
most interesting observations and discoveries 
in regard to the planet Mars. The star is now 
much better seen than when it was directly in 
opposition. He has observed many of the so 
called canals, thus confirming the discoveries 


of the Italian astronomer, Schiaparelli. The 
melting away of the snow from the south poleot 
Mara has been specially noted, the encroach- 
ments of the Summer's heat leaving two large 
fields of spow or ice which have since disap- 
peared. 

Prof. Brooks also announces the diseovery of 
clouds upon Mars, which at times obscured the 
continents and Ocoans, usually distinctly visi- 
ble.

WEARY, DREARY FIZZLE 
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CARDINAL EDWARD HOWARD. 

Cardinal Edward Howard died at Brighton, 
England, yesterday of pneumonia. 

His Eminence Edward Howard, Cardinal 
Bishop of the Roman Catholic Church, was 
born at Nottingham on Feb. 13,1829. He was 
the only son of Edward Gyles Howard, who 
was the son of Edward Charles Howard, young- 
eat brother of Bernard Edward, fifteenth Duke 
of Norfolk. In his youth he eeryed her Majesty 
Queen Victoria as an officer in the Second Life 
Guards, but when twenty-six years old he re- 


nounced the world and became a priestin Rome 
and attached himeelf entirely to the service of 
Pope Pius LX, 

For about a year he was employed in India in 
the matter of the Goa schism, and the rest of 
his ecclesiastical career was spent in Italy. His 
graceful and dignified bearing was familiar to 
freyuenters at St. Peter's, in which basilica be 
hel the office of archpriest’s vicar. He was 
consecrated Archbishop of Neo Cusarea, in par- 
tidus infidelium, in 1872, when he was made 
Coadjutor Bishop of Frascati, an office which 
he held for only a tew weeks. 

Hie was created a Cardinal Priestby Pius [X. on 
March 12, 1877, the titular church assigned to 
him being that of Sts. John and Paul on the 
Celian Hill His Eminence took possession, as 
Protector, of the English College in Rome on 
March 24, 1878. In December, 1881, he was 
nominated archpriest of the basilica of St. 
Peter's, andin that capacity he also became 
Prefect of the Congregation, which has the care 
of the edifice itself, Cardinal Howard's attain- 
ments ae a linguist were remarkable. He spoke 
Arabic, Armenian, and Russian fluently. In the 
last few years of his life be suffered from an 
affection of the brain.

WHAT IT COST KAMMERER,

guarding a villa occupied by ladies at Mauer, 
shot and killed aman whom he mistook for a 
burglar, has paid $1,330 to the family of the 
victim, besides defraying all the funeral ex- 
penses.

THE PRESIDENT’S ABSENCE. 
WASHINGTON, Sept, 16.—The whole city is 
given over to the hurly-burly of the coming 
Grand Army Encampment. Public business 1s 


| practically suspended in all the departments, 


and will remain so for a week. Only one day, 
Tuesday next, has been named for the actual 
closing of the Governwent offices, and the 
Executive order giving legal authority for their 
closing on that day has not yet been issued; 
nevertheless a complete disorganization is 
everywhere apparent, and nothing but the un- 
avoidable routine business is being transacted. 

Scarcely more than 5 per cent. of the crowds 
expected have yet entered the city, but trattic 
on the s(reet-car lines is already becoming dilli- 
cult, and the streets are crowded. The arrivals 
to-morrow and Sunday will scarcely leave room 
inthe olty for more. Three hundred apecial 
citizen police have been sworn in to-day to aid 
in maintaining order. The local Grand Army 
men are also to be pressed into service as 
guides, and it 1s proposed to clothe the Commit- 
tee On Public Order with police power. 

Vice President Morton and the General of the 
Army, it is understood, will divide between 
them the duties which President Harrison would 
have undertaken but for his wife’s lamented 
iliness. President Harrison’s enforced absence 
is regretted by every one without exception, 
because of its most regrettable cause, but it is 
especially bemoaned by Indiana men who had 
counted much on the political effect which his 
marching up the avenue to the White House 
at the head of his aivision was expected to 
exert on the soldier vote of the country.

THE REPUBLICAN NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
WANTS THAT VOTE BADLY. 


The Republican National Committee is mak- 
ing a greatefiort to capture what itis pleased 
to call the *‘ Irish-American vote.” The com- 
mittee has heard from many sources that that 
section of its party strength is so strongly in 
love with Mr. Blaine that itis not enthusiastic 
in ite support of Mr. Harrison, and the matter 
is worrying the commitiee cousiderably. 

Circulars of one form and another are cir- 
culating among Irish societies and in neighbor- 
hoods where people of this nationality are 
numerous, and in all possible ways attempts 
are making to win the votes of this class of c.tl- 
zens. For one thing, arguments are put forth to 
show that “ [reland was ruined by free trade.” 

A Dumber of irish-Americans have been em- 
ployed to make campaign speeches. D. Rk. 
Sheridan of Fall River, Mass., was at Repub- 
lican Headquarters Thursday. Ap ofticial bul- 
letin announced that he has had excellent 
Opportunities for learning the condition of the 
workingmen, especially the Irish-American 
workingmen. He was then made the authority 
for a statement that the “solid Democratic aud 
Jrish-American” vote was‘ belug broken up.” 
He was quoted as saying: 

* The effects of protection are beginning to be 
uudersiood by the Irishman.” He was also 
quoted as saying that in Counecticut he knew 
from his own observations during the last year 
that there would be # * serious division ”’ in the 
ranks of the Irish-Americaus during the Presi- 
dential contest. Mr. Sheridan explained that 
there are in Connecticut many Irishmen who 
were tobacco growers who were wreatly bene- 
fited by the tax which the McKinley act levied 
on tobacco.

PEACE AGREEMENT RESOINDED,| 
_—>— 
FIGHTING BETWEEN CHOCTAW FAC- 


TIONS EXPECTED AT ANY MOMENT. 


SouTH MCALISTER, Indian Territory, Sept. 
16.—Intense excitement prevails in the Choo- 
taw Nation. The agreement which was signed 
by prominent leaders of both parties has been 
rescinded, and war is liable to break out at a 
Both parties are continually 
receiving reinforcement despite agreements to 
disarm and disperse. 

A party from the Jackson faction is camped 
near, while one from the opposite side is 
within shooting distance of it. The United 
States troops garrisoned at Fort Reno have 
been placed at the disposal of Indian Agent 
Bennett by Assistant Adjt, Gen. MoKenner. 
Mr. Bennett has not yet succeeded in his mis- 
sion to restore peace. 

The bone of contention now is the disposition 
to be made of the fifteen prisoners who are held 
for killing the four men on Saturday. They arein 
the hands of their friends, who propose to hold 
them for trial, but will not deliver them to the 
Governor's officers. It has been suggested that 
this controversy may be settled by delivering 
them to the Federal jail at Fort Smith for safe 
keeping until they may receive proper trial. 
Unless some arrangement can be effected within 


the next twenty-four hours, it is feared that the 
two parties will meet in deadly combat. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Acting Indian Com- 
missioner Belt has received the following tel- 


egram, dated yesterday, from Union Indian 
Agent Bennett concerning the Choctaw trouble 


“ Situation to-day very critical, two more men sur- 
rendered last night. Being reilably advised at noon 
to-day that eitorts would be made to take prisoners 
trom custody of guards, I ordered Indian poiice to 
guard and protect them. At6 o'clock this afternoon 
100 Jones men, heavily armed, rode within hailing 
distance of prisoners and demanded them. My 
pelice warned them that prisoners were in their 
custody as United States oflicers, aud would not be 
surrendered. The armed men then rode away to 
cousult with advisers and leaders. I have arranged 
with railway company toconvey these men out of 
Choctaw Nation on any freight train to-night should 
danger threaten or attempt be made to do these 
prisoners violence. 

‘*Over 200 Jones men are now congregated two 
miles south in command of Green McCortaine 
They express dissatisfaction with peace agreement 
made last Tuesday, and declare determination noi to 
abide by same. IL still hope wise and conservative 
counsel will restrain further violence and hesitate to 
order military until every civil means in my power 
has been exerted. Unless armed forces disband to- 
morrow, will be constrained to order military aid,”

MURDER FOLLOWED BY SUICIDE, 


A WOMAN KILLED AND HER MURDER- 
ER TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


BELFAST, Me., fept 16.—A double tragedy 
occurred in Belmont, about five miles from this 
city, yesterday afternoon. Samuel A. Moody, a 
cripple, living with his sister near Johnson's 
Corner, Belmont, shot and killed Fannie Belle 
Nichols, aged twenty-two, and then shot him- 
self.

IN PERIL IN A FERRYBOAT 


THE SOUTH BROOKLYN KNOCKS} 


4 HOLE IN HER BOTTOM. 


SINKS SOON AFTER REEACHING HER 
DOCK — SAID TO HAVE STRUCK A 
ROCK IN BUTTERMILK CHANNEL— 
SHE HAD ABOUT EIGHT HUNDRED 
PASSENGERS ON BOARD. 


The ferrydoat South Brooklyn of the line ply- 
Ing between New-York and the foot of Thirty- 
ninth Street, South Brooklyn, had a narrow 
escape yesterday morning from sinking in mid- 
stream with SOO passengers on board. 

She left her slip at Thirty-ninth Street at 3:30 
A. M., crowded with people and loaded down 
with trucks and teams. Capt. Decker headed 
the boat to pass through Buttermilk Channel, 
which is the shortest route to New-York, in- 
stead of going around Governors Island, and in 
order to save time he left the main channel, 
notwithstanding the low tide, and closely 
hugged the Brooklyn shore. 

When about off Red Hook, and while the boat 
was going ahead at full speed, a sudden jar was 
felt through the vessel, and immediately after 
she listed heavily to starboard. The force of 
the shock was euflicient to throw several horses 
off their feet, and great confusion ensued among 
the passengers, who realized at once that some- 
thing serious had happened. On investigation 
it was found that the boat had struck upon some 
submerged obstruction, probably a rock, and 


that an immense ragged hole had been made in 

the bottom on the starboard side, vg od which 

gee was pouring in rapidly, ng the 
re) 

The Captain immediately signaled to the en- 
gineer to go abead at full speed and the boat 
was headed around Governors Island for her 
slip at the foot of Whitehall Street, New-York. 
This was a long way off, but it was the nearest 
point of safety. 

The passengers,at first greatly excited,had by 
this time quieted down and were almost wholly 
unaware of the imminent danger in which they 
were. The borxt was rapidly filling and sinking 
and the engineer in the engine room was baif 
up to his waist in water. It was feared at one 
time that the fires would be put out, and then 
there would have been no chance of reaching 
the slip. 

With a full head of steam on, the whistle was 
blown continuously to warn all vessels to give 
a clear passage to the disabled South Brooklyn. 
The progress of the boat was slow, but the slip 
was reached at last. The gangplanks were 
hurriedly put in piace and the frightened pas- 
sengers crowded ashore. It was just in time. 
Three miuutes after the last track had left the 
boat she ocareened heavily to starboard and 
sank. 

As the tide was then at its lowest, part of the 
boat was visible above water, but the decks 
Were completely submerged. The Chapman 
Wrecking Company was hastily communicated 
with, and preparations were made to raise the 
sunken boat. The vessel, which was listed 
greatly to starboard, settled slowly in the mud, 
and as theitide rose disappeared more and more, 
until at high tide the water washed over the 
roof of the cabins on the main deck. Four 
divers from the wrecking company were en- 
gaged ull day in stopping up the hole which 
had been made in the boat As soon as this is 
accomplished, the boat will be pumped out and 
floated. Itis not expected, however, that this 
will be done before ¥ or 10 o’clook this morn- 
ing. 

When inguirjes were made at the ferryhouse 
at noon yesterday, Superintendent Ambrose 
stated that the South Brooklyn had not struck 
upon a rock, and that there was no hole in the 
boat. He said that the accident was wholly un- 
avoidable, and had been caused by a collapse 
of the wellhead of the condensers, which per- 
mitted the watertorush in through the dis- 
charge pipes. This statement was entirely at 
Variance with the story of the passengers, and 
later in the day 1t was tacitly admitted at the 
ferryhouse that Capt. Baker had been some- 
what careless in steering too closely to the 
Brooklyn shore, in order to make a quick pas- 
sage to New-York. 

The general verdict of those on board who 
realized the danger was that a great disaster 
had been averted more by good luck than good 
management. 

The South Brooklyn was built five years ago, 
and was valued at about $90,000. The damace 
cannot yet be ascertained. The West Brooklyn, 
a sister boat, continued her trips yesterday 
landing her passengers at the Staten Island 
ferryboat slip. The Pacific of the South Ferry 
branch of the Union Ferry Company was se- 
oured in place of the disabied boat, and began 
her trips at 4 o’clock, in time to accommodate 
the heavy evening trafic.

The ranks of women anxious to establish 
eommon-law marriages have been added to in 
the person of Annette L. Madden, or, as she is 
known on the stage, Blanche Siegrist, who has 
sued in the Court of Common Pleas for an ab- 
solute divorce from William Madden, the sport- 
ing Man and manager of theatrical exbibitions 
and pugilists. The main object of the suit is to 
establish the fact of a common-law marriage. 
Messrs. Howe & Hummel represent the woman 
end were to make a motion yesterday in the 
Court of Common Pleas, before Chief Justice 
Daly, for alimony and counsel fees, but it was 
adjourned. 

The papers which have been prepared setting 
forth the plaintiff’s side of the case are volu- 
minous.

Then there came up a temporary cloud. Mad- 
den did not Want a ceremony. There were rea- 
sons why he did not wishit to be publicly an- 
nounced that he was married. He told Blanche 
that if they agreed to live together as husband 
and wife they were married under the laws of 
this State. With a ring they went through a 
brief marriage ceremony, and afterward were 
known wherever they went as husband and 
wife. 

Blanche has an unusually good case as re- 
gards the agreement which is a necessary part 
of the common-law marriage. She told Madden 
that ber mother, with whom she lived at 22 
Chariton Street, would never be satisfied with 
the agreement to be husband and wife if there 
was a iack of usual marriage ceremony.

REVIVAL OF THE SUIT UPON WHICH 
DICKENS WROTE ‘‘ BLEAK HOUSE.” 


Something is likely to be heard here in the 
next few months about a legal contest in the 
English courts over the possessions of Earl 
Howe, which are said to be valued at from 
$100,000,000 to $150,000,000. Two gentlemen 
arrived in this country the other day by the 
Alaska and are at the New-York Hotel, who 
have the case in hand for the plaintiff in the 
contest, and who have come here to trace 
lineage and gather family records and the like 
from alleged heirs of the estate living in this 
country. There are said to be about 130 of 
these persons, mainly residents of the Southern 
States. 

The plaintiff in the case is Benjamin Willis, 
and the lawyers who have come over to work 
up the American end of the case are Nicholas 
Moody and Henry Bouchette. This estate has 


been in litigation for nearly a century. The 
case long ago became 80 Iamous in England 
that it was used as a subject for a novel by Wil- 
kie Collins, and furnished Dickens the subject 
for the celebrated case of Jarndyce and Jarn- 
dyce in * Bleak House.” 

The property in litigation belonged to William 
Jennens, who died in London in 1798. He was 
a money lender and the richest commoner in 
Europe at thattime. It was not long after his 
death when the courts were asked to take 
charge of the estate, and from that time various 
suite were brought, all intended to recover the 
property from the people who had taken posses- 
sion of it, who have since become titled. Ail 
suite were fruitless, 80 far as the plaintiffs were 
concerned, and such decisions as were rendered 
invariably favored the defendants. The case 
has now been reopened on the alleged discovery 
of new evidence. Papers were served on Earl 
Howe in August, and immediately afterward 
the attorneys started to this country to collect 
evidence. The suit is brought to recover not 
only the estate of Earl Howe, but also to 
take from him his title on the ground that it 
was obtained by the use of money fraudulently 
obtained. 

A summary of the case as presented by the 
attorneys for the plaintiff shows that soon after 
the death of Jennens, Sophia Charlotte Curzon, 
afterward the Baroness Howe, took possession 
of Jennens’s property on behalf of her son, 
George Augustus William Curzon, as heir at law 
of William Jennens. This child died in 1805. It 
is claimed that a ohild not her son was then put 
forward by heras the heir of the estate. She 
said that he was a younger brother. His name 
was given as Richard William Penn Curzon. 
The new evidence discovered, upon which the 
case is reopened, goes to show that the allegea 
younger son was notreally a member of the 
family at all, but was the child of Ann Oakes, a 
spinster. This child on becoming of age in 1821 
was created Earl Howe. The present Ear! is 
the third in line. 

It is alleged, on behalf of the plaintiff, that 
all three Karls haye known the truth in this 
matter and have concealed it. There is seid to 
be evidence that in trying to conceal the truth 
they have not hesitated to deface gravestone 
inscriptions and to destroy parish and village 
records. 

The alleged new evidence appears to have 
come to light through the daughter of Ann 
Oakes, who wrote a letter in 1879 to the uncle 
of Benjamin Willis, the plaintiff, in which she 
said that her motber had acknowledged before 
she died that the original Earl Howe was her 
son, and had been substituted forthe gon of 
Sophia Charlotte Curzon for the purpose of se- 
curing Jennens’s property. In 1879 the pres- 
ent plaintiff was thirteen years old. When he 
reached the age of twenty-one years he began 
to make inquiries upon the subject of this let- 
ter, and these inquiries have resulted in the 
present suit. 

The estates of the Earl of Howe consist of 
Acton Place, Chastield, Bulmer, and Cavendish 
in the County of Suffolk, property in Birming- 
ham and elsewhere in the County of Warwick, 
and valuabie possessions also in the Counties of 
Essex and Leicester. Jn the litigation that has 
taken place fortunes have been sunk by claim- 
ante. 

An American woman living in Philadelphia is 
said to have spent $50,000, which was ali she 
anaes in pushiug on her suit. A man named 

Jillis, not the present plaintiff, became so much 
worked up over what he regarded as his rights 
that he took forcible possession of one of the 
estates and proceeded to demonstrate his claim 
as owner by cutting down some handsome trees 
on the grounds. A suit for damages and trespass 
was brought against him, and he wus heavily 
mulcted. 

It is said that there is ovidence to prove that 
George III. received a handsome honorarium 
for bestowing the title of Karl Howe upon the 
young man whom Mrs. Curzon claimed us her 
son. This title had lapsed some years before iy 
thedeathof the person in whom it was vested, 
he leaving no male heir, and itis said to have 
been revived for this young man.

FINANOIAL . AFFAIRS. 


NEw-YorE, Friday, Sept. 16—P. M. 

The stock market was weak in the early trad- 
ing, but subsequently became firmer, and late 
inthe day was very strong. The improvement, 
however, was at the expense of activity, the 
total sales to-day being only 329,650 shares, 
against 466,341 shares yesterday. The strength 
was due to the taking of profits on the short 
side, and the market was almost wholly profes- 
sional. 

Reading was the most active stock, but it did 
not partake of the strength which character- 
ized the general list. There were stories cur- 
rent of renewed litigation against the combina- 
tion, which no doubt accounted for the selling 
movement. Philadelphia houses took round 
lots of the stock at its lowest prices. It rallied 
in the last hour and closed at 535,, a nét loss of 
only 4. 

The Granger stocks recovered a large part of 
their losses of yeaterday, Northwestern leading 
in the advance. Western Union, on about half 
the trading of yesterday, advanced 114 points. 
Nearly everything on the list made fractional 
gains. 

The scare over cholera is undoubtedly subsid- 
ing, but the leaders do not hesitate to say that, 
while the disease exists to even a moderate ex- 
tent, the fear thatit may extend will continue 
to operate against the market. Even if it is held 
in check here, its prevalence in Europe will in- 
terfere with trade and disturb values. Further- 
more, with the possibility of an epidemic, it is 
argued that the public cannot be expected to 
become active participants in speculation. Oc- 
casional rallies, such as that of to-day, are to 
be expected, but the heavy professional oper- 
ators are outspoken in their belief that this is 
not a good time to buy stocks. 

Sugar was much less active than yesterday, 
and early in the day it sold down to 1044. Sub- 
sequently it recovered acouple of points and 
held its strength up to the close. The recent 
break is attributed to manipulation by the in- 
siders, and it is believed that they were free 
buyers at the low prices. The other industrials 
were strong on limited business. 

The general market closed quite strong. The 
principai changes were: Advranced—Delaware 
and Hudson, 24; Northwestern, 24s; Lake 
Erie and Western preferred, 2; Chicago Gas, 
13g; Lead, Sugar preferred, and Western Union, 
each 144; Burlington, Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding, and Edison Illuminating, each 1; 
Rock Island and Lead preferred, each 17, and 
Canada Southern, 8t.

THE CORNERSTONE IS LAID 
CEREMONIES AT THE SITE 
THE COLUMBUS STATUE, 


OF 


GRAND PARADE IN WHICH MANY 
ITALIAN SOCIETIES TOOK PART— 
BLESSING BY ARCHBISHOP CORRI- 
GAN—PREPARING FOR THE OCTO- 
BER CELEBRATION. 


Fifth Avenue was treated to such a color dis- 
«play yesterday as it had notseen in many @ 
long month. All Little Naly swarmed out of 
Mulberry Bend and the streets south of Wash- 
ington Square to see the great procession of 
the Italian societies march up the avenue and 
to Fifty-third Street and Eighth Avenue, where 
the cornerstone of the statue to Christopher Co- 
lumbus was to be laid. 

it was something unusual for the avenue, and 
the regular promenaders were to be seen gazing 
at the spectacle from the chamber windows, 
while Italian peripatetic vendors thronged the 
sidewalks, and Italian mothers in rainbow at- 
tire dandied their children in arms on the steps 
of millionaires’ palaces. The column of men in 
uniforms seldom seen above Bleecker Street 
marched up between the rows of brownstone 
houses to the lively music of the Italian national 
air. It was Italy’s day, and the dwellers along 
the avenue could only look and smile, and per- 
haps wish for a fraction of the sense of enjoy- 
ment and the enthusiasm displayed by these 
fame Italians. 

The parade was advertised to start from 
Union Square atl10in the morning. But the 
elements to be compressed into the space ofa 
single parade were so many and so diversified 
that it was after 11 when the advance really 
began. The progress was unoertain. There 
were frequent stops to adjust parte of the 
column that had gotten in snarls. But mean- 
while the bands played against each other with 
all the strength that they could command, and 
the men in the parade waved salutations to the 
friends whom they saw along the route. So, 
really, the longer the procession was in passing 
any one point the better everybody was 
pleased. ’ 

Clearing the way in front of the column came 
acouple of mounted policemen. Behind was a 
platoon of mounted police, and directly after 
them rode the Grand Marshal of the day, Dr. 
Aselta, and his aide. Dr. Aselta was distin- 
guished by the broad sash of red, white, and 
green that he wore. Others wore sashes and 
medais and startling combinations of colors, 
but none approached the simple magnificence 
of the Grand Marshal. 

Succeeding were carriages containing distin- 
guished guests. The guests smoked long cigars 
and bowed in acknowledgment of the applause 
that greeted the head of the column. Afeer 
them came the first float, a castellated struct- 
ure of imitation brick, bearing the inscription, 
“Italian Veterans—1848-70.” 

The procession then came on bodily. Bands, 
carriages, societies on foot, floats, trucks with 
sections of the monument, and more bands, all 
succeeded each other with such rapidity and 
such a flashing of colors that it was bewilder- 
ing. One float represented Columbue’s ship, the 
Banta Maria. and was manned with hardy 
Italian tars from the purlieus of South Fifth 
Avenue. Another, towering in the air and 
surrounded by imitation Indians on foot, bore 
the inscription: ‘Glory to the Italian Colum- 
bua; to him we owe independence and riches; 
the greatest geographer in the world.” It was 
loudly cheered, but principally on account of 
the fierce make-up of the Indians. 

The procession was three-quarters of an hour 
in passing a given point. 

A feature of the day was the outcropping of 
the war between Italian newspapers. The 
Progresso had been maintaining that the shaft 
ofthe monument was in Washington Square. 


The Echo had denied this. Yesterday the #cho 
distributed iittle bills along the route of march 
that read as follows: 

“ Any one wishing vo see the column of the monu- 
ment can go to the pier at the foot of Warren bStreet. 

“There he will fiud it lying, and can, with his own 
eyes, persuade himself that Barsotti tells a lie as bad 
as any can be in saying that it is in Washington 
Square.”’ 

Asa fact, the column was not in the proces- 
siou. The truck that bore the statue of Colum- 
bus that is to adorn the top of the column was 
there, drawn by nine horses. But the shaft 
was not drawn up. 

Exercises at the site of the statue began at 2 
e’ciock. The dignitaries who had taken their 
places on the stand were saluted by each com- 
manderin the parade as he marched by. Tne 
bands played the Italian national air to the ex- 
clusion of all other aire. Archbishop Corrigan 
Was there, attended by a number of oburch 
ofiicials. President Dana and Commissioner 
Tappan of the Park Board and Commissoner 
Wahile were also there. The boy students of the 
Italian College Dante Alighieri, under charge 
of Prof. G. Cadicamo, were drawn up at the foot 
of the grand stand. 

Dr. barsotti made the first speech. It was a 
short eulogy of Columbus. After him Commis- 
sioner Wahile, representing the Committee of 
Une Hundred, made the set speech of the day. 
While he was speaking two officera of the 
Italian vessel that brought the statue to this 
country arrived, and were given seats on the 
stand. They were Lieut. Pino Pini and En- 
gineer Giovanni de Merrik. 

The band in attendance played an American 
air, and then Park Commissioner Tappan laid 
the cornerstone. He acted in place of Mayor 
Grant, who was unavoidably absent. In the 
space beneath the stone were placed a bound 
volume of /! Progresso, copies of the daily pa- 

ere of the current issue, and some coins. Mr. 

‘appan used a small and beautiful silver trow- 
el, made for the occasion. On the face of it is 
the inscription: 

“Laying of the cornerstone of the monument to 
Chrisvopher Columbus, New-York, Sept. 16,1892."" 

On the reverse is the inscription: 

“ Presented to his Honor the Mayar of New- York, 
Hazgh J. Grant, by the Executive Committee.”’ 

Archbishop Corrigan blessed the stone, conse- 
crating it to its purpose. This closed the exer- 
cises. The bands played and the Italian socic- 
ties warcled away. Ali Little Italy disappeared 
from its unaccustomed surroundings. 

In the evening a festival of the united socie- 
ties of New-York, Brooklyn, Newark, and vicin- 
ity was held at the Empire City Coliseum, 
Bixty-ninth Street and Avenue A. It was 
largely attended. The Committee of Arrange- 
ments was ~~~ of Gaetano Russo, Cav. F. 
Greco, James Sail’s, G. Livellara, and Henry 
Voip.

BROOKLYN SEVENTH WARD DEMO-

THE SITUATION IN THIS STATE. 


ENCOURAGING TALKS BY LEADING NEW- 
YORK DEMOCRATS. 


Among the New-York State Democrats who 
have called at the Democratic National Head- 
quarters, 139 Fifth Avenue, within a day or 
two have been State Committeeman Alexander 
C. Eustace of Elmira, John J. Scannell, the 
Tammapy leader of the Eleventh Assembly Dis- 
trict; John O’Brien, formerly Chairman of the 
State Committee, and Coli. James E. Jones, who 
has often been heard of in State politics and 
who is now a Port Warden. 

To people who follow politics closely, what 
these gentlemen had to say is interesting, be- 


cause some of them are in positions to know 
_— is going on in some phases of State pol- 
tics. 

“Tl am confident that we are going to win,”’ 
said John O’Brien, ‘‘and that this State will 
give a handsome plurality to Cleveland and 
Stevenson. Personally, I know many Kepublic- 
ans who are going to vote for Cleveland. I do 
not know of any Democrat who is against the 
party ticket.

THE INFLUENCE OF THE THIRD 
PARTY ESTIMATED. 


Ohe Hiw-Hork Times, Satirday, Seprember 17, 


TALK WITH MAYOR ELLYSON OF RICH- 
MOND—THE MAJORITY OF THE DE- 
MOCRACY MAY NOT BE GREAT, BUT 
IT WILL BE ENOUGH—WHAT THE 
THEORISTS SAY IN THEIR ORGAN. 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 16.—-After listening for 
two or three weeks to the chatter in Washing- 
ton of Republicans who have already carried 
Virginia for Harrison and Reid, the talk of 
such a man as J. Taylor Ellyson of this city 
interests not only for its flavor of novelty, but 
because it comes from a practical politician. 
There is some reason for suspecting that the 
Virginia news in Washington comes from that 
section of the Alliance that has been “con- 
scripted” into that party from the Virginia 
Repablicans, and that its basis is hope rather 
than facts. 

Mr. Ellyson is Mayorof Richmond. He has 
been at the head of the Democratic organiza- 
tion in the State, has had great experience in 
political affairs, has great respect for the ma- 
chine, and not much fear of the third party. 
He was among the friends of Hill in this State, 
but he says that he has been an optimist ever 
since the nominations at Chicago. 

He does not share at all the concern of men 
less well informed about the safety of the 
Democratic Electoral ticket of Virginia. “ We 
may not,get the 12,000 majority we had in 
1880, but we shall do better than the 6,000 ma- 
jority of 1884. Weshall elect eight out of ten 
Congressmen, and possibly all, depending upon 
some developments that may be looked for in 
the present condition of the Republican Party.”’ 

And this talk comes fromaman who has 
studied and conducted Virginia campaigns for 
years. He says he is no theorist in politics, but 
believes that political battles can be won only 
by organization, the knowledge of men, and the 
ability to direct the use of legitimate means to 
win. 

“The Alliance, now apparently converted 
into the third party in this State, has not gone 


solidly over to the third party. You may look 
over the listofthe men who are associated 
with the third party organization, and, as I 
have openly asserted upon the stump in several 
speeches, [defy you or anybody to find one 
man of prominence who expected or had reason 
to expect approval or preferment in the Demo- 
cratic Party. They are not men of prominence 
in their community, if prominence ts to be esti- 
mated byintiuence. The third party, will not 
cut any considerable figure at the polis. If they 
get 5,000 votes in this State, they will be doing 
remarkably well.” 

Richmond is not this year the centre of opera- 
tions of the Democratic State Committee. That 
body has its headquarters at Charlotteville, and 
the campaign in the State will be better under- 
stood from a Democratic standpoint after that 
piace has been visited. Bie the city is in a Con- 
xressional district—the Third—in which Mr. 
George D. Wise, the present Representative in 
Congress, elected two years ago without oppo- 
sition worth mentioning, is opposed by Mr. 
Walter E. Grant, a farmer, an Alliance man, and 
the third party candidate hoping for Republic- 
an support. 

The district has sometimes been a hard one 
for the Democrats to hold. With a Republican 
in the field and a third party man also running, 
there wonld be more reason for Democrats to 
be alarmed than there now is. 

Still, Mr. Wise is not so free from anxiety as 
is Mayor Ellyson. Henrico, the county in which 
Richmond is situated, has a considerable body 
of third party men, or at least Alliance men, 
who are called third party men. Hanover is 
also pitted with political plague spots. So are 
Goochland and King William and Newmarket 
What the third party really amounts to as a vot- 
ing power will be more accurately known when 
the canvass isover, but the Democrats have 
learned enough to know that the danger to be 
feured from the followers of Weaver is in al- 
most inverse ratio to the noise they are making 
at home and abroad, 

Right herein Richmond there is a good deal 
of talk about the third party movement, fed, 
perhaps, by the weekly appearance of the Vir- 
ginia Sun, the organ of the party that is to 
vote the Weaver aud Fields ticket. This paper 
is sent to everybody who writes for it for10 
cents forthe caumpaigu, but they charge tran- 
sient purchasers 50U per cent. advance for buy- 
ing it by the single copy at the office. 

At the higher price, after a study of two or 
three numbers, one would get the impression 
that the Democrats might do worse than circn- 
late it asa campaign document to show the 
people of Virginia into the care of what sort of 
men a victory of thethird party would commit 
the interests of Virginia. 

Should the third party succeed in electing a 
majority, or even a minority, of the RKepresent- 
atives in Congress from Virvinia, and those men 
should go into Congress to declaim the opinions 
that are uppermostin the speeches and letters 
that fill the sun, it would not be long before 
men of both the old parties in Virginia would 
be praying that either Republicans or Demo- 
crates might take their places. 

The third party organ is not avowedly a com- 
muuistio paper. It does not pray that chaos 
may come again. It breathes no suggestion of 
violence. But it is teaching mischief. It ar- 
rays class against class. It assumes that seo- 
tions of the country are arrayed against sec- 
tions, in the very same column in which it 
rejoices in the “union of the blue and the gray,” 
and the farmers of Virginia are appealed to to 
make common cause with all other farmers who 
have not been as prosperous as they have 
wished to elect men to Congress who will legis- 
late in such a way asto deprive more prosper- 
ous men of the fruit of their efforts. It appears 
to be a campaign of the unsucceseful against 
the successful, with an eye ultimately to a di- 
vision of the spoils that may be extorted from 
men who have reached an undefined stage of 
prosperity. 

There is something at the bottom of it, of 
course. The Virginia farmers have not all been 
prosperous. Many reasons are given for the 
deoline of their prosperity besides poor soil and 
exhaustion by negiect to renew the lost prop- 
erties of the soil. Western competition, Jabor 
deserting the field for more lucrative ocoupa- 
tion jn mills, upon railroads, in the mines and 
shops, have ali had something to do with mak- 
ing the lot of the Virginia farmer a hard one. 
Then, as his discontent increased, he has come 
to believe that a cure could be effected by legis- 
lation; that he would be better off if the Gov- 
ernment would make more money, and pres- 
ently, taught by men who ought now tureproach 
themselves with having taught heresies that 
are plaguing them, the farmers were wild for 
free silver, although not one advocate of free 
silver has told them how free coinage was to 
put a dollar more in their pockets after it was 
coined, 

They are for free silver now, although, like 
Little Buttercup, “they can never tell why,” 
and are also against State banks of issue, be- 
cause they are Greenbackers. 

The third party iusists occasionally that it is 
against both the old parties and —— opposed 
to the election of Cleveland and Harrison. The 

Virginia Sun, as the organ of the party, does 
not keep up the pretension consistently. It has 
a plain leaning to Harrison. It also has a 
pretty well-exposed desire to capture the negro 
vote. That may account forits eager and ab- 
solute acceptance of the President’s remarks 
about the Force bill, in his letter of acceptance, 
as a complete and permanent abandonment of 
the Republican attempt to control Federal elec- 
tions in the South. [t is assuming that the Vir- 
ginia farmer has become an extremely simple 
and confiding creature and that he has formed 
an impression about President Harrison that 
must compel that astute but not candid politt- 
cian to smile. to believe he will be hoodwinked 
by rubbish of this sort. 

But@Harrison is “patted on the back,” 
“negro domination”’ is laughed at, and the 
negro is invited to come along with the farmers 
to the polls, to help elect men who will vote to 
make money of all kinds plenty, to have it 1s- 
sued at low rates of interest, to take the rail- 
roads out of private control and have them run 
cheaply by the Government, to “smash the 
banks,” and generally to have a good time and 
low taxes. 

But the Virginia Sun, in its official character 
as the mouthpiece of the Alliance, its advocacy 
of the Omaha platform, its cultivation of the 
negro vote, aud its treatment of the Force bill 
as a dead-and-buried issue, to say nothing of its 
mischievous and anarchistic teachings about 
the acquisition of wealth by individuals, does 
not carry the Alliance with it over to Weaver 
and Fields. 

The Richmond papers are from day to day 
printing letters from Alliance men who refuse 
to be bound by the action of the order in their 
State Convention, who resent the violation of 
the rule of the order that it shall be non-parti- 
san in its objects, and who believe that nothing 
but a re-election is needed to revive in Presi- 
dent Harrison the desire for aforce bill that 
nade his inaugural message 80 fearful in por- 
tent for the people of the Southern States. 

In the First Congressional District the third 





party men express confidence in their ability to 
elect Orris A. Browne of Cape Charles. North- 
ainpton County, over W. A. Jones of Warsaw, 
Kticumond County. Mr. Jones is the present 
representative and has been renominated. Capt. 
Browne, in his letter of acceptence of the nomi- 
nation, discovers unintense bostility to national 
banks, gross ignorance of tie si:¢ of the House of 
Representatives, and the chauces of passing a 
Force bill, and a familiarity with vhe oyster 
legislation of the State, that suggests loval re- 
sentment against legisiation at the capital that 
was possibly not politically sound or morally 
ust. 

J Butit would seem to be inconceivable that 
the Democrats of the First District would send 
Capt. Browne to Washington to rectify the 
blunders of the Virgiaia state Legislature in 
imposing taxes on oyster beds and tongers of 
oysters. He ought to be elected a member of 
the Legislature, not a Representative in Con- 
gross.

TALK 


WITH SPEAKER CRISP. 
—_—-- > -—- 

HE SPEAKS HOPEFULLY OF THE SITUA- 

TION IN THE SOUTH. 


Speaker Crisp reached the city yesterday and 
Spent the day looking over the political situa- 
tion. He called at the Democratic National 
Headquarters and had a conference with Chair- 
man Harrity, ex-Secretary William C. Whit- 
ney, Bradley B. Smalley, Don M. Dickinson, 
and the other managers. He also went to the 
Democratic State Headquarters and had a talk 
with Lieut. Gov. William F. Sheehan. 

In an interview Mr. Crisp explained the ex- 
isting condition in the South and emphatically 


denied that the last Congress was an extrava- 
gantone. Mr. Crisp said: 

“Since the adjournment of Congress [ have 
been actively engaged in the canvass in Geor- 
xia, but have had some correspondence with 
members of Congress from the Southern States, 
and fancy, from what they write, that the situ- 
ation in Georgia is typical of the situation else- 
where South. We havea third party, which is 
effecting an organization in each county in the 
State. It has nominated a full State ticket 
for Governor and State House officers. The Re- 
publicans have made no nominations, and the 
third party people, I gather, hope to get the 
support of the Republicans. 

“Our State election comes off on the first 
Weduesday in October. I think it is a conserva- 
tive estimate that the Democratic majority at 
that election will be at least 50,000. Our people 
are rapidly organizing. Speakers are address- 
ing them almost every oo andevery night, and 
we are having what we might call a Democratic 
revival down there. Exactly what the strength 
ofthe third party is we don’t know, but discus- 
sion of the issues before the people seems to 
convince them that their best interests would 
be subserved by the success of the Democratic 
Party. Times are hard there, the price of cot- 
ton is very low, farming is not remunerative, 
and, naturally, there is a feeling ofunrest. The 
legislation, however, of which the farmers 
generally complain was enacted by the Repub- 
lican Party and opposed by the Democratic 
Party. 

“I think our people see that a reduction of 
the present high-tariff laws would afford them 
relief more than any other legislation. Our 
people complain of a dearth of currency, but 
this is brought about by the tariff, and I think 
they begin to see it. The South owes s0 much 
to the Democratic Party that a thoughtful man 
would see the necessity of adhering toit. It 
has preserved for us local self-government; it 
has given usin all the Southern States an eco- 
nomical and a just administration, and we feel 
thata Republican triumph now would fasten 
upon us the unjust laws of which we complain, 
and deprive us of the privilege of fair and free 
elections. 

**Vaking the Lodge billasatype of the elec- 
tion laws which the Republican Party wants to 
passa, our jee ap see that the real purpose is to 
defeat and not to promote the purity of elec- 
tions. Weare very much gratitied to find such 
harmony among the Democrats of New-York. 
We fully realize the necessity of carrying this 
State, and I think that, if ourfriends here will 
hold together and keep New-York in line, 
the South will be at this election, as it has been 
for twenty years past, solidly Democratic. So 
long a8 We are threatened as we now are by the 
Republican Party, we cannot afford to divide. 
The Democrats of the South are enthusiastical- 
ly for Mr. Cleveland, and any divisions that 
might have existed among them as to the 
choice of candidates are healed. 

“We feel very much encouraged by the result 
of the elections in Vermont, Maine, and Arkan- 
sas. The increase of the Democratic vote in the 
two former States indicates a growing senti- 
ment for Democracy, and the vote in Arkansas 
shows clearly the sentiment of the peuple of 
the South. Weare very hopeful of gains in the 
West, and altogether, as I see it, the outlook for 
Democratic success is very bright. I believe 
the people of the United States want lower tax- 
ation, homerule, and local self-government, and 
so believing, I feel sure they will give their sup- 
port to Cleveland and Stevenson. 

“The charge that the Congress just adjourned 
Was extravagant is unfounded and unjust, In 
comparing our expenditures with those of the 
Fifty-first Congress we are entitled to a credit 
of $79,000,000 which the laws of the Fifty-first 
Congress required us to appropriate. Giving 
us this credit, we appropriated about $60,000,- 
000 less than the first session of the Fifty-firat 
and over $100,000,000 less than the second s¢s- 
sion of the Fifty-first. 

** We endeavored to relieve the people from 
some of the odious features of the McKinley 
bil. ‘he House passed a bill to put wool on 
the free listand greatly reducing burdens on 
manufactures of wool, and we also passed a bill 
reducing the duty on tin plate and provided for 
putting it on the free list at an early day. These 
two measures, if they had become laws, would 
have furnished substantial relief to the people. 
The Republican Senate did not even consider 
either one, so that practically the issue now is 
what it was two yeurs ago—the McKinley Taritf 
bill and the Force bili. 

“ More than a million majority of the people 
atthe election two years ago voted against 
both, and it does not occur to me that anything 
has happened since to change the situation.” 





Injuries from Suspended Wires, 

A telephone company, says the Electrical 
World, which for several weeks permits its wire 
to remain suspended across a public highway, a 
few feet from the ground, is liable toa traveler 
who comes in contact therewith during an elec- 
trical storm and isinjured by a discharge of 
electricity. The duty onthe part of the tele- 
phone company was clear to prevent its wire 
from becoming an obstruction on the highway. 
The person might have been hurt by coming in 


contact with the wire of the telephone ———- 
ny, aud injuries to him might have resulted, in- 
dependent of the fact that the wire at the time 
was charged from the storm tlien prevailing. 
Moreover, persons ust be held to know the 
ordinary operation of the forces of nature, and 
to use proper means to avert danger. 

‘To say that the agency of the telephone wire 
in the production of the injury was inferior to 
that of the electric current, which was the main 
cause, ia not satisfactory. It is, in fact, to ad- 
mit that the company’s displaced wire furnished 
the means by which the dangerous force was 
communicated to and injured the defendant in 
error. This decision was rendered in the case 
of the Southwestern Telegraph and Telephone 
Company versus Robinson, in the United states 
Cirouit Court of Appeals, Fifth Circuit.

Lawyer Hugh Coleman defended Thomas Flynn, 
who was charged with stealing the purse of 
Minnie Maris of Yonkers on Sept. 3 at the La- 
fayette Guards’ picnic. The jury promptly con- 
victed Flynn. \When the foreman announced 
the verdict of guilty, Lawyer Coleman hastily 
sprang to his feet and exclaimed:

Judge Fitzgerald was apparently dumfounded 
at this unusual remark. Recovering himself, 
he made this reply: 

“What you have said is an intrusion und an 
affront to the court. I am surprised thata 
member of the bar, who ought to know more, 
should make a remark so utterly groundless. It

BACK FROM THE OYSTER BEDS. 
-_- > —— 
GOV. FLOWER RETURNS FROM A VOY- 
AGE UP THE SOUND. 


Gov. Flower, the State Fish Commissioners, 
and a party of friends returned yesterday from 
a trip on Long Island Sound, where the oyster 
industries were inspected and the Governor had 
a chance to learn something about the methods 
of planting, propagating, and preparing the 
shellfish for the market. 

The oyster industry in Long Island Sound has 
grown wonderfully since the law was passed 
giving the oystermen a title to such under- 
water beds as they choose to pay a small fee 


for. Thislaw, which was championed several 
years ago by ex-Commissioner Blackford and 
other members of the Fish Commission, opened 
= & new tleld forthe Long Island oystermen. 
the Northport men were enabled to tell Gov. 
Flower on his trip that while five years ago the 
oyster industry did not represent $1,000,000 in 
the Sound, it now was worth $5,000,000. 

The little party, including the Governor and 
Mrs. Flower, Mrs. Schley. Col. Williams, Con- 
troller Frank Campbell, State Engineer 
Schenck, Fish Commissioners L. D. Hunting- 
ton, David G, Hackney, Robert Hamilton, Will- 
iam H. Bowman, A. 8. Joline, and Secretary to 
the Commission Edward P. Doyle, embarked on 
the steamer Mystery on Thursday morning, and 
were the guests of George H. Shaffer, President 
of the Wholesale Oyster Dealers’ Association. 
The first day was spent in examining the shal- 
low beds inshore and the system of planting in 
deep water. The night was spent at Northport, 
L. I., where Gov. Flower was given a reception 
and made a speech. In his remarks he said 
that he would have landed the Normannia’s 
passengers on Fire Island if it had taken the 
whole National Guard of the State and the 
navy besides. This sentiment was applauded to 
the echo. 

The party were made thoroughly acquainted 
with oyster culture. They saw the small spat, 
or spawn, which is placed in the deep-water 
beds to remain there for two years. After that 
time they are taken up and transplanted to the 
shallow-water beds, where the oyster fattens 
and grows into prime condition. As a female 
contains from 10,000 to 60,000 eggs, there is no 
trouble in starting a plant. With new devices 
for raking and new oyster strainers the oyster- 
men are able to plant and cultivate them at a 
depth of 60 feet. Other beds were inspected 
where 1,000 bushels can be loaded upon scnoon- 
ers On a single tide. A run was then made over 
to Bridgeport, where natural beds were exam- 
ined and a fleet of 500 sloops was seen at work 
over the beds. 

The trip was a most pleasant one, and the 
Governor expressed bimself as greatly pleased 
with what he had seen, The party arrived in 
the oity at 5 o’clock last night and went to the 
Windsor Hotel. Asa part of the day was spent 
in Connecticut, Lieut. Gov. Sheehan was Gov- 
ernor of the State for a day. He was in 
ignorance of this fact, however.

COAL TO GO UP AGAIN. 
ending 

RETAILERS WILL INCREASE 

AFTER THIS MONTH. 


For a couple of weeks to come, at least, the 
coal consumers of New-York City will not 
have to pay any increase over present prices 
for domestic sizes. On and after Oct. 1, how- 
ever, the price will be raised 25 cents, and per- 
haps 50 cents, a ton. This was decided last 
evening at a meeting of the Retail Coal Ex- 
change. It was generally thought that the 


price would be increased at once, but for reasons 
which do credit to the shrewdness of the gentle- 
men who sell coal this course was not adopted. 

The trade is very dull at present, and the re- 
tatlers hope to stimulate business by announc- 
ing the proposed raise in October. They argue 
that if citizens know that coal will cost 25 or 
5U cents more a ton after Oct. 1 they will lay 
in good stocks in the meantime and thereby 
give an impetus to the market. 

The retailers have been threatening to in- 
crease the price of coal to consumers for some 
time. Since Jan. 8 they have added 50 cents @ 
ton to the retall price. During the same time, 
they say, the wholesalers have put on $1.40a 
ton, 80 that they are still 90 cents behind the 
market. The proposed twenty-five-cent addi- 
tion will reduce this to 65 cents. 

The possibility of a tifty-cent raise on Oct. 1 
is contingent on the action of the wholesalers. 
If the latter make any addition to the prevail- 
ing circular price between now and next month, 
the retailers will put on the 50 cents. 

The present retail price as fixed by the Ex- 
change is $5.75 for white ash and $6.25 for red 
ash. The wholesale price is $4.90 and $5.15, 
respectively.

SENATOR M’PHERSON ADDS HIS VOICE TO

Senator Michael T. Barrett, the Secretary of 
last Wednesday’s Democratio State Convention, 
has completed the list of committeemen who 
are to notify Judge George T. Werts of his nom- 


ination for the Governorship, and the list will

Judge Werts has not yet made up his mind 
whether he will accept the nomination or not—

He has been solicited, however, by all wings 
of the party not to decline, for the reason that 
his declination will leave the party crippled in 
its fight for the mastery in the Fall. Senator 
McPherson, whv was favorable to Young in the 
struggle in convention, has added his voice to 
others, and the general belief is that the Judge 
will tinally decide to run. 

Senator Barrett said to THE TrMeEs’s reporter 
yesterday that,in the event of the Judge's 
declination, the selection of a nominee would be 
in the hands of the State Committee. No action 
was taken by the convention, he says, all re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding, looking 
to the reassembling of the delegates or to tbe 
selection of a new candidate by a committee of 
the convention itself.

REJECTED THE JURY’S VERDICT 
—— 
WHICH JUSTIFIED ARCHIBALD’3 KILL- 
ING OF HOWE. 


Coroner Rooney of Brooklyn was nettled yes- 
terday by the verdict of the jury which sat at 
the inquest on the death of Richard Howe, who 
was shot by George Archibald last Sunday aft- 
ernoon in Archibald’s poolroom at 181 Myrtle 
Avenue, Brooklyn. The deceased, a colored 


man, went into Archibald’s place and raised a 
disturbance. Archibald ordered him out, and 
Howe seized several poolballs and threw them 
at the proprietor. Archibald got his revolver, 
and put three balls in Howe’s heart. 

At the inquest yesterday four colored men 
and two white men, one of whom workeé for 
Archibald, testified that Howe had not thrown 
any of the bails when he was shot, and was too 
drunk to hit Archibald if he had thrown them. 

The jury, after fifteen minates’ deliberation, 
found that Howe died from pistol-shot wounds 
inflicted by Archibald, who it believed was 

justified in shooting. : 

Coroner Rooney said that the verdict was bot 
ustified, and ordered the testimony immediate- 
y written out and sent to Justice Walsh, whe 
held Archibald for examination.

4&4 WELCOME THAT NONE WILL FORGET 
—THE CEPHEUS A “HOODOO” TO 
THE END—A TRIP FROM FIRE ISL- 
AND FULL OF EXCITING INCIDENTS 
—SCATTERED TO THEIR HOMES. 


At last the Normannia’s prisoners have been 
set frees, all haying becn landed at the Hamburg- 
American Company’s dock in Hoboken yester- 
day aiternoon. 

It had been arranged Thursday evenjng to 
raise the quarantine early Friday morning, and 
the passenger guests of the Surf House at Fire 
Island were notitied to prepare for an early 
start. All the bagxcage, except such as might be 
carried in the hand, was put aboard the Cepheus 
after dark, and thera was much hurrying and 
scurrying about, and all sorts of rumors pre- 
tending to outline the plans of those in au- 


thority. 

Many were undecided just what to do in se- 
lecting aroute to tie city. They understood 
they might choose between the all-water trip 
pn the Cepheus or take the Ripple to Babylon 
and then a train to Brooklyn. On the one hand 
was another journey on that steamer which all 
the pussengers will have occasion to remember 
as long as they live, and a possible recurrence 
of some of the tortures and soul-trying expert- 
ences they had uudergone while being shifted 
from Quarantine to Fire Island and from Fire 
Island to Quarantine. On the other hand was 
to be considered the news that the Babylon 
authorities objected to any of the Normannia’s 
passengers landing on their territory, the ru- 
mors that the boatmen were ready to burn the 
flock to prevent their boat from touching, and 
the dread that the clam diggers would organize 
a bulliciently strong mob to do some of them 
harm in spite of tie militia 

Capt. Cochran of the Thirteenth Regiment re- 
assured many of the travelers. He was full of 
tight, and said any perty released by Dr. Vought 
would have no trouble in journeying through 
Babylon and to their homes by any route they 
Digut chocse. 

During Lhursday evening the camp of the de- 
ail from the ibirteenth was visited by many oi 
the Suri House guests. he soidier boys held 
an impromptu reception, all being yvathered in 
a body near the olticers’ tent, siuging songs apd 
making funny speeches for the amusement of 
their visitors, wuo had tramped througn the 
gaud to their quariers. It was a novel sight, 
this group of men in the uniform of the 
soldier, and the civilians gathered about in 
traveler's costume, all singing and having a 
joliy time. Tie purpose for which the soldiers 
were sent down the bay was lost sightor No 
Ganger now threatened, and @ most grave 
gituation Lad been turned in a twinkling intoa 
lively, good-natured merrymakinyg. “ 

Long before midnight Fire island was as quiet 
as at any time during the dead of Winter. The 
special State ollicers had a line of sentries 
about the property recentiy acquired by the 
State, and outside of tuese Were posted the 
pickets of the military men, who were divided 
into short watches. 

\t 3:30 o’clock yesterday morning the special 
otlicers began to make tue rounds of the hotel 
corridors and the cottages scattered about to 
Wake the quarantined passengers and make 
ready ior the journey up to town. A good 
breakfast was announced at 5 o'clock, and there 
Was the pel! meil rush and scramble ior seats in 
the dining roum which Lad veen noticeable for 
the last four weals at the Surf House. Person: 
Who cot seats sat about the tables as if they had 
po end of time, and Deiore those who were 
pblixed to wait their turn could finish the meai 
the time for starting had passed. 

Tien it was found inadvisable to bring the 
Cepheus up to the dock, which had been dam- 

ged in Tuesday’s storia, and the end of which 
bad tumbied into the bay. It Was necessary to 
convey the passengers on the Ripple to the ex- 
cursion steamer. bifty-one of the party re- 
mained to go by way Babylon. The little 
boat was obliged to make three wips to get her 
contingent away, and ali were not on board and 
the atart made until after 5 o'clock. 

When tinally the Cepheus lifted anchor and 
began to turn about, a big cheer went up for Dr. 
Vought, who stood in iront of the Ripple’s 
pilot house and waved his adieus. The band 
played national airs and the iron steamboat 
started weil on her journey. 

The passengers had quieted down for a pleas- 
aut sailand were chafling one another avout 
the “hoodoo” Cepkeus, when, of a sudden, 
their jests were turned to earnest. The boat 
was aground. Here was &@ new complication, 
end while there was no excitement among the 
pas-engers, trained as they had been to «go 
through all sorts of experiences, Many were 
frizbtened, and conjured up all sorts of possi- 
bilities under the new situation. 

No local pilot was aboard the Cepheus, and 
the men guiding the boat were not familiar 
with the channel and the shifting bar in the 
strip of water leading from the Great South 
Bay tothe ocean. This bar extends for some 
distance north and south, andis covered at 
high tide only in the chanuzel well toward Oak 
Point. 

The Cepheus had been steered too far to the 
east, and, it being dead low tide, she had pushed 
her nese, while going at about half speed, upon 
the bur, and had run about half a boat's length 
upon tbe sand. There she was, fast, and no 
motion of her wheels one way or the other 
could budge heraninch Someof the passen- 
gers thought of another night on board without 
food or good water, avd the stores were exam- 
ined, nothing being found butenough fora light 
luncheon. Capt. ’earce gave his word thatif 
he did not get the boat of before noon he would 
send word to town for a fresh supply of food 
and some bedding. 

The engines kept churning up the sea ata 
great rate, but notaninch was gained in the 
right direction. Sailboats were flying all about, 
their mev offering suggestions. Finally arowboat 
frow the Coast Guard Station drew up, carry- 
ing Pilot Wicks, who brought in the Cepheus on 
Monday. The pilot jumped upon the Cepheus 
and went to the wheelhouse, where he oitered 
some practical suggestions which were acted 
upon. 

After an hour's more work the steamer was 
shifted a number of feet to the east, and then, 
when the depth of wetter had increased a few 
inches, the tide baving turned, she was started olf 
and went through the chanuel all right on the 
mile run to seu, guided by Pilot Wicks. The Coast 
Guards, in their boat, were towed behind the 
ateawer, and went plunging through the heavy 
peas, allording a novel sight to the passengers, 
who were amazed to see the wen stick to their 
seats as their bo»t was lifted up and splashed 
down again by big waves, which drenched the 
men as they broke and scattered their spray up 
to the second deck of the Cepheus, , 

The pilot was put off after the last guide buoy 
had been paseed, he and his men having been 
remembered by the passengers, who made up a 
purse forthem. it was about 11 o’clock when 
the open sea was reached, and then the water 
Was rough. After a few miles’ sail it grew 
smooth and a fine trip was made to Quarantine. 
Here a short stop was made, but no further in- 
apection was necessary by the doctors, all hav- 
fing been atiended to Thursday afternoon. 

People along the Staten Island shore evidently 
knew whom the Cepheus carried, for when near 
enough to be made out groups of persons could 
be seen waving handkerchiefs and flags, and 
ust below Quarantine flags were run up on the 

otels as the steamer went by. 

Coming up through the harbor there was a 
continual screeching of whistles as the iron 
steamboat pushed along. Every craft that 
passed and which was provided with a whistle 
sounded a signal of greeting and was answered 
by the Cepheus. 

The people on board grew excited when they 
saw the familiar harbor marks of New-York 
City and began to feel that their deliverance 
was at hand for a certainty. The band was 
ylaying. lively airs. Every person seemed to 
Rave a renewed life and an awakened spirit. 
Some of the men and women danced, relatives 
were hugging one another, the children frol- 
licked about, and the two pet dogs on board 
joined in the general confusion and added their 
share tothe noise of the whistles and the big 
bass drum. 

The Cepheus headed for the Hamburg-Amer- 
fean Company’s dock in Hoboken, and when 
this was reached there was another scene of 
the wildest excitement. The boat turned about 
and eame up to the pier with her bow pointing 
fown stream. ‘he dock was jammed with 
friends and rejatives of the passengers, and 

oked out from each of the windows of the pier 
oo were a dozen or more heads. Each per- 
son on the dock was waving either a handker- 
chief or a fiag, throwing kisses to those whom 
they recognized on the boat, and shouting, hur- 
rahing, and screaming. A band of music was 
playing *‘ Home, Sweet Home.” 

When the first boat had made fast and friends 
on the pier and those on the boat were within 
hailing distance of each other, the scene Was 
one such as is only witnessed when a boat given 
up for lost comes in with her load of human 
freight. Some of the women fainted, and scores 
pf them, when familiar faces were seen, were in 
tears. it would have been impossible to have 
kept the strain up many minutes, and a8 soon 
as the gangplank was run off there was a rush. 

The tirst passenger to land was an elderly 
woman, who had been alone on board and who 
bad six relatives (9 meet her. She saw them on 
the dock before the ropes were down, and had 
made an attempt to reach them before the boat 
was made fast. When she finally reached her 
friends, six pairs of arms were avout her neck 
and body, and the group stood for five minutes 
hugging ono another an: all crying for joy. 

This was only one greeting. There were 200 
more just as touching. There were hysterical 
laughing, prayers of thanksgiving, and tears 
and rejoicings on all sides. Flowers, music, 
cheering, and the greatest show of warin wel- 
2zome greeted the arrival of the Normannia’s 


passengers.

After the excitement on the end of the pier 
bad subsided, the inspection of the baggage in 
the big shed went on with entire indifference to 
the possible presence of the cholera bacillus. 
Much of the baggage the passengers had not 
seen since it had been taken from the hold for 
disinfection, yet there were no complaints of 
damage suffered, and the travelers were only 
too ready to get their effects in any form and to 
hasten away to their homes. 


FIRE ISLAND DESERTED. 


BABYLONIANS BEHAVED DECENTLY—A 
CHANNEL HARD TO FOLLOW. 


BABYLON, L. L, Sept. 16.—Fire Island is now 
a deserted strip of sandy beach. Only a few 
soldiers and hotel employes are left there. 
Babylon and Islip redeemed themselves at the 
last moment, and offered no opposition to the 
landing of the Ripple, with her long-delayed 
ocean voyagers. 

The Ripple reached the dock at 9:45 o’olook. 
All persons had been excluded from the pier by 
Deputy Sheritis, and there was a crowd of fifty 
villagers and Summer re-idents on the porch of 
the little hotel. There were less than a dozen 
baymen present. As the Ripple approached, 
the villagers and Summer residents cheered 
and waved their handkerchiefs, and some of the 
passengers on the Kipple, who Were crowded 
lorward on the upper deck, made frantic dem- 
onstrations of joy. 

A. M, Palmer and his wife were at the pilot 
house, and there was such alook on Mr. Palm- 
er’sface as may have rested on Moses when he 
saw the promised land. His eyes eparkled with 
delight, and his face was flushed with excite- 
ment. Senator John R. McPherson of New- 
Jersey and Kk, L. Godkin of the New-York £ven- 
ing ost Were also in front of the crowd. 

When the boat was made fast a guard of a 
dozen soldiers were tirst off, and the passengers 
followed, one by one, down the narrow gang- 
piank, As they stepped once more on the main- 
land of the United States and left behind them 
Fire Island and the sea, with their long succes- 
sion of miseries and dangers, it was plain to be 
seen that they were one and all almost too full 
of thankfulness for utterance. 

Two of the three small cars of the Babylon 
Rapid Transit Horse and Street Car Raliroad 
and Locomotive Company were on the dock, 
and into them the passengers hasteped. As 
soon as one of the cars was packed full the 
driver started to go. 

‘“*Hold on there! Where's your certificates?” 
yelled old Squire Copper, jamming his black 
siraw hat down over his eyes, and rushing to 
the horse’s head. 

Dr. Vought ran up. “That’s all right,’ he 
said, ‘‘ These passengers are clean and safe.”’ 

** Yes,” said Squire Cooper; “ but tne Fire 
Island authorities promised to give every pas- 
senger a certificate, and we might as well do 
this thing right.” 

Dr. Vought had a pack of blank cards in his 
pocket, and they were passed around among 
the passengers, who wrote on them their names. 
Then Dr. Veught signed each card. Squire 
Cooper and Druggist T. C. Fietcher, who was in 
charge of the deputies, collected thess cards. 

As the two cars rolled along through Baby- 
lon, they were looked at with mild interest by 
the villagers, but a crowd did not collect. 

At the railroad station a special train of four 
cars Was in waiting on a side track, but the 
engine had broken down, and there was a delay 
of three-quarters of apn hour while another 
engine was secured. The passengers seated 
themselves like a large party of school children 
on the station platform steps, and laughed and 
chatted, while a timid villager lovked on in 
open- mouthed wonder. 

‘Am I glad to get back on the mainland and 
feelfree! Well, indeed [ am,” said Senator 
McPherson, tugging with deep satisfaction at 
his heavy iron-gray mustache. 

Lhe women of the party were in high spirits 
and promenaded the long wooden platforms in 
twos and threes until the train was ready. 

Several waxon loads of baggage were first 
put on, and then the train drew up to the sta- 
tion and the \ormannia’s passengers got 
aboard. As the train left Babylon, a group of 
passebvers ob the rear platiorm of tbe iast car 
waved ihvir haudkerchiefs at the crowd at the 
station, aud the crowd gave a cheer and set up 
a Waving of hats and handkerchiefs. 

The grounding of the Cepheus to-day points 
out the greatest drawback to the use of Fire 
Island as a quarantine station. There is only 
one side of the isiand at which it is possible for 
boats to land, and that is the inside, on the shore 
bordering on the Great South Bay. No wharf 
could be built on the ocean side of the island, 
and even if bullt, no boat, small or large, could 
land there in other than calm weather. 

‘here is only one possible way to reach the 
landing on the bay side, and that is through 
Fire Isiand Inlet. This inlet is full of shoals, 
and the navigabie channel is only about 200 
feet wide and is notstraight. The channel it- 
self is constantly shifting and has meved over 
two miles west in twenty years. This state- 
ment applies to the whole channel from bay to 
ocean. The waves deposit on one shore the 
sand which they take from the opposite shore. 
There are only nine feet of water in the chan- 
nel at low tide, and about fifteen feet at high 
tide, 

Man? vessels have been grounded in the chap- 
ne], andthe bay landing has long had a bad 
name. None except & bay pilot would venture 
to bring a boat through the channel eveu at 
high tide, and in stormy or foggy weather, or at 
night, the channel is a dangerous place, and 
only a hardy navigator would venture through. 
When a boat tries to make the channel from the 
sea and fails, there is no aiternative but to get 
back to sea. The outer coast of Fire Island is 
right on the ocean, and an anchorage off that 
shore is calculated to make an old salt sick. 

One of the iron steamers grounded in the 
channel three years ago. When the lighthouse 
was built the point of the island was near it. 
Now it is over two miles to the west. So rapid- 
ly does the channel change wben the water is 
rough that a fishing boat anchored there at 
night has been often compelled to pull up 
anchor and move to escape being grounded. 

Under these circumstances there are few per- 
sons in these parts who do not doubt the wis- 
dom of the selection of Fire [sland as a quaran- 
tine atation. The island itself presents 
advantages, but it is almost as hard to get there 
as a to go around Cape Horn in a gale of 
wind. 


Among the Normannia’s passengors who left 
by train were United States Senator McPherson 
of New-Jersey, J.T. Thompson, Judge Wallace, 
Ferdinand White Neumann, Honorary Commis- 
sioner to Europe of the World’s Fair at Chicago, 
and Mre.

Senator McPherson secured a 
oe oe flowers, which he distributed among the 
indies. 

At Jamaica Senator McPherson, Judge Wallace, 
A. M. Paimer, and J. T. Thompson took another 
train for brooklyn, while the rest of tue passen- 
gers went on to Long [Island City and crossed 
over to Vhirty-fourth Street. The passengers 
ail looked well and hearty. 

Mr. and Mrs. Neumann said they were very 
well treated at the hotel on Fire Island, and the 
Islip people did not make any demonstrations 
at their departure, although their behavior be- 
fore the passengers landed from the Cepheus 
was anything but kind or courteous. Mr. Neu- 
mann said the Hamburg-American Packet Com- 
pany had assured them that no steerage pas- 
sengers would be taken on the Normannia. 

On landing in New-York the passengers scat- 
tered, some hurrying into carriages, others into 
street cars, and others taking the elevated 
trains. Lvery one was ina hurry to get home.

CONFIDENCE ON THE EXCHANGES. 


A STRONGER TONE TO THE STOCK AND 
PRODUCE MARKETS, 


The cholera seare was pretty well dissipated 
yesterday in the down-town markets. LEvi- 
dences of returning confidence appeared every- 
where. The stock market was strong and 
active, with recoveries throughout the list. 
Sugar was subject to some fluctuations, but 
closed steady at o substantial advance above 
Thursday's figures. There was a disposition to- 
ward weakness in this stock early iu the day, 
but recovery was prompt upon the statement 
that there was enough sugar on hand to outlast 
the quarantine, and that with constant arrivals 
of vessels in the lower bay, the moment quar 
antine was raised there would be further great 
amounts of sugar immediately available. 

In regard to the course of the refiners, Henry 
O. Havemeyer ssid: ‘The margin between 
raw and refined sugar is less to-day than at any 
time since the cholera scare came. Advantage 


has been taken by local raw-sugar speculators 
and Cuban speculators to advance the price of 
raw sugar other than thatof beet. The Ameri- 
can consumer is naturally the sufferer. In no 
instance, however, has the price of refined been 
advanced beyond the corresponding advance in 
raw, nor willitbe. How long the present sup- 
plies will last must depend upon what the 
Quarantine officers and Health Boards may 
determine to be best for the public welfare.” 

Dealings were dull in the wheat market, but 
the day olosed with advances for spot and 
December wheat ranging from 4s to 3s cent per 
bushel. All options in wheat became strong 
upon the denial of the report that cholera pre- 
vailed on the Bohemia. The market broke from 
l4 to “3 cent per bushel upon reports of cholera 
in Philadelphia, but afterward recovered. 

Nine loads of grain, amounting to 72,000 
busbels, were engaged yesterday for export. 
This was not as good business asthat of Thura- 
day, and shipping men were inclined to bea 
little despondent over the comparison. Probably 
shipping engagements would have Leen larger 
yesterday if freight room could have been pro- 
vided for grain for which orders were received. 
It was impose to fill some orders because of 
the lack of treight room. 

The cotton market showed improvement and 
held steady ata slight advance on Thursday's 
figures, due, it was said, to buying orders from 
New-Orleans. Business has become v doll 
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average in times of ordinary good business of 
double that amount. 

The coffee market was decidedly better yes- 
terday than it had been earlier inthe week, 
showing advances ranging from five to fifteen 

ints above Thursday’s closing, in spite of 
ower Cables.

THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 


WHAT DR. W. T. VAN VREDENBURGH 
LEARNED WHILE STUDYING IT. 


Dr. W. T. Van Vredenburgh of the Medical 
Board of the New-York Life Insurance Company 
visited Spain in 1885 for the purpose of study- 
ing the cholera then prevalent in that country. 
He spent several months in Madrid, Toledo, 
Aranjuez, and Valencia, and subsequently made 
an official report to the United States Govern- 
ment touching the causes and effects of the dis- 
ease. He said yesterday that had the prompt 
and energetic measures of the New-York health 
otficers prevailed in Spain at the time of the 
outbreak of the disease its progress would have 
been checked, if not wholly abated. As it was, 
he found in Spain all the predisposing causes of 


cholera, especially those of environment, exist- 
ing to such a marked degree that his surprise 
was that the epidemic was not much worse. 

“Rules that govern the health of people of 
other countries are strangely absent in Spain,”’ 
said Dr. Van Vredenburgh. ‘“‘In most villages, 
towns, and cities the lanes and streets, public 
and private, are made the receptacles for excre- 
mental — This fact, together with the 
uncleanliness and overcrowded condition of the 
lower classes, the imperfect drainage and sew- 
erage, the proximity of cesspools and sewers to 
wells and other sources of water supply, and 
the use of contaminated water for drinking and 
other purposes, are tho most potent factors in 
the distribution of the poison of cholera as I 
found it in Spain. All of these predisposing 
causes, both personal and environing, may exist 
aud be favorable to the development of other of 
the so-called ‘dirt diseases,’ such as typhoid 
fever and diphtheria, as they are to the devel- 
opment of cholera; but these previously-exist- 
ing conditions cannot of themselves cause or 
produce cholera. 

“It is only when the poison of the disease is 
brought into a locality which presents the con- 
ditions named that the germs or bacilli find 
surroundings favorable to their multiplication 
and development. 

“Tam of opinion that the ravages of cholera 
in Spain were due to three causes, one of which 
or all of which may yet result in spreading the 
epidemic on this continent. These causes were 
excrement-polluted earth, excrement-polluted 
air, and excrement-polluted water. found 
sheets and other bed clothing on which cholera- 
stricken persons had reclined exposed for days 
on lawns and fences, the wind distributing 
far and wide poison that had come from the 
bodies of the patients. In Toledo,in two in- 
stances that I recall, the bedding and furniture 
of patients who had died of cholera were bought 
by second-hand dealers, put into their shops, 
and offered for sale, each of these shops thus 
becoming new foci from which the cholera 
spread. 

“IT have visited many small towns of Spain 
where the only drain was the remnant of a huge 
brick sewer built during the Moorish occupa- 
tion. Through this sewer there ran a sluggish 
stream into which the inhabitants threw all 
their refuse, just as they do in many of the 
tenement house streets in New-xork. The peo- 
ple living in the vicinity of these streams could 
searcely avoid inhaling the emanations arising 
from them. 

** Another frequent source of propagation of 
the bacilliin Spain is the porous material of 
which the two sets of reservoirs, drains and 
water supplies, are built. I am told this condl- 
tion does not exist to any marked degree in 
New-York, but in Spain the reservoirs are 80 
imperfectly constructed that the liquid contents 
of the cesspool! easily escapes into the surround- 
ing ~~ and thence into the adjoining water 
supply. 

“The water supply of Madrid, like that of 
New-York, is brought from a distance. In the 
former case itis carried thirty-two miles, and 
it proved during the cholera a fruitful source of 
trouble. The Government recognized this dan- 
ger, and pla-ed 3V00 ‘ guardias civiles’ along all 
the exposed portions of the watercourse to pre- 
vent its pollution, The water, however, ap- 
proached the city at a somewhat lower level 
than the porous sewers of which I have spoken, 
and percolations through the earth were fre- 
quent. The health authorities in New-York 
cannot do better than watch the Croton water- 
shed while the disease is so close at hand, for 

ercolations of this sort may often be traced to 
ong distances. There is one authenticated in- 
stance, that furnished by the epidemic at Lau- 
sen, near Basle, in 1882, of the poisonof typhoid 
fever reaching a watercourse a mile distant 
from the spot where it was originally deposited, 
and only after an awount of filtration through 
=— which had entirely arrested particies of 

our. 

“The river Manzanares, which carried off a 
large portion of the sewage of Madrid, flows 
into the Jarama about twelve miles from the 
capital The first village beyond this point, San 
Martin de la Vega, was not affected by cholera 
because it had an excellent supply of spring 
water, and the inhabitants did not touch the 
river water. Immediately beyond, however, 
at Clempozuelas, where its waters were drunk, 
cholera wrought havoc. On the banks of the 
Tagus River there was no cholera until, at a dis- 
tance of more than fifty miles from Madrid, the 
Tagua received the waters of the Jarama, fed, 
as I have said, by the sewers of the capital. 
There the cholera was at once manifested, and 
ravaged the rural population. Each of these 
instances clearly illustrates the natural conse- 
quences of river pollution, acondition which, in 
my judgment, must present the mostserious ob- 
stables if an epidemic is to be metin this coun- 
try.”

THE PRESIDENT’S POWERS. 


VESSELS FROM INFECTED PORTS iy 
BE ABSOLUTELY SHUT OUT. 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 16.—The following opinion 
has been given out for publication: 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, : 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 10, 1892. 
The President : 

SiR: By your telegram of yesterday you ask for an 
opinion asto the extent of the powers conferred 
upon the Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital 
Service and the secretary of the Treasury with your 
approval to make quarantine regulations with refer- 
ence to yp oe from infected porte. 

in answer | have to say that every Government is 
under obligation to take all necessary measures to 
preserve the lives and property of ita citizens, not 
only from foreign invasion, but to adopt such sani- 
tary measures as are calculated to protect the peuple 
from those pestilences which have been found nearly 
if not quite as destructive as war. This is but an- 
other application of the maxim that self-preserva- 
tion is the first law of nature, and, it may be addea, 
of nations. 

The right of the State to enact sanitary measures 
to protect its citizensis conceded. The right of the 
United States to do the same must be admitted. The 
maxim ‘‘ Salus Populi suprema Lex ”’ is as applicable 
to the one Government as tothe other. The powers 
granted Congress in Article I, Section 8, of the Con- 
stitution, “to regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions and among the several States and with the In- 
dian tribes,” and ‘to make all laws which shall be 
necessary and proper for carrying into execution the 
foregoing powers and all other powers vested by this 
Constitution in the Government of the United 
States or any department or oilticer thereof,” afford 
ample warrant for legislation by Congress upon this 


subject. 

This subject is but one of alarge number related 
to and afiecting in difterent degress the subject of 
commeroe, upon which the States, in the exercise of 
the police power, are free to act and have acted from 
the foundation of the Government. Pilotage, wharf- 
age, guarantine, and inspection laws are perhaps tho 
most common examples of this class of legislation. 
* * * J¢ cannot be doubted, however, that, with ref- 
erence tu these subjects confided to the Nation 
“ Congress has the bn to go beyond the 
regu ations which is accustomed to establish and 
to descend to the most minute directions if it shall 
be deemed valuable; and that, tv whatever extent 
ground shali be covered by those directions, the ex- 
ercise of State power is excluded. Congress may 
establish police regulations as well as the States, 
confining their operation to the ey over which 
it is given control by the Constitution.” 

To the extent that Congress does act upon the 
subjects within the Constitution its authority is

necessary to be so to carry out the national will or 
preserve the functions and powers of the National 
Government; in all other cases there may exist and 
be enforced atthe same time and upon the same 
subjects both State and national laws. In so as 
there is any contlict, they prevail. 

Quarantine laws are authorized as a partof the 
powers derived under the commerce clause of the 
Constitution, whioh is held to consist in intercourse 
and t c, and includes navigation, transportation, 
and ne persons ana property, a3 well as the 
purchase, sale, and exchange of cemmodities. ‘Ihe 
undoubted right of both the State and National Gov- 
ernments to legislate on this subject being estab- 
lished, as wellas the supremacy of the Federal au- 
thority in case of conflict, it remains to examine the 
existing legislation upon the subject. (The laws of 
1799 and 1878 are here quoted.) 

In my opinion there is nothing in the act of 1799 
inconsistent with this act, (of 1578,) except that dif- 
ferent persons are charged with its enforcement, 
and therefore both, with the modification noted, are 
in force and constitute, with such regulations as are 
or may be prescribed thereunder, the national law 
upon that subject. 

The intent tw aid in the enforcement of the State 
laws upoa the subject is manifest, or, in the lan- 
guage of the act, “there shall be no interference in 
any manner with any quarantine laws or regula- 
tions as they now exist or may hereafter be adupted 
uvder State laws.” Both shall work tothe same 
end, the keeping away from our houses and people 
contagion and pestilences; and, in the same spirit, 
the State officers may become clothed with t!.e na- 
tional power, and “authorized and empowered to act 
as oilicers and agents of the national quarantine sys-

hile this is true, does it not follow that nothing 
can be done except what 1s autmorized by the State 
law? Ithink not. ‘The only limitation is that the 
Federal regulations must not interfere with the 
State laws. For instance, the quarantine laws for 
the harbors and ports of New-York. as established 
by, the State, do not prescribe any quarantine period. 
This is left tothe Heaith Officer. Suppose the period 
named by him is deemed tooshort. It ijs,in my 
opinion, clearly competent, under the acts of Con- 
_ above quoied, to prescrive a longer period both 
or persons and cargo, the regulations carefully pro- 
viding that the Federal jurisdiction shoul1 attach 
upon the expiration of State action. The contrary 
of this proposition is not to be supposed. 

A State might be without the machinery to enforce 
a safe quarantine; its oificer might through mistaken 
opinions or corrupt motives fail in hisduty. [tis not 
to be tolerated that an entire people possessing a 
Government endowed with the powers { have enu- 
merated should be exposed to the scovurge of conta- 
gion and pestilence through such causes, 

Paraphrasing the language of the court in re. Nea- 
gle, (135 U. 8., P. 59,) it may be safely asserted that 
any obligation fairly and properly inferable trom the 
Constitution or any duty of any officer to be arrived 
from the general scope of his duties under the laws of 
the United States is a law of the United States, and 
it would be a great reproach to the system of govern- 
ment of the United States, declared to be within its 
sphere sovereign and supreme, if there is to be found 
within the domain of its powers no means of protect- 
ing the people from contagion and pestilence brought 
frum foreign shores. 

Nor cau Congress be said to have failed to exercise 
its right to so provide for the protection of our 
people. In establishing “the national quarantine 
system,” as it is denominated in the act of 1873, 
and conferring upon certain officers power “to 
frame all needful rules and regulations for that pur- 

e, Which rules when approved by you have all 
the force of law, an intention is shown to vest here 
a wile discretion. The only limitation is that sucn 
regulations shall not contiict with or impair auy 
sanitary Or quarantine regulations of the state or 
municipal authorities. 

In measuring the effect of this limitation it must 
not be lorgotten that the state laws aud regulations 
are in the nature of restriciions, and not in the nat- 
ure of grants ofauthvurity to either immigrants or 
transportation companies. The authority of immi- 
grants to come, and of transportation companies to 
bring such immigrants, is not derived from the state 
statutes or regulations. Ihe State by its atatutes 
and regulations in tue exercise of its police powers 
simply provides that immigrants shall not come in 
except after compliance with such laws and regula. 
tions. The State does not provide, aud has no puwer 
to provide, as against + ederal laws and regulations, 
that upon such cumpliance such ships and immi- 
eran 8 shall come in. 

Heuce, consistently with the state laws and regu- 
lations, itis entirely competent for Federal regula- 
tions toimpose additional restrictions, and hence, 
al-o, the imposition of an additional period of quar- 
antine, or the tutal exciusion of ali ‘vessels or ve- 
hicies coming from apy foreigu port or country 
where any coutagious disease may exist,’ or ** ves- 
sels or velicles conveying any persun or persons, 
merchaniise, or animais avected with any infectious 
or coutagivous disease,” from *‘ any port of the | nited 
States,” is within the powers conferred upun the viii- 
cere named in your inquiry, acting with your ap- 
proval.

BOILED WATER FOR SCHOOLS. 

Jacob Fleischhauer, School Inspector for the 
Seventh District, comprising the Twelfth, Nine- 
teenth, and Twenty-second Wards, has been 
prompt in acting upon the suggestion of the 
Board of Education that the Inspectors look 
with greater care after the cleanliness of their 


schools. Mr. Fleischhauer has written to Chair- 
man Kelly of the Board of Trustees of the 
Nineteenth Ward, Chairman Cuming of the 
Twenty-second Ward, and Chairman Wbaler of 
the Twelfth Ward, suggesting that the children 
in their schools be provided with boiled water 
for drinking purposes as the best preventive of 
cholera. 

Superintendent of Public Schools Jasper has 
written to the Principals of all the schools, 
telling them to advise the pupils to drink 
nothing but bolled water and eat plain, whole 
some food. 

The Trustees have the power to expend not 
more than $200 on their schools without going 
to the Board of Education for sanction, so that 
they will find nodifiiculty in following Mr. 
Fleischhauer’s advice.

QUARANTINE AGAINST NEW-YORK. 
At the oflice of the Consul General of Sweden 
and Norway, 24 State Street, it was yesterday 
announced that a quarantine of five days had 
been established in Sweden and Norway against 


vessels arriving from English or United States 
ports. The announcement caused little sur- 
prise among shipping people yesterday. The 
action, they said, was expected and justified by 
the reported outbreak of cholera in this city. 

The general opinion among the foreign 
Consuls in this city seemed to be that 
there was agreat deal of unnecessary excite- 
mentabout the cholera, considering the very 
few cases actually in New-York. No word has 
been received by the Danish, French, German, 
Italian, Portuguese, or Turkish Consuls declar- 
ing a quarantine against New-York in their re- 
spective countries. 

The Spanish Consul, however, received a tele- 
gram yesterday from the Captain General of 
Havana, declaring a quarantine against all 

orts of the United States from Sept. 11. The 

Yonsul stated that Spain had declared a quaran- 
tine against New-York commencing with the 
same date.

TO BE PUT UP AT AUCTION 


——~=—__— 
METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE TO 
GO TO THE HIGHEST BIDDER. 


NEW COMPANY TO BE FORMED BY SOME 
OF THE STOCKHOLDERS TO BID IT 
IN—MR. SCHOEFFEL TALKS OF GIV- 
ING PERFORMANCES IN CARNEGIE 
MUSIC HALL THIS WINTER. 


The stockholders of the Metropolitan Opera 
House held an important meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the Mutual Life Insurance Bnild- 
ing, Nassau Streot, to consider the question of 
rebuilding the parts destroyed by fire. The 
meeting was called at noon and remained in 
Session about two hours. Instead of voting to 
rebuild, it was voted to sell the Opera House at 
auction. 

Thirty-two stockholders, representing thirty- 
seven boxes, were present. There was much 
diversity of opinion expressed as to the con- 
tents of a circular letter, a copy of which was 
addressed by the Directors to each of the sixty- 
eight subscribers, which put forth a plan for the 
reorganization of the company. 

This plan, itis understood, was for the sub- 
scribers to duplicate their original subscription 
of $18,500 and deposit the money with a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of Messrs. James A. 
Roosevelt, Adrian Iselin, and Luther Kountze, 
to be nsedin paying off the present indebted- 
ness and in rebuilding. It would have required 
the votes of thirty-six stockholders to confirm 
this agreement, and as a number of the stock- 
holders objected to being assessed_for the pay- 
mentof any further indebtednss, it was said 
yesterday that if the proposed plan was adopt- 
ed over their heads legal complications in the 
way of injunctions would be invited. Then 
there were uncertainties as to the time it would 
take to rebuild and the cost thereof. After all 
these points had been discussed pro and con, 
Mr. W. C. Whitney offered the following pream- 
ble and resolutions which were unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, In view of the great difference of opinion 
among the stockholders of the Metropolitan Opera 
House as to the practicability of completing the re- 
pairs of the Opera House in time to secure the pro- 
auction of opera this coming season, andof the inad- 
visability of making such repairs and rebuilding 
hastily, with the risks of future danger in the use of 
the same by the public, and in view of the difficulty 
experienced in raising money from the stockholders 
to complete repairs, 

Aesoived, That as, in the opinion of the stockhold- 
ers of this company, as wellas by the advice of ex- 
perienced builders, the necessary repairs cannot be 
yroverly done in time for the production of opera this 
Winter, the property be sold at public sale under the 
indebtedness. 

The practical effect of this resolution will be 
to take the necessary steps to foreclose the 
mortgages and sell the property to the highest 
bidder. It will probably be purchased by the 
stockholders who are willing to rebuild and 
continue its uses for grand opera, who will form 
anentirely new company, thus getting rid of 
those who object to assessments and the ex- 
pense of rebuilding. 

It is said that the present indebtedness 
amounts to $1.000,000, and that the real estate 
and building as it stands are valued at $3,000,- 
YOO, 60 that the stockholders could divide 
$2,000,000 after paying the mortgages, vo 

The immediate result of this resolution will be 
the closing of the Metropolitan to grand opera 
this Winter. When Mr. schoeffel of Abbey, 
Schoetfel \ Grau was seen yesterday after the 
sto: kholders’ meeting and asked what effect it 
would have upon the production of grand opera 
in New-York, he replied: ; 

“It was acomplete surprise to me, as I have 
been all along ao contident that the Metropoli- 
tan would be rebuilt. I have been advising my 
partuers by cuble that it would be all right. 
Why, | was so sure of it that I had a con- 
tract all ready, drawnup by our lawyer, to be 
presented at the stockholders’ meeting, offering 
to provide the builder and the mouey to re- 
build, and not hold the stockholders finanolally 
responsible for any delay or increase in cost 
named, 

‘* But, as Mr. Goelet said to me, ‘If it was only 
& question of individual financial responsibility, 
there would be no difliculty. There are others 
like myself who would say, ** Put on two or three 
hundred more men and we will provide the 
money,’ but there are ‘the possibilities of legal 
complications which it is necessary to avoid, and 
therefore an entire reorganization is the only 
safe course.’ 

**We gave grand opera, however,” continued 
Mr. Schoetfel, ** without the Metropolitan Opera 
House, and [ suppose we can do it again. Our 
company isa very large and very expensive 
one. Itcould not be got together again if dis- 
banded, in six months, if at all, and we will 
make greatefforts to keep it together. There 
are many reyuests from other cities in the 
States, including San Francisco; alsv, Mexico.” 

** But as to the possibility of New-York?”’ 

“Well, I cannot answer definitely until I 
communicate with my partners.” 

In reply to a question as to the availability of 
Hammerstein's new Manhattan Opera House, 
in Thirty-fourth Street, Mr. Schoetfel said it 
would not pay to give grand opera there, and, 
even if it would, the house had already been 
leased for the month of January. 

Answering a similar question as to Carnegie 
Hall, Mr. Schoeffel said: ‘* Well, the audito- 
rium is suitable, and I may venture to say this, 
thatifa stage is built on the site of the ad- 
joining building in Fifty-eighth Street, which, I 
understand, has been secured and finished in 
time, Abbey, Schoetfel & Grau would be willing 
to present grand opera in the Music Hall, com- 
mencing next January. Mr. Reno, I under- 
stand, ison his way back from Europe, and is 
due in New-York shortly. Upon his arrival I 
shall see him, and if satisfactory arrangements 
can be made, New-York will not be deprived of 
grand opera this Winter.”’ 

Mr. Schoeffel added that he had already cabled 
the decision of the stockholders to his partners, 
and upon the receipt of an answer he would at 
once return from HKoston and announce the de- 
cision of the firm as to the movements of the 
Abbey, Schoelfel & Grau Grand Opera Company. 





SUING ITS FELLOW-MEMBERS. 
SEE 
SMITH, GRAY & CO.’3 DISPUTE WITH THE 
INDIVIDUAL UNDERWRITERS. 


On Feb. 28 last, the big building at the corner 
of Flatbush Avenue and Fulton Street, Brook- 
lyn, owned and occupied by Smith, Gray & Co., 
clothiers, and the Fulton and Flatbush Storage 
Company composed of the clothing firm, was 
burned to the ground. The absence of an ex- 
planation of the origin of the fire caused the 
local authorities to make an investigation, but 
nothing of a tangible nature wus adduced, and 
the result was a report by Fire Marshal Lewis 
that the ‘“‘ cause of the fire was unknown.” 

The building was called by its owners a “‘ fire- 
proof structure,” yet when it took fire it burned 
with amazing rapidity. 

The Individual Underwriters of New-York, 
composed of prominent firms who are organized 
for wutual benelit and to save its members 
protita which would otherwise go to the ineur- 
ance companies, insured Smith, Gray & Co.’s 
building with its contents for $150,000. Millard 
F. Smith, the managing partuer of the firm, made 
out a statement of the losses and submitted it 
to John R. Waters, the attorney and general 
manager of the Individual Underwriters. Mr. 
Waters called a meeting of the Advisory Board, 
consisting of John Claflin, the H. B. Claflin 
Company, William T. Evans of Milla & Gibbs, 
William C. Browning of Browning, King & Co., 
Bruce Hayden of the Durham, Corrigan & 
Hayden Company, and George C. Clarke of 
Tefft, Weller & Co. 

Smith, Gray & Co.’s report was discussed and 
considered for a long time, und finally the board 
came to the conclusion that the claim was “ ex- 
orbitant and erroneous,” and so notified Mr. 
Smith and requested him to appoint an ap- 
praiser to consult with the Underwriters’ ap- 
praiser as to the proper amount to pay for the 
losses sustained by the firm. 

The appraisers met, but could not agree, and 
Smith, Gray & Co.'s ag oe threw up the task 
he had undertaken. The Underwriters fixed an 
amount as a settlement, but Smith, Gray & Co. 
refused to accept it. When the Underwriters 
withdrew the oiter, Smith wanted to accept it, 
but the Underwriters’ Advisory Committee re- 
fuged to renew the terms, withdrew from the 
case 6ntirely, and resolved to let the question 
be settled by a referee. This proposition the 
Brooklyn firm rejected as impossible of accom- 
plishment to their satisfaction. 

Including Smith, Gray & Co., there are 185 
members in the Individual Underwriters, and 
the firm has begun 184 suite against its fellow- 
members toracover the $150,000 it was in- 
sured forin the organization. Johnson & Lamb 
of Brooklyn are Smith, Gray & Co.'s attorneys. 

The suits will attract considerable attention, 
as itis the first action of the kind brought by 
one plaintiff against so many defendants.

POOR FISHING THE WORD. 


BLUEFISH HAVE DEPARTED FOR THE 
SOUTH AND WEAKFISH HAVE GONE. 


Tho fishing in the vicinity of this city contin- 
ues poor. While the number of parties that 
have gone out for the weakfish and the bluefish 
have been few, owing to the cholera scare and 
the fact thata partof the Staten Island weak- 
fish grounds are within sight of the cholera 
ships, yet apparently there are few fish to 
catoh. Outside of Sandy Hook, where the big 
bluefish are to be found usually in this part of 


September, there has been very little done dur- 
ing the week. Rough weather has prevented 
much fishing, perhaps, that would have other- 
wise taken place, but there have certainly been 
few brought in. 

Indeed, the cholera has injured the market 
business with fish to a large extent. This is 
especially the case with the small retail dealers. 
On Sixth Avenue for nearly a week the tish 
sellers have had hard work to get rid of only a 
= of theirstock. Much oare, however, is 

elng exercised in tne choice of fish brought 
to market. During the height of the season 
very few tish for the market are caught in New- 
York Bay. There are a few pound nets in 
Gravesend Bay, the product of which is brought 
to market; but now no fish are received from 
these nets and the tishermen are not doing any- 
thing. Almost all the tish comes from a great 
distance. For instance, the bluefish and weak- 
fish come from the Cape May region and sheeps- 
head from the Chesapeake waters. Very fow 
are Caught near at hand. 

If a tish is properly cooked the cholera germs, 
ifany found their way into the fish, would be 
thoroughly destroyed. Oysters caught in 
Prince's Bay and the lower bay also are not 
received in the markets by wholesale dealers. 
The oysters that are now used come from Long 
Island Sound and the Great South Bay. Alto- 
gether there is little fear from cholera through 
the tish. 

It is not likely that there will be much blue- 
fishing off Sandy Hook this Fall Last year 
and the year before there was a fine run of biue- 
fishinthe broad stretch of water from Fire 
Island to Sandy Hook, and there was reason to 
expect that schools would be found this year. 
ihe fish on their southern journey gave this re- 
gionthe go-by. From Point Judith and Martha’s 
Vineyard they shot across to the South Jersey 
coast. The scarcity of menhaden may have 
something to do with their taking the short cut 
instead of working down the Long Island coast. 

Weaktish are also very scarce now in Waters 
near thy olty. A few might be caught off Fire 
Island by tishing in deep water with chunks of 
bait, but Fire Island is not much of a fishing re- 
sort these days. 

Striped bass are biting now and then, but 
there seems no point where the angler can go 
assured of good luck. Up the Hudson and in 
Heli Gate scattering fish are picked up. None 
caught so far have been Very large. 

kresh-water fishing is still fairly good. In 
the Thousand Island region some large pickerel 
are now being caught, and the black bass have 
not stopped biting. At islack Lake, in St. Law- 
rence County, which is controlled by a club in 
this city, the fishing is now excellent, large 
wall-eyed pike being very abundant. Secretary 
of the Treasury Foster and ex-Fish Commis- 
sioner Eugene G. Blackford contemplate a trip 
to the lake next week. 

Deer have been fairly plentiful in the Adiron- 
dacks this season. ‘here has been no percepti- 
ble increase, but that there has not been a de- 
crease is a matter for congratulation. The 
Adirondacks cowprise a pretty broad expanse 
of forest lund, and there are yet valleys and 
recesses among the mountains that are not often 
visited. But the deer want a large range and 
plenty of quiet woodland. Gradually the wild 
country is being encroached on and its compass 
narrowed. Notonly are the edges of the for- 
ests being cut into, except in the sections pro- 
tected by the State, but the extension of rail- 
roads and the rush to the Great North Woods by 
tourists all tend to lessen the chances for the 
deer to wultiply. Shooting is on the increase, 
and during the huntiug season the woods are 
pretty well covered by gunners. 

There bas beens great improvement in the 
mavnerin which thelawiskept. It was notlong 
ago that the anglers in the Summer felt that 
they hada right to shoot all tbe deer for food 
that they couid get, and often many were killed 
for pleasure when there Was plenty of venison 
incawp. No attention Was paid as to wlether 
the animal was a doe or a buck. |t was anything 
to geta deer. Of course, this lawbreaking is 
continued to some extent by unprincipled 
anglers and campers, but there is not nearly as 
much of it asa haif dozen yearsago. indeed, 
the guides have become convineed that it is to 
their advantage to stop that sort of thing. 
‘Lhey are not loath to take out parties at night 
to toat, but unless their fee is contingent largely 
upon the securing of game they are not active 
in putting the would-be lawbreakers on a good, 
fair shot. Gamekeepers are also more alert, 
and persops caught llegally shooting deer are 
speedily brought to court. The clubs owning 
preserves are also doing good work in the pres- 
ervation of the big game. 

The new laws are a great improvement, 
though changes are yet suggested by many 
hunters. There is therefora no danger of the 
deer being exhausted for some time to come, 
and the Fall shooting is fairly good for the 
Adirondacks 

The prospect for successful smaller game 
and bird hunting in this locality is not promis- 
ing. Quail have not been very abundant on 
Long Island during the Summer, as far as can 
be judged, and it is not likely that the supply of 
young birds will be very large. However, itis 
impossible to tell much about the quail. Last 
Fall they deceived the gunners. inthe Sum- 
mer they were prevalent, and all the hunters 
thought that most excellent shooting would be 
had in the Fall. When Fali came the birds had 
apparently disappeared, and the shooters got 
nomore than in previous seasons. This year 
there have been comparatively few seen during 
the Summer season, and it remains: to be seen 
whether they will tlock in from other points or 
come out of the thickets and give the gunners 
some fine sport. 

Woodcock also are not specially numerous, 
though there were goodly numbers of young 
birds hatched out In Connecticut and New-Eng- 
land, as well as in parte of this State. The 
Spring was favorable for the hatching and rais- 
ing of woodcock, as there were no heavy rains 
or cold storms to destroy the eggs by chilling 
them. The woodcock isys the eggs op the 
ground, afew leaves doing foranest. Hence, 
often in a storia the eggs are covered with wa- 
ter, in spite of the efforts of the bird to keep 
them warm and ary. 

Rail are now in season, anda few have been 
shot lately on the Raritan meadows and a few 
along the Hackensack River. These birds, how- 
ever, are not nearly as abundant as they were a 
dozen years ago, and no very big bags are re- 
ported. Snipe are still working along the coast, 
but the big flights are over and only scattering 
birds picked up. Ducks will soon take their 
place.

THE SPEECH OF ANIMALS. 


MODES OF COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 
MAN AND GIS INFERIORS, 


To the Rditor of the New-York Times: 

I was much interested in your last Sunday's re- 
view of Prof. Garner’s work on “The Speech of 
Monkeys.” It seems tome, however, from the re- 
view, that, except to stimulate public interest in his 
futnre work, the book need not have been written. 
For any one who knows and loves the “lower ani- 


mals,” it is useless to consume ink and paper to 
demonstrate that they communicate ideas by sounds 
in some degree to each other, in much greater de- 

ree to man. And this last communication hae 

oubtiess been continuous and peeenes ever since 
man, for his use or pleasure, has helt! interovurse 
with his fellow-creatures—for such they undeniably 
are. 

My canary “peeps” when he is pleased, and 
eWears as piainly as aman, when he is not properly 
waited on, by means of a sharp, quick “ chirrup.” He 
will also mutter to himself when he feels sulky. 
When he is minded to sing, he wiil test his voice over 
ani over again, and say to himself repeatedly, ‘* that 
won't do,’’ in three distinct syllables, ifacat comics 
near, he screams with terror, using a sound never 
employed except to express that emotion. When { 
close my hand areund him he will not scream, but 
throws himself on my merey by an utterance a8 ©x- 
pressive of feartul submission as any phrase of man. 

My dog not only shows a perfect comprebeusion of 
at least a score of ditferent things I say to him, but I 
verily believe can communicate to me any idea his 
m ndcan grasp. When he is tied up I can instantly 
nnderstand whether ne is calling for water or merely 
whining to get loose. When he comes up stairs to 
tell me that there js a strange man in the kitchen he 
by no means uses the same phraseology as when 
he announces his conviction that the time has come 
to takea walk. He expresses (oubt or hesitancy by 
one growl, a threat by another, disgust, ¢. y., al my 
differing with him on the walk question, by yet an- 
other. 

There isno difficulty whatever in distinguishing 
between his bark of anger and bis bark of joy. His 
apologetic whine when scolded is used to apologize 
and “ begoit” from punishment, and for that pur- 
pose only. Its tone is exactly that of a child under 
similar circumstances. 

Astomy cat, she hasa vocabulary so extensive, 

and uses itso effectively, that I am afraid to detail 
her conversational accomplishments, lest I be sus- 
pected of exaggeration. 1 will simply mention that 
she asks to be scratched in one way and for a piece 
of deviled crab in a totally diflerent way. 
- Thus far I have said nothing about gestures, 
Bating these, it is evident that a man who will 
seriously undertake to put himself en rapport with 
other animals can exchange communication with 
them at least as satisfactorily as he could with an- 
other man who was confined to an entirely different 
language. My dog, who has bad no special training, 
understands some half dozen of my gestures, and 
himself uses the turning aside of the head to indicate 
dissent, (accompanied often by & plain look of disgust 
at being misanderstood,) puts up @ paw to deprecate 
punishment, turns on bis back to express submis- 
sion, sticks up his tail (the warrior brandishes his 
weapon or waves his flag; the dog has no weapon) 
by way of detiance, lowers it for shame or alarm. 

That turning on the back, by the way. is well un- 
derstood among dogs as a gesture of surrender. if 
two strange dogs meet on the street and one shows 
fight, if the other turns on his back, he will not, as a 
rule, be molested, 

No, Mr. Editor, we lovers of other animals do not 
need Prof. Garner to tell us that they can and do 
talk to us and understand our talk tothem. His 
work is to devise symbols to represent their words 
and vocally instract others what sounds those sym- 
bols represent, and these in turn can impart the in- 
formation to more. 

We may thus create a class of persons capable of 
speaking monkey taik, and, within the limits of their 
vocal powers, teaching such animals human speech, 


or developing a “ Volapuk” or “pigeon English,” 


asa common ground to meet them on. 

But cui bono? Shall we thus help man? Will not 
the sole result be to lower the ‘‘lower animals’! 
Many of them have already “all the virtaes of hu- 
manity without its vices.” All of them are free from 
its most detestible vice—hypocrisy. None of them 
lies by word or gesture or manner. Already they 
communicate their desires and emotions to us with 
perfect ease, If we teach them tu do more, shajl we 
potrun a serious risk of demoralizing them so that 
we shall begin to tind among them individuals as 
base as their owners!

EXCEPTIONS TAKEN TO MANY OF HIS

ing articles in last Monday’s issue of your paper, 
entitled “Cholera and Russian Filth,” which is an 
extract from the article contributed to the fort. 
nightly Review by a certain individual who assumed 
the pseudonym of Lanin, The identity of Lanin 
seems to be a secret te you. Everybody knows that 
Mark Twain's real name is Samuel Clemens, but 
thatthe name of such a comical writer as Lanin 
should be unknown to the public seems strange to 
me. Mr. Dillon is his name, and no doubt every 
reader of his writings guessed that he is an Irish- 
man, forreally a man must be possessed of a large 
amountof fantaisie Jriandaise to be able to write 
such articles 

Very few men would not treat the writings of Mr. 
Dillon with ridicule, and to think of refuting the 
facta stated in his articles would be as foolish as 
to try to refute the “Adventures of Karon Mun- 
chausen.”” still, Mr. Dillon seemsto bein earnest, 
and, assuming a Russian pseudonym, tries to im 
pose upon the English reading public. 

The articles of Mr. Dillon which appeared in the 
Fortnightly Keview for the last two years have been 
published in this country under the title of * Rus- 
sian T'raits and ‘Terrors.’’ The work is the most 
dishonest compilation irom newspaper cuttings ever 
published, The author wrote the articles with a 
precouceived idea to prove that Kussians are 
liars. dishonest, immorai, brutal, unclean, and @ 
savage nation, and in order to prove this he select- 
edfrom Kussian newspapers individual facts which 
could serve as evidence o: his assertions. ‘hus, to 
prove that Russians are dirty people he quotes the 
tact from the Novee Vremya that there was some 
individual in St. Petersburg, wealthy and educaied, 
who never had his linen washed and wore it till it 
would drop off his back in shreds. What would 
people say it, in order to prove that yoy re are 
dirty peopie; | would cite an instance from London 
papers about the lady who lived in Grosyenor Square 
who, when after her death the police entered her 
room, was found lying in a room, where the filth was 
three inches thick, and of whom it was stated that 
slie never allowed anybody to enter herroom? or 
what would the American public say if in order to 
describe Americans I would take as specimens those 
loaters who hang in crowds around saloous in this 
city? 

‘Yo siow that Russians eat food of sucha kind 
as would be condemned by health officers of any 
other country, Mr. Dillon calis the attention of his 
readers to the “Gluttons’ Row,” the place where the 
lowest of the Moscow tramps repair for their dinner, 
aud where, by the bye, the [ood is no worse than in the 
low dens of the Kue Moufftari in Paris or Petticoat 
Lane in London. ‘The man who would write an arti- 
cle on the food of Americans judging by the food ob- 
tainabte in the two-cent resorts of Roosevelt Street 
would bo called an idivct. 

ihe story of a child drowned in the streets of Char- 
koff is auother sublime piece of his janiatsie. | 
have lived in Charkoff at least six montis and do not 
hesitate lo say that most of the streets there were 
justas well paved as the streets of Brovklyn or 
New-York. ‘The same Can be said of other towns in 
Russia where I have been personally. The stories 
ot rooms only three teet high, of the seeds ol 
berries being extracted Ly the lips of hired women, 
and of Rus»ian baths where there is no water, may 
be regarded as producta of the sickly imagination of 
the author. I may mention here that Kussian baths 
are introduced in America, being very 6alutary from 
a medical point of view. 

We Russians, like those of other nations,have many 
vices, but cleanliness is one of our virtues. We do 
not object to fair criticism. We maybe have im- 
perfect government, and we listen patiently to the 
condempation of our administration by foreign writ- 
ers; but when sterling qualities of the Russian peo- 
ple are attacked by an unscrupulous writer who 
lalsely pretends to be perfectly acquainted with the 
Russian people, and under a Russian pscudonym, 
then it is high time to call a halt. 

Cholera is a bad thing, stili it attacks only the 
bodies of thousands, but writers like Dillon are 
worse than cholera, for they pollute the minds of 
millions of English readers and set their hearts 
against everything Russian.

Inclosed find my oheck ($10) in renewal of my 
subscription to your paper for another year. I can- 


not say too much in cyt of your paper as a mode! 
newsgather and for its cleanly, fair, and impartial 
comment on all questions, except one. 

In the discussion of the rights of capital and labor, 
I complain of ‘THE ‘l1MESs as technical, iiliberal, and 
biased in its judgment. Whether this be owing to 
the size of its building, the extent of its circulation, 
or the revenue which these produce, is not for me to 
say. But, with due deference, I beg to suggest that 
a reiteration of the law which prohibits furce and 
threats a8 aweans of dissuading non-union work- 
ingmen from pursuing their vocations in the ex- 
citement incident to a strike of laborera is making 
slow progress in the burning question as tw the 
rights of these opposing forces. 

i complain, not that your law is bad; it is the law, 
ana perhaps the least that can be said is that it 
should be enforced. But lam one who believes that, 
euforce it as you will, the remedy is wholly in- 
adeq ate, for, While the queativn 18 oli, it presenis 
iteelf pow under con titions so radically new, as 
compared with the past, as to demand new treat. 
ment. it is these conditions, and uot the “ waikiug 
delegate,” which produce such universal unrest, I 
think. 

Capital is eubjecttothe same law that labor is, 
but each does not feel the effect of ita enforcement 
equally. The former, by the undue power which it 
has usurped, practically enacts aud adminisiers the 
law. It visits pena!ties upon the laborer for breaches 
ofthe peace commitied under great provocation, 
while it, to tne far greater detriment of tne public, 
consolidates itself inio a practical conspiracy aygainst 
the existence of trades uuvions. ‘These organizations 
are quite as legitimate asthe Produce or Stock Ex- 
change, and a couspiracy to destroy them is un- 
lawful. s 

Far worse than thisare the deeply criminal com- 
binations of capital to swell prices by artiticial means 
of the great bulk of those commodities tyon wich 
life depends. This is done in open detianse of the 
law, with an occasional abortive effort here and there 
tv punish the guilty. 

Of course Lhave no aympathy with any proposal 
to right these wroogs by an arbitrary division of 
wealth acquired, but they deserve to be righted, and 
to that end are entitle tothe thoughtful corfsidera- 
tion of ali good citizens. Jt is not for me to say 
what the proper remedy is, bu! I submit that unless 
within a few years some one be discovered to moiify 
the present friction, tne question will fiuaily be 
getticd with the torch, right or wrong. 

What are the objections in law or practice to some 
such remedy, as applied to the great corporations of 
the country, anggested by Mr. stead! i venture to 
say nope whatever.
